He firſt picture that Phidias the firſt 
Painter ſhadowed , was the protrat- 
ture of his owne perſon, ſaying thus: 
if it be well, | will paynt many beſids 
Phydias, if ill, it ſhall offende none but 
Fhydias, 

nanner tare th it with me (Right Honou- 
rable) who neuer before handling the penſill, did for 
my firſt counterfaite , coulour mine  owne Euphues, 
being of this minde, that if it were liked, I woulde drawe 
more beſides Euphues , if loathed, grieue none but Eu- 
Phues. 

Since that, ſome there haue bene that either diſſem- 
bling the faults they ſuwe, for feare to diſcourage me, or 
not examining them, for the loue they bore mee, that 
praiſed mine olde worke, and urged me to make a new, 
whole words I thus aunſwered,If I ſhould come a worle, 
it woulde be thought that the former was tramed by 
chaunce , as Protogenes did the fome of his dogge, if a 
better, ſor flatterie, as Narſiſſus did, x ho only was in loue, 
with his owne face, if none at alias froward as the Muſiti- 
on, who being entreated , will ſcarce ſing (ol fa, but not 
deſired, ſtraine aboue Ela. 

But their importunitie admitted no excuſe, in- ſ- 
much that I was enforced to preferre their friendſhippe 
before mine owne fame, being more carefull to ſatiſfie 
their requeſts, then fearefull of others repottes : ſo that 
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t the laſt I was content to ſet another face to Euphues, 
but yet 1ſt behind the. other, like the Image of Janus, 
not rũning together, like the Hopplitides of Parthaſius 
leaſt they ſhioulde ſeeme fo vnlike Brothers, that they 
might be both thought baſtardes , the picture where- 
of I yeld as conunon for all toview, but the patronage 
onely to your | ord{hippe , as able to defend, knowin 
that the face of Alexander ſtainped in Copper — 
make it curtant, that the name of Cæſar, wrought in 
Canuas, is eſteemed as Cambricke, that the verye fea- 
ther of an Eagle, is of force to conſume the Beetle. 
I haue brought into the worlde two children, of the 
firſt L was deliuered, before my friendes thought mee 
coucciued,of the ſeconde I went a whole yeare big, and 
yet when cuery one thought mee ready to lye downe, 
I did then quicken : But good huſwiues (hall make my 
excuſe, who knowe that Hens doe not laye egges when 
they clucke, but when they cackle , nor men ſet forth 
bookes when they promiſe , but when they performe, 
And in this I reſerable the Lappwing , who fearing 
hir young ones to be deſtroyed by paſlengers , flyeth 
with a falſe crye farre from their neſtes, making thoſe 
that looke for them ſeelce where they are not: So I ſuſ- 
petting that Euphites woulde be carped of ſome curi. 
ous Reader , thought by ſome falſc ſhewe to bringe 
them in hope of that which then I meant not, leading 
them with a longingofa ſeconde part, that they might 
ſpeake well of the firſt, being neuer farther from My 
ſtudic , then when they thought mee huucring ouer 
it, V4 
My firſt burthen comming before his time, muſt needs 
be a blind whelp,the ſecond-brought forth after his time 
muſt needes bee a monſter: , the one I ſent to a noble 
man to nurſe , who with greate loue brought him vp, 


for a yeare : ſo that where- ſoeuer hee wander, he _ 
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his Nurſes name in his forhead, wher ſucking his firſt 

mille, lie cannot forget his firſt Maſter, es 
The other (right Honourable)being but yet in his 

ſwathe cloutes, I commit moſt humbly to your Lord- 


; ſhips protection, that in his infancie he may be kepte 


by your good care fron fals, and in his youth by your 
great countenaunce ſhielded from blowes, and in his 
age by your gratious continuaunce, defended from cõ- 
tempt, e i my youngeſt and my laſt, and the paine 
that I ſuſtained for him in trauell, hath made me paſt 
teeming, yet doe I thiuke my ſelte very fertile, in that 
I was not altogether barren. Glad I was to ſend them 
both abroad, leaſt making a wanton of my firſt, with a 
blinde conceipt, I ſhould reſemble the Ape, and kil it 
by cullyng it, and not able to rule the ſecond, I ſhoid 
with the Viper, looſe my bloud, with mine own brood, 
T winnes they are not, but yet brothers, the one nothing 
reſembling the other, and yet (as all children are now 
a dayes) both lyke the father. Wherin I am not vnlike 
vnto the vnskilfull Painter, who having drawen the 
Twinnes of Hippocrates,(who wer as like as one peaſe 
is to an other)& — told of his friends that they wer 
no more lyke than Saturne and Appollo, he had no 
other ſhift to manifeſt what his worke was, then ouer 
their heads to write: The Twinnes of Hippocrates,So 
may it be, that had l not named Euphues, fee would 
haue thought it had ben Euphues, not that in goodnes 
the one ſo farre excelleth the other, but that both be- 
ing ſo bad, it is hard to wdge which is the worſt, 

This vaskilfulneſle is no wayes to be couered, but 
as Accius did his ſhortneſſe, who being a lyttle Poet, 
framed for himſelf a great picture, & l being a naugh- 
tie Painter haue gotten a moſt noble Patron: being of 


Vhſſes minde, who thought himſelfe ſafe vnder the 
Shield of Aiax. 
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I haue now finiſhed both my labours,the one being 
hatched in the hard winter with the Alcyon, the other 
not daring to bud til the colde were palt,like the Mul- 
bery, in either of the which or in both, if I ſeeme to 
gleane after an others Cart, for a few cares of corne, or 
of the Taylors ſhreds to make me a lyuery, I will not 
deny, but that I am one of thoſe Poets, which the pain- 
ters faine to come vnto Homers baſon,there to lap vp, 
that he doth caſt vp, 

In that T have written, I deſire no praiſe of others 
but patience, alt gether vnvweillyng, bicauſe euery way 
vaworthy to be accompted a workeman, 

It ſufficeth me to be a water bough no bud, ſo I may 
be of the ſame roote: to be the yron, not ſteele, ſo I be 
in the fame blade: to be vineger not wine, ſo I be in the 
ſame caſ ke to geinde coulouts for Appelles, though I 
cannot garniſh, ſo I be of the ſame ſhop, What I haue 
done, wos onely to keepe iny ſelfe from ſleepe, as the 
Crane doth the [tone in hir foot, and I would alſo with 
the ſame crane I had bene ſilent holding a ſtone in my 
mouth, 

Put it falleth out with me, as with the young wraſt- 
ler, that came to the games of Olympia, who hauing 
talcen a foy le, thought ſcorne to leaue, till he had recei- 
ued a fall, or him that being pricked in the finger with 
a Brible,thruſteth his whole arme among the thornes 
ſor anger, For I ſeeing my ſelte not able to ſtande on 
the yce, did neuertheleſſe aduenture to runne, and bee- 
ing with my firſt booke ſtriken into diſgrace, could not 
ceaſe vntil 1 was brought into cõtempt by the ſecond: 
where- in I reſemble thoſe, that hauing once wet their 
feete, care not how deepe they wade. 

In the which my wading(right Honourable) if the 
enuious ſhall clap lead to my heeles to make me ſinke, 
yet if your Lordſhip with your ly ttle finger = _ 

olde 
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holde me vp by the chinne, I ſhall ſwimme, and be fo 
farre from being drowned,that I ſhall ſcarce be duckt, 

When Bucephalus was painted, Appelles craued the 
judgemet of none but Zeuxis:when Iuppiter was car- 
ued, Priſius asked the cenſure of none but Lyſippus: 
now Euphues is ſhadowed,only 1 appeale to your ho- 
nour, not meaning thereby to be careleſſe what others 
thinke, but knowing that if your Lordſlup allow it, 
there is none but will like it, & if there be any ſo nice, 
whom nothing can pleaſe, it he will not commend it, 
let him amend it. 

And heere right Honourable, although the Hiſto- 
rie ſeeme — [ hope your Lordihip will par- 
don it, 

Appelles dyed not before he could finiſh Venus, 
but before he durſt, Nichomachus left Tindarides raw- 
ly,for feare of anger,not for wan: of Art, Timomachus 
btoke aft Mledea ſcarce halte coloured, not that he was 
not willing to end it, but that he was threatned: l haue 
not made Euphues to ſtand without legges, fot that I 
want matter ty make the, but migl. t to maintein them: 
{> that I am enforced with the olde painters to colour 
my picture but to the middle, or as he that drew Ci- 
clops, ho in a little table made him to lye behinde an 
Ole, wher one might perceive but a pcece, vet cõceiue 
that al the reſt lay behinde the tree, or as he that pain- 
ted an liorſe in the river with halfe legges, leauing the 
paſternes for the viewer to imagine as in the water, 

For he that viewcth Euphues, wil ſay that he is draws 
en but to the waſt, that he pcepeth as it were behinde 
ſome ſcreene, that his feet are yet in the water : which 
maketh me preſent your Lordſhip,with the mangled 
body of Hector, as it appeared to Andromache,& with 
half a face, as the painter did him that had but one eye, 
for I am compelled to dra a hoſe on, before I can fi- 
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niſu the legg ,& in ſleed of a foot, to ſet down a ſhde, 
So that whereas I had thought to ſhew the cunning of 
2 Chirurgian, by mine Anatomy with a knife, I muſt 
play the Taylor on the ſhoppe boord,with a paire of 
Meeres. But whether Euphues lympe with Vulcan, as 
born lame,”r go on ſtilts with Amphionax, fot lack of 
legs, I truſt I may ſay, that his feet ſhold haue ben old 
Helena : for the poore Fiſher-man that was warned he 
ſhould not fi ſh, did yet at his dore make nets, and the 
olde Vintener of Venice, that was forbidden to ſell 
wine, did notwithſtiding hang out an Iuie buſh, This 
Pamplilet right honorable cõteining the eſtate of Eng- 
lind, I know none more fit to defend it, thẽ one of the 
Nobilitie of England, nor any of the Nobilitie, more 
auncient or more honora .c th your Lordſhip, beſides 
that, deſcribing the cõditiõ of the Engliſh court, & the 
maieſtie of our dread Souereign, I could not finde one 
more noble in court, thẽ your Honor, who is or ſhould 
be vnder hir Maieſtie chiefeſt in court, by birth borne 
to the greateſt Office, & therfore me thought by right 
to be placed in great authoritie: for who ſo cõparethi the 
honor of your L. noble houſe, and the fidelitie of your 
aurceſtors, may well ſay, which no other can truly gain- 
ſay, Vero nibil verius. So that I commit the end of al my 
pains vnto your molt honorable protectiõ, aſſuring my 
ſelk that the little Cock-boat is ſate, whẽ it is hoiſed in- 
to a tall ſhip, that the Cat dare not fetche the mouſe 
of the Lions den, that Euphues ſhall be without dau- 
ger by your L. patronage, otherwiſe, I canot ſee, her 
I might finde ſuccour in any noble perſonage, I hus 
praying cõtinually for the encreaſe of your Lordfups 
honour, with all other things that either you would 
wilh,or God will graunt, I ende.

John Lyly wiſheth what 
they would, 


—mas 1 achnc hauing wouen in cloth of Ar- 
© 22, Sa ras, a Raine-bow of ſundzy ſilkes , it 
JN was obieded vnto hir by a Lady moꝛe 
captious then cunning , that in hir 
fe? J wozke there wanted ſome coulours, 
S.=5x7 fo: that in a Kaine-bow there ſhould 
be all: Unto whom ſhe replyed, if the coulours lacke 
thou lakcſt fo: , thou muſt imagine that they are on 
the other ſide of the cloth: Fo: in the Skie wer canne 
diſcerne but one ſide of the Raine-bowe , and what 
coulourez-arc in the other, ſee wee cannot, gelle wee 
map. 
In the like manner (Ladies and Gentlewoemen) 
am to ſhape an aunſwere in the behalke of Euphues, 
who framing diuers queſtions and quirkes of lone , 
if by ſome moꝛe curious then needcth,it ſhall ber tolde 
him, that ſome ſleightes are wanting, J muſt ſaye they 
are noted on the backſide of the boke, When Venus is 
papnted, we can-not ſx hir backe, but hir face, ſo that 
all other thinges that are to be recounted in loue, 
Euphucs thinketh them to hang at Ven-'s backe in a 
budget, which bicauſc her can · not ſe, hee will not (ct 
downe. 
Theſe diſcourſes J haue not clapt in a cluſter, think⸗ 
ing with my ſelfe, that Ladies had rather be ſpꝛinck⸗ 
led with werte water, then waſhed , ſo that J haue 
C, ſowed 
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fowed them h&re and there, lyke Strawberies , not 
in hcapes , lyke Yoppes : knowing that you take 
moꝛe delight, to gather flowers one by one in a gar⸗ 
den, then to ſnatche them by handfulles from a Gar- 
land. 

It reſteth Ladies, that you take the paines to reade 
it, but at ſuch times, as you ſpend in plaping with your 
little Dogges, and pet will J not pinch you of that 
paſtime , fo2 Jam content that pour Dogges lye in 
your laps, ſo Euphues may be in your hands, that when 
you ſhall-be wearie in reading of the one, you may bes 
ready to ſpoꝛt with the other: oꝛ handle him as vou 
doe pour Junckets, that when you can cate ns mo2e, 
vou tye ſome in your napkin fo2 childꝛen, fo2 if you bee 
filled with the firſt part, put the ſeconde in your pocket 
foꝛ your wayting maydes: Euphues had rather lye hut 
in a Ladies caſket, then open in a ↄchollers ſtudie. 

Pet after dinner, you map querloke him to keepe 
you from ſleepe, oꝛ if you be haute, to bꝛing vou a fleepe, 
fo2 to wozke vpon a full ſtomacke is againſt Phiſike, 
and therefoze better it were to holde Euphues in pour 
hands,though you let him fall,when you be willing to 
winke, then to ſowe in a clout , and pꝛicke your fins 
gers, when you begin to nod. 

What-ſocuer hee hath wꝛitten, it is not to flatter, 
foz he neuer reaped anye rewarde by your ſexe, but 
repentaunce , neither canne it be to mocke you , foz 
he neuer knewe any thing by your ſcre but righteoul⸗ 
neſle, 

But J feare no anger fo2 ſaying well, when there 
is none, but thinketh ſhe deſeructh better. 

She that hath no glaſſe to dꝛeſſe hir heade, will vie 
a bole of water , ſhee that wanteth a lleeke tone to 
ſmoth hir linnen, will take a pcbble:the country dame 
girdeth hir ſelfe as ſtraight in the waſt with a courſe 
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caddis , as the Padame of the court with a ſilke ri⸗ 
band, ſo that ſering cuerye one ſo willing to be pꝛan⸗ 
ked, J could not thinke any one vnwilling to be pꝛay⸗ 
lcd, 
One hand waſheth another, but they both wath the 
face one fote goeth by an other, but they both carrye 
the body, Euphues and Philautus pꝛaiſe one an other, 
but they both ertoll women: Therefoꝛe in my minde 
you are mo2e beholding to Gentlemen that make the 
toulours, then to the Painters, that dꝛawe your coun⸗ 
terfaites: foꝛ that Appelles cunning is nothing if her 
paint with water, and the beautie of women not much 
if they go vnpꝛaiſed. 

If pou thinke this loue dꝛeamed, not done, pet 

me thinketh you may as well like that loue which is 
penned and not p2actiſed , as that flower that is 
wꝛought with the needle , and groweth not by nature, 
the one you weare in your heades, foꝛ the faire ſight, 
though it haue no ſauour , the other you may reade foz 
to paſſe the time, though if bꝛing ſmall paſtime, 
Pou chuſe cloth that will weare whiteſt, not that will 
laſt longeſt,coulours that loke freſheſt, not that endure 
ſoundeſt, and J woulde you would reade bokes that 
haue moꝛe ſhew of pleaſure, then ground of p2ofit,then 
ſhould Euphues be as often in your hands, heing but a 
top, as Lawne on your heads, being but traſh, the one 
will be ſcarſe liked after once reading, and the other 
is woꝛne out after the firſt waſhing, 

There is nothing lighter then a feather , yet is 
it ſette a loft in a woemans hatte, nothing lligh⸗ 
ter then haire, pet is if moſt frifſled in a Ladies 
heade, ſo that J am in god hope , though their be no- 
thing of leſſc accounte then Euphues , yet hee ſhall 


be marked with Ladycs eyes, and lyked ſomtimes in 
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their eares : Fo2 this J haue diligently obſerued, that 
there Hall be nothing founde, that may offend the chatt 
minde with vnſeme'y tearmes, oꝛ vncleanelp ta!ke, 

Then Ladies Z commit my ſelfe to your curteſies, 
trauing this onelp, that hauing read, vou conceale your 
tenſure, wꝛiting your indgments as you doe the poſies 
in your rings, which are alwayes next to the finger, 
not to be ſeene of hun that holdeth you by the handes, 
and yet knowne to vou that wear them on pour hands: 
Ik you bee w2unge ( wh:che can- not be done with out 
wꝛong) it were better to cut the ſhoe , then burne the 
lack. 

If a Tailour make your gowne to little, you coucr 
his fault with a bꝛoad ſtomacher, if to great, with a 
number of plights, if to ſhoꝛt, with a faire garde, if to 
long, with a falſe gathering, my truſt is you will dcale 
in the like manner with E pues, that if he haue not 
fead your humour, yet vou will ercuſc him moꝛe then 
the Tailour: foꝛ could E phues take the meaſure of a 
womans minde,as the Tailour doth of hir bodyc , her 
would go as nere to fit them foꝛ a fancie, as the other 
doth foꝛ a faſhion, 

Her that weighes wind, muſt haue a ſteadie hand to 
holde the ballaunce , and he that ſercheth a woemans 
thoughts mulk haue his own ſtayed, But leaſt J make 
my Epiſtle as you do pour new-found bꝛacelets, end- 
leſſe, J will frame it like a bullet, which is no ſoner in 
the mould but it is made. Committing your Ladiſhips 
tothe Almightie, who graunt you al you woulde haue, 
and ſhoulde haue: ſo your wiſhes ſtand with his will. 
And ſo humbly J bid you farewell.

Secon ily being a great ſtart from Athens to Eng- 
land, he thought to ſt. y for che aduantage of a Leape 
yeate, aud had not this yeare leapt with him, I think he 
had not yet leapt hether, 

Thirdiy being arriued, he was as long in viewing 
of London,as he was in comming to it, not farre diffe- 
ring from Gentlewume,who are longer a dreſs ing their 
heades than their whole bodyes, 

But now he is come Gentlemen,my requeſt is one- 
ly to bid him welcome,for diuers ther are, not that they 
miſlike the matter, but that they hate the man, that wil 
not [tick to teare Euphues, bicauſe they do enuie Lyly: 
Where-in they reſemble angry Dogges , which byte 
the ſtone,not him that throweth it,or the cholaricke 
Horſe- rider, who being caſt from a young Colt, & not 
daring to kill the Horſe, went into the (able to cutte 
the ſaddle. 

Theſe be they, that thought Euphues to be drow- 
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nedand yet wer neuer troubled with drying of his clo- 
thes, but they geſſed as they wiſhed , and 1 woulde it 
had happened as they deſired, 

They that loath the Fountaines heade, will neuet 
drinke of the lyttle Brookes: they that ſeeke to poy- 
fon the Fiſh, will neuer cate the ſpawme : they that 
lyke not mee , will not allowe anye thing that is 
mine, 

But as the Serpent Porphirius , though he bee full 
of poyſon, yet hauing no teeth hurteth none but him- 
ſelle ſo the enuious, though they ſwell with malyce 
till they burſt, yet haumg no teeth to bite, I haue no 
cauſe to feate. 

Onely my ſute is to you Gentlemen, that if anye 
thing bee amiſſe, you pardon it: if well, you 
defende it: and how-focuer it bee, you accepte 
it. 

Faultes eſcaped in the Printing, correcte with 
your pennes: omitted by my neglygence, ouerſlippe 
with patience: committed by ignoraunce, remit with 
fauour. 
If in euery part it ſeeme not alyke,you know that 
it is not for him that faſhioneth the ſhoe, to make the 
aine of the leather.

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—— Vphucs haning gotten all thinges ne- 
5 ceſſarie foꝛ his voyage into England, acs 
[3A companied onelpe with Philautus, toke 
I LEA ſipping the firlt of December 1579. by 
e a our Engliſh Computation: Who as 
ne reſolued to ſœ that with his eyes, 
which be had oftentimes heard with his eares, beganne 
to vſe this perſwaſion with his friende Philautus, aſwcll 
to counſell him how bee ſhoulde behaue himſelfe in Eng- 
land, as to com"o2t him being nowe on the Seas. 

As J haue founy thee willing to be a fellowe in my 
trauaile, ſo moulde J haue the ready to be a follower of 
my counſatle : in the one ſhalt thou ſhewe thy god wil, 
in the other Manifeſt thy wiſedome. Ne are nowe lap⸗ 
ling into an Jland, of ſmall compaſſe, as J geſfle by their 
Maps, but of great ciuilitie, as J heare by their maners, 
which ik it be ſo, it behoneth vs to be mo2e inquiſitiue 
of their conditions, then of their countrep, moe care- 
full to marke the natures of their men, then curious to 
note the ſituation of the place. And ſurely me thinketh 
we cannot better beſfowe our time on the Sea, then in 
aduice how to behaue our ſelues when we come to the 
ſhoze:fo2 greater daunger is there to arine in a ſtraunge 
countrey where the inhabitauntes be politique, then to 
be toſſed with the troubleſome wanes, where the Parri- 
ners be vnſkilfull , Foztune gaideth men in the rough 
Sca but wildome ruleth them in a ſtraunge land. 

It trauailers in this our age were as warie of their 
conditions, as they be venterous of their bodyes, oz as 
willinge to reape p2ofite by their paines, as they are 
to endure peril foz their pleaſure,they would either * 
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fer thetr own ſople befoꝛe a ſtraunge land, oꝛ god couns 
ſell vefo2e their owne conceite. But as the poung ſchol⸗ 
ler in Athens went to heare Demoſthenes cl uence af 
Corinth, and was entangled with Lais beauts#, ſo moſt 
of our trauailers which pꝛetende to gette a ſmacke of 
ſtraunge language to ſharpen their wittes, are infeged 
with vanitic by following their wils. Daunger and des 
light grow both vpon one ſtalke, the Roſe and the Cans 
ker in one bad, white and blacke are commonly in one 
bo2der. Seing then my god Philautus, that we are not to 
conquer wild beaſts by fight, but to confer with wiſe me 
by policte: we ought to take greater heede that we be nos 
entrapped in folly,then feare to be ſubdued by foꝛte. And 
heere bythe way it ſhall not be amifſe, aſwell to dziue a⸗ 
wap the tediouſnes of time, as to delight our ſelues with 


talke, to rehearſe an old treatiſe of an auncient Hermit, ; 


who meting with a Pilgrime at his Cell, vttered a

Philautus although the ſtumpes of lone ſo ſticked in 
his minde, that he rather wiſhed to heare an Eelegie in 
Ouid, then a tale of an Hermit: yet was he willing to 
lend his care to his friende, who had left his heart with 
his Lady, foꝛ you ſhal vnderſtand that Philautus hauing 
read the coling Carde which Euphues ſent him, ſought 
rather to aunſwere it, then allo we it. And J doubt not 
but if Philautus fall into his olde vaine in England, yon 
ſhall heare of his nee deuice in Italy , And although 
ſome ſhall think it impertinent to the hiſto2te, they ſhall 
not finde it repugnant, no moꝛe then in one noſegay to 
kette t wo flowers , oꝛ in one counterfait two coulours, 

which bꝛingeth moze delight then diſliking. 

Philautus aunſwered Euphues in this manner.

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MP FEuphues,J am as willing to heare thy tale, 
en to bæ pertaker of thy trauaile , pet J 
e how it commeth to paſſe, that my eyes are 
eyther heaute againſt foule weather, oz my heade fo 
d2dwſte againſt ſome ill newes,that this tale ſhall come 
in god time to bꝛing me a lepe,and then ſhal J get no 
harme bythe Hermit, though J get no god, the other that 
were then in the ſhippe, flocked about Euphues, who be⸗ 
ganne in this manner. 


JR Te dwelt ſome- Minka in the Jland Scyrum,an aun⸗ 


tient Gentleman called Caſlander, who aſwel by his 
-being a long gathercr,as his trade being a lewd vſurcr, 
/ warchyſs welthy, that he was thought to haue almoſt al 
— nroney in that countrep in dis owne coffers,baing 
aged and ſickly, found ſuch weaknelle inhim-ſelfe, 
1 ho thought nature would yeelde to death, and phi⸗ 
txt to hi ſes.. This Gentleman had one onelye . 
ſonne, w hing reſembled the father either in fancie* 
oꝛ fauour , which the olde man perteiuing, dillembleo 
with him voth in nature and honeltie , whom he cauſed 
to be called vnto his bedſid, and the chamber being vop⸗ 


ded he bꝛake ith him in theſe tearmes. 


Calizmachus (foz ſo was he called) thou art to 
poung to dye, and Jtsolde to liue: pet as nature 
muſt of neceſſitie pay hir debt to death, ſo muſt the alſo 
thew hir deuotion to thee, whom Ja; liue had to be þ coms 
fo:tc of myne age, and whome alone J mult leaue bes 
hynde mee , fo2 to bee the onelye maintapner of all 
myne honour, If thou couldeſt aſwell concetue the care 
of a father, as J canne leuell at the nature ofa childe, 
02 wer Jas able to vtter my affection towards a ſonne 
as thou oughteſt to ſh:w thy duty to thy ſire, the woul⸗ 
deſt thou deſire my lyfe to entoy my counſell, and J 
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ſhoulde coꝛrea thy life to amende thy conditions: pet lo 

tempered, as neither rigoꝛ might detract any thing from 

affection in me, o: feare any whit from ther, in duty. But 
ſeeing my ſelf ſo feeble that J cannot line to be thy guid, 

J am reſolued to giue thee ſuch counſell as may do the 

god, wherein J ſhall ſhcewe my care, and diſcharge mp 

duetie. 

Py god Donne , thou art to receiue by my death, 
wealth, and by my counſcl wildome, and J woulde thou 
wert as willing to impꝛint the one in thy heart, as thou 
wilt be readie to beare the other in thy purſe: To ber 
rich is the gift of Fo2tune, to be wile the grace of God, 
Haue moꝛe minde on thy bokes then thy bags, moꝛe de⸗ 
ſire of godlineſſe then gold, greater affcnion to dye wel, 

then to hue wantonly, 

But as the Cypꝛeſſe tree , the moꝛe it is wa tered, the 
moꝛe it withereth, and the oftner it is lopped, the ſwner 
it dyeth: ſo vnbꝛideled youth, the moꝛe it is alſo by graue 
aduice counſelled,o2 due co2rection controlled, the ſoner 
it falleth to confuſion , hating all reaſons that woulds 
bꝛing it from folly,as that tree doth all remedies , that 
ſhould make it fertile, 

Alas Callimachus, when wealth commeth into the 
handes of youth befo2e they can vſe it, then fall they to 
all diſo2ver that may be,tedding that with a fozk in one 
peare, which was not gathered together with a cake in 
twentie. 

But why diſcourſe J with thee of wo2ldly affapꝛes, 
being my lelfc going to heauen , here Callimachus take 
the key of ponder great barred cheſt , where thou ſhalt 
finde ſuch ſtoꝛe of wealth, that if thou vſe it with diſcre⸗ 
tion, thou ſhalt become the only rich man of the wozld, 
Thus turaing him on the left ſide, with a dæpe ſigh and 
pitifull grone, gaue vp the ghoaſt. 

Callimachus hauing moze minde to loke to the locke, 


then foz a ſhzowdinge ſhete , the bzcath being _ 
ou 
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out of his fathers mouth, and his body vet panting with 
heate, opened the Cheſt, where he found nothing but a 
letter w2itten very fay2e, ſcaled vp with his @ignet of 
armes, with this ſuperſeription. 


In finding nothing, thou ſhalt gaine all things. 


Callimachus, although he were abaſhed at the figbt oi 
the emptie Cheſt, yet hoping this letter would direc him 
to the golden Pyne, he boldlye opened it, the nn 
whereoff followed in thele termes. |

Theift conſiſteth not in golde, but grace. It is bet⸗ 
ter to dye with- out money , then to lyue with · out mo⸗ 
deſtie. Put no moze clothes on thy backe, then will cr- 
pel colde: neither any moꝛe meat in thy bellp, then may 
quench hunger. Uſe not channge in attire, noz2 varietie 
in thy dyct:the one bꝛingeth pꝛide, the other ſurfets. Ech 
bapne, vopd of pietie: both coſt iy, wide of p2ofif.

Callimachus was ſtroken info ſuch a maze at this his 
fathers laſt Mil, that he had almoſt loſt his foꝛmer wit: 
And being in an extreame rage, renting his clothes and 
tearing his haire, began to vtter theſe woꝛdes. 


{D this the Nature of a father to decetue his ſonne, 
No: p part of crabbed age to delude credulous pouthz 
Js the death bed, which ought to be p ende of dcuotion, 
become the beginning of deceipt? Ah Catlander,friend 3 


cannot terme ther, ſæing tha ſo vnkinde , and Father 1

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will not call the, whom J finde ſo bnnaturall, 

Who ſo ſhall heare of this vngratefulneſſe wil rather 
lament thy dealyng then thy death, and meruaile that a 
man affeded out wardly with ſuch great grauitic,ſhould 
inwardly be infected w ſo great guile.Shal J then ſhew 
the dutic of a childe, when thou halt fozgotten the Na- 
ture of a Father: No, no, foꝛ as the Toꝛch turned downs 
ward is extinguiſhed with the ſelke fame ware , which 
was the cauſe of his lyght: ſo Nature fourned to vis 
kindenefle,is quenched by thoſe meanes it ſhould be kin⸗ 
deled, lcauing no bꝛaunch of loue, where it found no rote 
of bumanitie. 

Thou haſt carped to thy graue moꝛe gray haires, tha 
yearcs:and yet mo2c pearces, then vertues.Couldeſt thou 
under the Image of ſo pꝛeciſe holyneſſe, Harbour ths 
expꝛeſſe patterne of barbarous cracitic? I ſ now tt at as 
the Canker ſoneſt entreth into the white Roſe , ſo coz⸗ 
ruption doth eallieſt cræpe into the white head. 

Would Callimachus could as well diſgeſt thy malpte 
with patiente, as thou diddeſt diſguiſe it with crafte: oz 
wold might either bury my care w thy carcaſſe,o2 that 
theu hadſt ended thygefame with thy death. But as the 
hearbe Moly hath a floure as white as ſnow, and a rote 
as black as inck, lo age hath a white head ſhewing picz 
tie, but a blacke heart ſwcllyng with miſchieſe, There» 
by J ſe that olde men are not tnlyke vnto olde Trees, 
whole barkes ſamcth to be ſounde, when their bodyes 
are rotten. 

J wil mourne, not that thou art now dead, but bicauſe 
thou ball liued ſo long, neither doe J werpe to ſa tha 
without breath, but to finde ther without mon y. In ſtede 
of coyne thou haſt left me counſayle ; O polytique olde 
man. Dtdſt thou learne by experience, that an edge can 
he any thing woꝛth, ik it haue nothing to cut, oz that Mis 
ners could, wozke without mettalls, oz wiſedome thziue 
without where-with. | 
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Nhat auapleth it to be a cunning Lapidarte,+ haue 
no ſtones? oz a ſkilfull Pilot, 4 haue no ſhip? oz a thꝛif⸗ 
tie man, and haue no money. Uiiſedome hath no Pint, 
Counſell is no copner. He that in theſe dapes ſeketh to 
get wealth by wit, with-out friends, is lpke vnto him, 
that thinketh to bupe meate in the Parket, foz honeſtie 
with- out money, which thꝛiueth on either ſide ſo well, 
that the one hath a wittie head, +4 an emptie purſſe, the 
other a godly minde,and an emptie belly, 

Pea,ſuch a woꝛlde it is, that Gods can doe nothing 
without golde, and who of moze might? noꝛ P2inces any 
thing without gifts , and who of moze Maieſtie? noz 
Philoſophers any thing with-out gylt, and who of moze 
wiſedome? Fo2 as among the Acgyptians, there was 
no man eſteemed happy,that had not a beaſt ful of ſpots, 
ſo amongſt vs, there is none attompted wile, that hath 
not his purſſe full of golde, And hadſt thou not loned 
money ſo wel, thou wouldeſt neuer haue liued ſo warily, 
and dyed ſo wickedly, who either burying thy treaſure, 
doeſt hope to mecte it in Hell, oꝛ boꝛowing it of the Di⸗ 
uell, haſt rendered him the whole, the intereſt where- 
off, J feare me commeth to no lefFthen the p2ice of thy 
ſoule. 

But whether art thou caryed Callimachus, rage can 
neither reduce thy fathers lyfe,no2 recouer his treaſure, 
Let it ſuffice thee, that he was vnkinde, and thou vnkoz⸗ 
tunate, that he is dead and heareth ther not, that thou art 
alpue and p2ofiteſt nothing, 

But what did iny father thinke, that fo much wealth 
would make me pꝛoud, and feared not to great miſerye 
wold make me deſpcrate? Mhileſt he was beginning a 
freſh to renew his complaints, reuile his parents, dis 
kinſfolke aſſembled, who cauſed him to bꝛidle his lauiſh 
tongue, although they meruailed at his pitcous tale: Fo 
it was wel knowen to them al, that Caſlander, had moꝛe 


money then halle the countrey , and loned Callimachus 
better 
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better then his owne ſelfe, 2 | | 
Callunachus by rhe impoztunitie of his allies,repzeb 


ſed his rage, ſetting oꝛder foz al things requiſite foz his 
fathers funeralls, who beeing b2zought with due reue⸗ 
rence vato the graue, he returned home, making a ſhozt 
Inuentoꝛie to his fathers long Mill. And hauing made 
ready mony of ſuch mouables as were in his houſe, put 
both them and his houſe into his purſe , reſoluing nowe 
with himſelfe in this extremitie, either with the hazarde 
ofhis labour to gaine wealth, oz by miſfo2tune to ſeke 
death, accompting it great ſhame to line with-out tra⸗ 
uaile,as grieke to be left without treafure,and although 
he were earneſtly entreatred, as well by god pꝛolers of 
gentle perſwaſians to weane himſelfe from fo deſolate, 
oꝛ rather deſperate life, he woulde not herken either to 
his owe commodities 02 their counſelles : Foz ſeeing 
(ſaide he) J am left heyze to all the wozlde, J meane 
to execute my authozitie , and claime my landes in all 
places of the wozlde.UWUho now ſo rich as Call umachus? 
Who had as manye reuenues cuerye where as in his 
owae countrey 2 Thus being in a readineſſe to departe, 
apparelled in all coulours , as one fitte fo2 all :ompas 
nies, and willing to ſ& all countries, iournped thꝛ oz 
foure dayes verp devoutly lyke a Pilgrime who ſtrap⸗ 
ing out of his path-way,and ſomwhat wearie, not vſed 
to ſuch day labours, reſted him-ſelfe vpon the ſide of a ſil⸗ 
* uer ſkreame even almoſt in the griſping of the eue⸗ 
ning, where thinking to ſteale a nappe, beganne to 
cloſe his eyes. As hee was thus betweene umbzing 
and waking, he heard one cough pitioufly, which cauſed 
him to ſtart , and ſeeing no creature, he ſearched dili⸗ 
gentlye in every buthe,and vnder eucry ſh2ubbe, at the 
lalt bx lyghted on a little caue, where th2uſting in his 
head, moꝛe bolde then wiſe, hee eſpyed an old man cladde 
all in gray, with a head as white as Alablaſter his hoas 
rie beard hanging downe well nere to his knes, with 
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him no earthly creature, ſauing onely a Bouſe lleping 
in a Cats care, 

Duer the fire this god olde man ſate, leaning his head 
to loke into a little earthen veſſcll which ſtode by him. 

Callimachus delighted moze then abaſhed at this 
ſtraunge ſight, thought to ſer the manner ol his bol, be⸗ 
foꝛo de would be his gueſt. 

This olde man immediatelpe toke out of his potte 
terteine rotes, on the which he fedde hungerly, hauing 
no other dꝛinke then fay2c water, But that which was 
molt of all to be confidered and noted, the Mouſe and 
the Catte fell to their victualles, being ſuch reliques as 
the olde man hadleft,yca and that fo louinglye, as one 
woulde haue thought them both married, tudging the 
Mouſe to be very wilde, o2 the Cat very tame. 

Callimachus coulde not refraine laughter to beholde 
the ſolempne feaſt, at the voyce where-of the olve man 
aroſc,and demaunded who was there: vnto whom Cal- 
limachus aunſwered : Father, one that wiſhcth ther 
both greater chere and better ſeruauntes: vnto whom 
he replped ſhoaring vp his eyes , by Zis ſonne, J ac⸗ 
compt the chere god, which maintaineth health, and the 
ſeruauntes honeſt, whome J finde faithful! And if thoy 
neyther thinke lcoꝛne of my company noꝛ my Cell, en⸗ 
ter and welcome, the which offer Cuilmachus acceptey 
with arcat thankes, who thought his lodging would bee 

ztter then his ſupper, 

The next moꝛning the olde man being verp inquſts 
tiue of Callimachus what he was, where he dwelt, and 

whether he would, Callimachus diſcourſed with him in 
pertitulers, as befoꝛe, touching his fathers death and 
deſpite, againſt whom he vitered ſo manye bytter and 
burning wo2des , as the olde Hermittes eares glocd to 
heare them, and my tongue would blyſter if J ſhould vts 
ter them. 

Pozeouer he added that he was determyned to ſceke 

Dung! 
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aduentures in ſtraunge landes, and either to itch the 
golden fleece by trauatle, o: ſuſtaine the fozce of Foztune 
by his owne wilfull folly, 

Naw bluhautus, thou ſhalt bnderTand that this olde 

Vermit,which was named alſo Catlander, was bzother 
to Callimachus Father, and Ancle to Callimachus, vat 
whome Caſlander had befo:e his death conueped the 
ſumme of tennc thouſand pounds to the vic of his ſoring 
in his molt cxrtremitie and necefiitice, knowing o2 at the 
lcalt fozeſæing that his young colt will neuer beare a 
white mouth without a harde b2idle, Alſo he allured hm 
lelk that his brother lo little tendꝛed money being a pꝛo⸗ 
kelled Hermit, and lo much tendzed and eſtemed Calli- 
mach us, dgeing his nere hinlman, as he put no doubt to 
ſtand to his vention, 
Call :ndcr this old Hermit hearing it to be Callimachus 
his nephew, vndertanving of the death or his bother, 
diſſcmbled his grieie,aithough 52 wer glad to ſo things 
happen out ſo well, and determined wich him lte to 
makc a Coſin of his young Nephew, vatil he han bonght 
witte with the pꝛice of wor, whereto2e he aſſayed ſirit to 
ſay him from tranatle, and ta take ſame other cout te, 
moꝛe fit fo! a Gentleman. And to tze intent layde he, 
that à map perſwade ther, giue rare to my tate. Ine ths 
is the tale lautus that I pound the, whiche the 
Hermitte ſitting now in rhe Sunne, beganne to viter to 
Callimachus. 


Wben J was young as thou nowe art , J neuer 
thought to beolde, as nowe Lam, whiche cau⸗ 

ſed luſtie blonde to attempt thoſe things in pouch, which 
aking voanes haue repented in age. J hadde one oncs 
ly Brother, which alſo voze my name, being bath bozn 
at 0.17 tyme as twinnes , but fa farre diſagreeing in 
nature, as had not as well the reſpeg of the iuſt time, 
as alla the certeintie and aſſuraunce of our Mothers 
C. u Welt 
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fidelitie , perſwaded the woꝛlde we hadde one Father + 
Jt woulde verye hardlye haue bene thought, that ſuch 
contrarie diſpoſitions coulde well haue bene bꝛedde in 
one wombe , 02 iſſued from ones loynes , Pet as out 
of one and the ſelfe ſame rote, commeth as well the 
wilde Olpue, as the werte, and as the Palme Perſian 
Figge tre, beareth as well Apples, as Figs: ſo our mos 
ther thꝛuſt into the woꝛld at one time, the bloſſom of - 
grauitie and lightneſſe. 

Ae were nurſed both Mone teate, where my bꝛo⸗ 
ther ſucked a deſire of 1. > and J of theft, which eui⸗ 
dently ſheweth , that as the b2cath of the Lyon engen⸗ 
dꝛeth as well the Serpent as the Ant, and as the ſelfe 
ſame deaw fo2ceth the earth to ye&ld both the Darnell 
and Wheate: 02 as the Caſterly winde maketh the bloſ- 
ſomes to blaſt, and the buddes to blowe , ſo one wombe 
nouriſheth contrary wits, and one milke diuers man⸗ 
ners, which argueth ſomthing in Nature J knowe not 
what, to be meruailous, J dare not ſay monſtrous, 

As we grewe olde in peares, ſo began we to be moꝛe 
oppoſite in opinions: he graue, J gameſome: he ſtu- 
dious, I careleſſe: hœ without mirth , and J vath-out 
modeſtie. 

And veryly, had we reſembled each other, as little 
in fanoar , as we did in fancie, oꝛ diſagreed as much in 
ſhape as we did in ſence, J know not what Ded. lus wold 
baue made, a Labo2inth foz ſuch Ponſters, oꝛ what Ap- 
pelles could haue touloured ſuch miſhapes, 

But as the Painter Tamantes could no way expꝛes 
the griefe of Agamemnon, who ſawe his onelp daughter 
ſacrificed , and there-foze dꝛewe him with a vale ouer 
his face , where-by one might better conceiue his ans 
guiſhe, then he coulour it: ſo ſome Tamantes ſœing vs, 
would be conſtrained with a Curtaine to ſhadowe that 
de foꝛmitie, which no tounterfait could pꝛotrape liuelpe. 
But nature recompenced the ſimilitude of mindes, 

with 
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with a Sympathy of bodies, foꝛ we were in all parts one 
ſo like the other,that it was hard to diſtinguiſh either in 
ſpeach, tountenaunce, oꝛ height one from the other,ſauing 
that either caryed the motion of his minde in his man⸗ 
ners, and that the affects of the heart were bewzayed by 
the eyes, which made vs knowen manifeſtly. Fo2 as two 
Rubies be they neuer ſo lyke, pet if they be bzonght to- 
gether one ſtaineth the other, ſo we being cloſe one to 
the other, it was eaſcly to imagine by 5 face, whoſe vertue 
deſerued molt fauour, fo2 J could neuer ſee my b2other, 
but his grauitie would make me bluſh, which cauſed me 
to reſemble the Thꝛuſh, who neuer ſingeth in the compa⸗ 
ny of the Nightingale, Fo2 whileſt my bꝛother was in 
pꝛeſence, I durlt not pꝛeſume to talke, leaſt his wiſedome 
might haue checked my wildeneſle : Much like to Roſci- 
us, who was alwayes dumbe when he dined with Cato. 
Dur Father being on his death bed, knew not whom to 

ozdeine his heire, being both of one age: to make both, 
woulde bzede as he thought, vnquiet : to appopnt but 
one, were as he knew intury : to deuide equally, wer to 
haue no heire: to impart mo2e to one then to the other, 
were parcialitie: to diſherite me of his wealth, whome 
Nature had diſherited of wiſedom, were againſt reaſon; 
to barre my bꝛother from gold whom God ſeemed to en- 
due with grace, were flat impietie: pet calling vs befoze 
him, he vttered with watrp eyes theſe wozds.

Tyis lyfe I continued the ſpace of. run, peares, vattll F 
had vil; ted + viewed encry countrey,and was a ſtraun⸗ 
ger in mine owne: but finding no treaſure to be w2ap- 
ped in trauell, J retourned with moꝛe vices. then J went 
foꝛth with pence, pet with fo god a grace, as I was able 
to ünne both by experience and authoꝛitie, vſe framing 
me to the one, and the countryes to the other.

Then my gad Call:machus,reco2de with thy ſelfe the | 


inconueniences that come by trauailyng, when on the 
Seas cuery ſtoꝛme hall thꝛeaten death, and enerycalme 
a daunger, when either thou ſhalt be compelled to boꝛd 
others as a Ppꝛate, oz feare to be bozded of others, as a 
Merchaunt: when at all times. thou muſt haue the back 
of an Aſſe to beare all, and the ſnout of a Swine, to ſay 
nothing, toy hand on thy cap to ſhew reuerence to every 
raſcall, thy purſſe open to be pꝛodigal to every Boe, thy 
ſwozd in thy ſheath, not once daring either to ſtrike oz 
ward, which maketh me thinke, that trauaylers, are not 
onely framed not to commit inturies, but alſo to take 
them. Learne Callimachus of the bird Acanthis, who bes 
ing bꝛedde in the thiſtells, wil liue in the thiſtels, and of 
the graſhopper, who being ſpꝛong of the graſſe, wil rather 
dye the depart from the graſſe. J am of this minde with 
Homer, that as the Snaile that crept out of hir ſhel, was 
turned ektſones into a Toad, and therby was fozced to 
make a ſtole to ſit on, dildaining hir owne houſe: ſo the 
Trauailer that ſfragleth from his owne conntrey, is in 
ſho2t time tranſfoꝛmed into ſo monſtrous a ſhape, that he 
is faine to alter his manſion with his manners, and to 
liac where he can, not wher he would. That did VIyſſes 
wiſh in the midſt of his trauailing, but onelp to ſ& the 
ſnoake of his owne Chimney 2 Did not all the Ro- 
munes, ſap, that he 5 wandꝛed did nothing els but heaps 
ſozowes to his friends, and ſhame to himſelfe, and reſem⸗ 
bled thoſe that ſking to light a linke. quenched a lamp, 
imitating the barbarous Gothes, who thought the rotes 
in Alexandria, ſwæter than the Raiſons in Barbary: In 
my opinion it is a homely kinde of dealyng to pꝛeferre 
the courteſte of thoſe he neuer knew, befo2c the honeſtie 
of thoſe among whom he was boꝛne: he that cannot line 
with a groate in his owne Countrey,ſhall neuer emop a 
pennp 
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penny in an other nation. Little doft thow know Call- 
machus, with what wed trauailers are warmed, who 
muſt lleepe with their eyes open, leaſt they be flaine in 
their beddes and wake with their eyes ſhut, leaſt they 
be ſuſpected by their lokes, and cate with their mouthes 
tloſe, leaſt, they be popſoned with their meates. Wihere 
if they war wealthie, thou ſhalt be enuied, not loucy; Ak 
pœꝛe, puniſhed, not pittied: If wiſe, accounted eſppails: 
It fœliſh, made dꝛudges. Cuerp Gentle-man will be thy 
pere though they be noble, and cuery pelant their Lozd, 
if they be gentle. Mer therefo2e that leaueth his owne 
houſe to ſeeke aduentures, is like the Quaile that fozias 
keth the Malowcs to cate Hemlocke, oz the Flyo that 

(hunneth the Role, to light in a cowlhard, | 
No Callimachus, there wil no malle ſticke fo; the ſtone 
of diſiphus, no: graſſe hang on the heles of Mercurie, no 
dutter cleaue on p bꝛead of a trauailer. Foz as the Egle 
at euerp flight loſcth a fether, which maketh hr wald in 
hir #&©: ſo the trauailer in cucry corintrey forth fome 
fleece, which maketh him a begger in his pouth; buping 
that with a pound, which he cannot ſeil again lot a pen⸗ 
ney,repentaunce , But why go Jabont to diftiwad thee 
from that, which my ſelke followed, o2 to periwave 
the to that which thou thy lelte flyeſt? My gray halres 
are like vnto a white froſt, top read blond net ynltke 
vnto a he“ fire: fo that it can-not be that either thon 
ſhouldeſt follow my tounſoll, o: J allow thy conditiqus:

At thou couet to trauaile ſtraunge countries, ſearch 
the Paps, there ſhalt thou ſ& much, with great pleaſure 
and (mall paines,if to be conuerſant in all courtes, reas 
biſtozies, where thou ſhalt vnderſtand both what the men 
haue bene, # what their manners are, and me thinketh 
there muſt be much delight, when there is no daunger.

bath ginen them almoſt anye hapꝛes on their heades: 
where · in pou haue gone ſo farre , that in my opinion 
pour labour had bene better ſpent in trauailing where 
you haue not lined, then in talking where you cannot bs 
beleeued You haue bene a Tranailer,and taſted nothing 
but ſowꝛe, therefoze whoſoeuer trauaileth, ſhall cate of 
the ſame ſauce : an Argument it is, that your foztune 
was ill,not that others ſhould be as bad,and a warning 
to make pou wiſe, not a warning to pꝛoue others vn⸗ 
fo2tunate. Shall a ſoldier that hath reteiued a ſkarre in 
the battaile, giue out that all warriours ſhall be mays 


med? Oz the Parchaunt that hath loſt by the Seas, be 
a cauſs 
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x cauſe that no other ſhould venture, 02 a frauailer that 

bath ſuſtained harme by ſiniſter foztune, oꝛ ben infected 
by his own folly,diſſwade all Gentleme to rell at their 
owne home, till they come to their long home? Why 
then let all men abſfaine from wine, bicauſe it made A- 
lexander tipſie, let no man loue a woeman foz that Tar- 
quine was baniſhed, let not a wiſe man play at all, foz 
that a fle hath loſt al, which in my minde would make 
ſuch medly,that we ſhoulde be enfozced to leaue thinges 
| that were belt, foz feare they may be bad, and that were 
as fond as not to cut ones meat with that knife that an 
| other hath cut his finger, Things are not to be iudged by 
| the euent, but by the ende, no2 trauailing to be condem⸗ 
| ned by vours oꝛ manies vnlucky ſucceſſe, but by the com- 
mon and moſt app2oued wildome of thoſe that tan bet⸗ 
ter ſhewe what it is then J, and will better ſpeake ol it 
then pon do, 

Where you alledge Vliſſes that he deſtred nothing 
ſo much, as to ſ the ſmoake of Ithaca, it was not be- 
cauſe he loved not to trauaile, but that he loged to ſ@ his 
wife after his trauaile: and greater commendation 
bꝛought his trauaile to him, then his wit: the one taught 
but to ſpeake, the other what he ſhould ſpeake . And in

he had of other countries, then foz the reuene wes he had

againe in Italy, oꝛ now in England. J cannot bzok theſe 
Seas, which pꝛouoke mp ſtomacke ſoꝛe. F haue an appe⸗ 
tite, it were beſt fo2 me to tale a nay,fo2 cucry woꝛd is 
bꝛought ſozth with a _ 

Euphues replied. I cannot fc i 1 hilautus Whether the 
Sea make tha ſicke. he y e that | a8 bozne ol the Oca: 
if the firſt thou halt a qt uelie e ſtomache: ik the lcatter, a 
wanton deſire. 4 well belive thou: remembꝛcſt nothing 
that map doe the god noꝛ foꝛgetteſt any thing, which 
can do the harme, making moꝛe of a ſoꝛe then a plaiſter, 
and wiſhing rather to be carfſed thin cured, where im 
thou agraft with thoſe , which hauing taken a ſurket, 
lxte the meanes rather to llepe then yurne , oz thoſe 

gat hauing the green ſicknes, and arc bꝛought to deaths 
doze, follow their owne humour, and refuſe the Wornti⸗ 
ons remedic. And ſuch Philanens is thy diſ-aſe, wis pi⸗ 
ning in thine one follics „ chuſeſt rater to per: To in 
louc, then to liue in wiſdome, tut whatſocugy b 
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tauſe, wth the effect may aunſwere my friendly care: 
then doubtles y ſhalt neither dye being ſca-ſicke,o2 doat 
being loae-ſicke, J would the Sea, could aſwel purge thy 
minde of fond conceits, as thy body of groſe humours, 
Thus ending, Plulautus againe began to vꝛge. 

Without doubt Euphues thou doſt me great wrong, 
in ſxeking a ſkar in a ſmoth ſkin, thinking to ſtop a vain 
where none is opened, ⁊ to caſt loue in my teth, whiche 
J haue alreadie ſpitte out of my mouth, which J muſt 
needs think p2occedety rather fo2 lache of matter, then 
any god meaning, els woldeſt thou neuer harp on that 
ſtring which is burſt in my hart, 2 pet euer ſounding in 
thy eares. Thou art like thoſe that pꝛocure one to take 
phiſik befo2e he be ſicke, x to apply a ſearcloth to yis bo⸗ 
Jp, when he feelcth no ache, oꝛ a vomit fo2 a ſurfet, when 
his ſfomacke is emptie If euer J fall to mine old Bpas, 
J muſt put the in the fault that talkes of it, ſwing thou 
didſt put mee in the mind to thinke of it, whereby thou 
ſzmeſt to blowe the cole which thou wouldeſt quench, 
ſetting a tene edge, where thou deſireſt to haue a ſharp 
poynt , ymping a fether to make mer flye , when thou 
oughtelt rather to cut my wing fo? frare of ſoaring . 

Lucilla is dead, and ſher vppon whome J gelle thou 
harpeſt is foꝛgotten: the one not to be redeemed, the o⸗ 
ther not to be thoughton: Then god Evphucs wzing 
not a hoꝛſe on the withers, with a falſe ſaddle neither 
imagine what J am by thy thoughts, but by mine own 
doings: ſo ſhalt thou haue me both willing to followe 
god counſell, and able hereafter to giue thee comfozt. 
And fo I reſt halfe depp with the Seas. 

With this aunſwere Eaphues held himſelle content, 
but as much wearied with talke as the other was with 
trauaile, me a pillow of his hande, and there let them 
both izepe their #1! and d2came with their fanſies, vntill 
either a ſtoꝛme cauſe them to wake, oz their hard bedds, 
02 their iournies end,

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Thus fo: the ſpace of an eight werks Euphues 4 Phis 
lautus ſapled on Þ ſeas,from their firſt Hipping, between 
whom diners ſpeaches were vttered, which to reſite wer 
nothing neceſſaric in this place, and waying the circum⸗ 
ſtances, ſcarſe expedient: what tempeſtes they endured, 
what ſtraunge ſights in the element, what monſtrous 
fiſhes were [ene , howe often they were in daunger of 
dꝛowning:in fare of bo2ding, {how wearte,howe ſicke, 
howe angry, it were fedious to wiite , fo2 that who- 
ſoeuer bath either read of trauaping, 02 himſelke vſed 
it, can ſufficiently geſſe what is to be ſaide. And this 
I leaue to the iudgement of thoſe that in the like iour⸗ 
ney haue ſpeat their time from Naples to Eagland, foꝛ 
if Jſhoulde faine moe = others haue trped, Jmight 
be thought to Pocticall: it elle, parciall. Therefoze J 
omit the wonders, the "oo kes, the markes, the noutffes, 
and whatſocucr they paſſeg o: ſawe, leaſt J ſhould trou⸗ 
» btediuers with things they knom, oꝛ may ſhame my (clf 
with things J know not. Lot this ſuffice, that they are 
kafely come within a kenne of Yoyuer, which the Maiſter 
eſpying with a chærekull vopce waking them, began to 
vtter theſe wo; 3 vnto them. 


(zEntlemen and friends, the longet Sommers dare 
th his euening. Vlvlles arrtueth at laſt, and rongh 
windes in time bꝛing the Shippe to ſafe 389543 , Ce are 
nows within foure hot:res — of our Hauen, and as 
you will thinke, of an carthipe Deauen. Vonder white 
Ciiffes which eaſcly pou may perceiue are Doner hills,

led. To make ſhoꝛt, the windes were ſo fauourable, the 
Mariners ſo ſkilfall,the way fo ſhozt, that J feare me 
they will lande befo2c J can diſcribe the manner howe, 
and therefoze ſuppoſe them now in Douer Towne , in 
d noble Ille of England, ſomwhat benighted, # moze apt 
to llcepe then ſuppe : vet foꝛ manners ſake they enters 
teyned their Paiſter and the reif of the Parchaunts 
and Parriners, wher hauing in due time both recozded 
their trauailes paſt, and ended their repaſt, eucry one 
went to his lodging, wher J will leaue them ſoundly flees 
ping, vntill the next day, 

The fert dap they ſpent in viewing the Caſtell of 
Dover, the Py2e,the Cliffes , the Road, and Towne, 
receiuing as much pleaſure by the ſight of auncient mos 
numents as by their curteous entertainment, no lelle 
pꝛaiſing the perſons foz their god minds, then the place

other places of peate, w admiratio, Folly it wer toſhew 
what they ſaw, ſæing hereafter in the deſcription of Eng- 
land, it ſhall molt manifeſtly appeare , But J will ket 
them kozwarde in their tourney , where now with-in 
this two houres, we ſhall finde them in Caunterbury, 
Trauailing thus like two Pilgrimes, they thought 
it molt neceſſarye to direct their ſteppes towarde Lon- 
don, which they heard was the molt ropall ſcate of the 
Queene of England, But firſt they came to Caunterbu- 
ry, an olde Citie , ſome-what decayed, pet beautifull to 
beholde, molt famous foꝛ a Cathedꝛall Church, the ves 
rye Paieſtie whereof ſtroke — into a maze, where 
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they ſaw many monuments, and hard tel of greater, then 
either they euer ſaw o2 eaſely would belæue. After they 
had gone long, ſæing themſelues almoſt henighted, deter⸗ 
mined to make the nert houſe their Inne, and eſpping 
in their way euen at hand a very pleaſant garden,d2ew 
nerre, where theo ſaw a comelp olde man, as buſie as a 
Be, among his Bes, whoſe countenaunce bew2ayed his 
conditions,this auncient Father, Euphues greeted in this 
manner. 


Fatber „ If the courteſie of England be aunſwerable to 
the cuſtome of Pilgrimes, then will the nature of the 
countrep;ercuſe the boldneſſe of ſtraungers : our requeſt 
is to hauc ſuch enterteinment, being almoſt tyzed with 
trauaple, not ag diuers haue ko; acquaintaunce, but as 
all men haue fo: their money, which courteſie if you 
graunt, we wil euer renne in your debt, although euc- 
ry way diſcharge our due: and rather we are unpoztus 
nate, foꝛ that we are no leſſe delyghted with p pleaſures 
of pour gardeine, then the light of pour grauitie.

JI may with abilytie , Your enterteinment ſhall be as 
ſmall foꝛ chere, as your acquaintaunce is fo2 time, yet in 
my houſe, you may happely finde ſome one thing cleanly, 
nothing courtly: fo2 that wiſedome pꝛouideth things ne- 
ceſſarp, not ſuper fluous, ⁊ age ſceketh rather a Bodicum 
foꝛ ſuſtenaunce, then feaſtes foꝛ ſurfets. But vntill ſome 
thing may be made ready, might 3 be fo bold as enquire

his birth,beeing well aſſured, that as no I herlites coulde 
be tranſfozmed into Viiſles, ſo no Alexander toulde bes 
touched in Damocles. Thinking therfoze now with moze 
care. and aduiſedneſſe fo temper his talke, leaſt either he 
might ſeeme fwliſh oꝛ curious, he auniwered him in theſe 
tꝛarmes. 


GD fir, you hane bound vs bnfo you, with a double 
chaine, the one in pardoning our pꝛeſumption, the 
other in graunting our peticion. Which great &4 vnde-s 
ſerued kindeneſſe, though we cannot requit with ß lpke, 
pet if occaſion ſhall ſcrue,you ſhall finde vs hereafter as 
willing to make amendes,as we are now ready togine 
thankes. Touching your demaundes, we are not ſo vn⸗ 
wiſe to miflike them, oꝛ ſo vngrateful to deny them leaſt 
in cocealing our names it might be thought foꝛ ſome treſ⸗ 
paſle, and couering our pzetonce, we might be ſuſpected of 
treaſon Know you then fir, p this Gentleman my fellow 
ts called PDhilautus, 3 Euphues: De, an Italian, J a Gre- 
cian : both ſwozne friends by iuſt trpal, both Pilgrimes. 
by free will, Concerning the cauſe of our comming into 
this Jlande it was onel to glue our eyes to gur cares, 
that we might inlific thoſe things by fight , which wee 
baueoftentunes with incredible aviniration tnderſtode 
by hearing: to wit,the rare qualities, as wel of the body 
as the minde, of pour mol? dꝛead Souercigne, 1 Queenc, 
the bꝛute of p which hath filled euery coꝛner of p world, 
inſomuch,as there is nothing that moueth either moꝛe

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matter 02 moꝛe meruayle, then hir ercellent Maieſtie, 


which Fame when we ſaw with-out compariſon , and 
almoſt aboue credit, we determined to ſpend ſome parte

rare repoꝛt of my moſt gratious Lady, haue bꝛought you

whom we meruailed at fo2 vertue: which god meaning 
of ours, miſconſtrued by you, hath bꝛed ſuch a diſtempe⸗ 
rature in our heads, that we are fearefull to pꝛaiſe hir.

When all the birdes were appoynted to 
merte to talke of the Cagle,there was great contention, 
at whoſe neſt they ſhould aſſemble, euerp one willing to 
haue it at his owne home, one pꝛeferring the nobilitie 
of his birth, an other the ſtatelpneſſe of his building: 
ſome woulde haue it foz one qualitie, ſome foz an other: 
at the laſt the Swallow ſaide they ſhoulde come to his 
neſt(being commonly of filth) which all the Birds dil⸗ 
daining, ſatde : why thy houſe is nothing els but durt, 
and therefoze aunſwered the Swallow, woulde J haue 
falke there of the Cagle : fo2 being the baſeſt, the name 
of an Eagle will make it the bꝛaueſt. And fo god father 
may I (ay of thy cottage, which thou ſemeſt to account 
of fo homely , that mouing but ſpeach of thy ſoucraiane, 
it will be moze like a court then a cabbin , and of a pzi- 
fon the name of F1:zal-cth will make it a pallace,

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Partridge dzeadeth not the Cagle,but the Pawk:a true 
and faithfull heart ſtandeth moꝛe in awe of his ſuperts 
oz whome he loucth fo2 feare, then of his P2zince whom 
be fcareth fo loue , A clere conſcience needeth no ex⸗ 
cuſe,no2 feareth any accuſation, Laſtly, you conclude, 
that neither art no2 heart can (o ſet fozth pour noble 
Nueene , as ſhe deſerueth. J graunt it, and reiopce at 
it, and that is the caule of our comming to ſ& hir, 
whome none can ſufficiently commend: and yet doeth it 
not followe, that bicaufe we can- not giue hir as much 
as ſhe is wo2thy of, therefoze we ſhoulde not owe hir 
any. But in this we will imitate the olde paynters in 
Greece, who dzawing in their Tables the Poztratare 
of Iuppiter, were every houre mending it, but durſt ne⸗

beads be to buſie with the court, and young men which 
ſhould follow their bokes,be to inquiſitine in p affaires 
of pzinces.Ue ſhold not loke at p we cannot reach, noꝛ 
long fo2 that we ſhold not haue, things abone vs, are not 
foz vs, & therfoze are Pzinces placed vnder the gods, that 
they ſhould not ſ& what they doe, and we vnder pꝛintes 
that we might not enquire what they doe. But as the 
foliſh Eagle, that ſeeing the Sunne, coueteth to buylde 
hir neſt in the Sunne, ſo fond youth, which viewing the 
glozy and goꝛgiouſneſſe of the court, longeth to knowe 
the ſecretes in the court. But as the Eagle, burneth out 
hir eyes with that pꝛoude luſt: ſo doth youth bzeake his 
hart with p peeuiſh conceif. And as Satirus not knowing 
what fire was, would nedes imbzace it, and was bur⸗ 
ned, ſo theſe fond Satiri,not vnderſtanding what a pztnce 
is, runne boldly to meddle in thoſe matters which they 
know not, and ſo feele woꝛthely the heat they would not. 

And therfoze god Euphues and Philautus content your 
ſelues with this, that to bee curious in thinges vou 
ſhoulde not enquire off, if yon knowe them, they 
appertaine not vnto vou, if you knewe them not, they 
cannot hinder pou. And let Appelles aunſwere to Alex- 
ander bg an excuſe foz me . When Alexander woulde 
needes come to _— ſhop and paynt, Appelles pla- 


not thou a . Painter, and = 
ou

thou not ouerloke my picture,and tel me wherin J haue 
done well, t wher-in ill, whom he aunſwered wiſcly,yet 
merely: Jn faith O king, it is not foz Appelles to en- 
quire what Alexander hath, done, neither if her ſhew it 
me, to iudge how it is done, and therefo2e did J (et your 
aieſtie at my backe, that J might not glaunce towards 
a kings work, t that you loking ouer my head, might ſee 
mine, ſoꝛ Appelles ſhadowes are to be ſæne of Alexader, 
but not Alexanders of Appelles. So ought we Euphves 
to frame our ſelues, in al our adions & deuices, as though 
the King ſtode oner vs to behold vs, f not to loke what 
the King doth behinde vs. Fo2 whatſoeuer he painteth, 
it is foꝛ his pleaſure,4 we mult thinke foꝛ our pꝛofit, foz 
Appelles had his reward though he ſaw not the wozke, 

J haue heard of a Magnifico in Millane,(4 J thinke 
P hilautus you being an Italian doe remember it,) who 
hearing his ſonne mquiſitiue of the Emperours life, and 
demeanour,rep2chended him ſharply,ſaping : that it be⸗ 
ſemed not one of his houſe, to enquire how an Empe- 
rour lyuecd, vnleſſe he himſelfe were an Emperour: foz 
that the behauiour and vſage of ſo honourable perſona 
ges are not to be called in queſtion of euery one yp doub- 
teth, but of ſuch as are their equalls, 

Alexander being commaunded of Philip his Father 
to w2altle in the games of Olympia,aunſwered he wold 
if there were a King to ſtriue with him, wherby J haue 
noted ( p others ſceme to infozce)that as Kings paſtimes, 
are no plapes fo2 euery one: ſo their ſecrets, their coun⸗ 
ſaples, their dealyngs, are not to be either ſcanned 02 en⸗ 
quired off any wap, vnleſſe of thoſe that are in the lyke 
place, oz ſerue the lyke perſon, 

A Jcan-not fell whether it be a Canterbury tale, 02 a 
Fable in Aeſope, (but pꝛetie it is, and true in my minde) 
That the Fore and the Molke, going both a filching 
fo2 fode, thought it beſt to ſe whether the Lyon were a 
pe oꝛ awake, leaſt being to bolde they ſhoulde ſpede 

to 
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to bad. The Fore entring into the Kings denne (a Bing 
J call the Lyon, )bzought woꝛd to the Tlolfe, that he 
was a fleepe, and went himſelfe to his owne kenel, the 
Wolfe deſirous to ſearch inthe Lyons denne, that Ho 
might eſpy ſome fault,o2 ſteale ſome pꝛape, entered bolds 
ly, whom the Lyon caught in his pawes, and aſked what 
be would? p filly Wolfe, (an vnapt terme foz a Wolfe, 
pet fit being in a Lyons hands)aunſwered, that vnder- 
ſtanding by the Fore, he was a fleepe , he thought hee 
might be at lybertie, to ſuruey his lodging: vnto whom 
the pꝛincely Lyon with great diſdayne though lyttle des 
ſpite (fo2 Þ ther can be no enuy in a king)ſaid thus:Doſt 
thou thenke that a Lyon thy Pꝛinte and gouernour, can 
llæpe though he winke, oꝛ dareſt thou enquire whether 
he winke oꝛ wake: The Fore had moꝛe craft then thou, 

and thou moze courage (courage J wil not ſay, but bold- 
neſſe: and boldneſſe is to god, 4 may ſay deſperateneſſe) 

but you ſhall both well know, and to our griekes fœle, 
that neither the wilpneſſe of the Foxe. noꝛ the wildnelle 
of the WMolfe, ought either to ſee 02 to aſke , whether the 
Lyon either flerpe oz wakc,be at home 02 a- bꝛoade dead 

92 alpue. Foꝛ this is ſufficient fo2 pou to know, that ther 
is a Lyon, not where he is. oꝛ what he doth, In like mã⸗ 
ner Euphues, is the gouernment of a Monarchie (though 
homely be the compariſon, pet apt it is) that it is neither 
the wiſe Fore noꝛ the malitious Ulolfe, ſhould venture 
fo farre as to learne whether the Lyon fleepe oꝛ wake in 
his denne, whether the Pꝛinte kaſte oz feaſt in his court: 

but this ſhould be their oꝛder, to under ſtande there is a 
Ning, but what he doth,ts foꝛ the Gods to examine, whoſe 
oꝛdinaunce he is. not foz men, whole onerſer he is. Then 

how vapne is it Euphues (to milde a woꝛd fo2 ſo madde 

a minde) that the fote ſhould nealect his office to cozrect 
the face, oꝛ that ſubicas ſhonld ſ&ke mo2e to know what 
their Pꝛinces doe, then what they are: where-in they 
ſhe we themſelues as badde as beaſtes, and much woꝛſe 
then. 
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then my Bees, who in my conceipt though J may ſme 
partiall, obſerue moze o2der then they, (and if J might 
ſay ſo of my god Bees) moꝛe honeſtie: honeftie my olde 
Graundfather called v, when men liued by Law, not liſt: 
obſeruing in all things the meane, which we name ver⸗ 
tue, and Uertue we accompt nothing els, but to deale 
iuſtlpy and temperatelp. 

And if J might craue pardon, J would a little acquaint 
you with the common wealth of my Bees , which is nei⸗ 
ther impertinent to the matter we haue now in hande, 
no2 tedious to make pou weary, 

Euphues delighted with the diſcourſes of olde Fidus, 
was content to heare anp thing, ſo he might heare him 
ſpeake ſome thing, and conſenting willinglye, he deſired 
Fidus to goe foꝛ ward: who now remouing himſclfe næ⸗ 
rer to the Byucs,began as followeth, 


Centlemen, J haue foꝛ the ſpace of this twentie peres 
dwelt in this place, taking no delyght in any thing 
but onely in kæping my Bes,+ marking them, + this I 
finde, which had J not ſeene, J ſhould hardly haue beleued, 
that they ble as great wit by indution, and Art by wo2k-s 
man{hip, as euer man hath oꝛ can, vſing betwxne them 
ſelues no leſſe Juſtice, then wiſedome, z vet not ſo much 
wildome as Maieſtie: inſomuch as thou wouldeſt think 
that they were a kinde of people, a common wealth foz 
Plato, where they all labour, all gather Yonny,flye alto⸗ 
gether in a ſwarme , eate in alwarme, and lleepe in a 
ſwarme:ſo neate and finelp, that they abhoꝛre nothing ſo 
much as vncleanneſſe, drinking pure and cleere water, 
delyghting in ſwete and ſounde Muſicke, which if they 
heare but once out of tune, they fiye out of ſight : + ther- 
foze are they called the Muſes birds, bicauſe they followe 
not the ſound ſo much as the conſent, They lyue vnder 
a Law, vüng great reuerence to thepz Elder, as to the 


wiſer. 
They 
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They chuſe a Ring, whoſe Pallaice they frame, both bꝛa⸗ 
uer in ſhew, and ſtronger in ſubſkaunce : whome if they 
finde to fall, they eſtabliſh againe in his thꝛone: with no 
lee dutie then deuotion, garding him continnallp, as it 
were foꝛ feare he ſhould miſcarrp, and fo2 loue he ſhould 
not: whom they tender with ſuch faith and fauour, that 
whether ſoeuer he flyeth they follow him, and if he can- 
not flye, thep carp him: whoſe life they ſo loue, that they 
will not fo2 his ſafetie ſticke to dye, ſuch care haue they 
fo2 his health, on whom they build all their hope. If their 
132:tnce dye, they know not how to lpue, they languiſh, 
weepe, ſigh, neither intending their woꝛke, no2 keeping 
their olde ſocietie. And that which is moſt meruaplous, 
and almoſt incredible: if there be any that hath diſobe ped 
his tommaundements, either of purpoſe 02 vnwittinglp, 
he killeth himſelfe with his owne ſting, as crecutioner 
of his owne ſtubboꝛenneſſe. 

The King himſelfe hath his ſting, which he vſeth ra⸗ 
ther foꝛ houour then puniſhment: And pet Euphues, af- 
beit they lyue vnder a P2ince, they haue their P2ztuts 
ledge, and as great lpberties, as ſtreight lawes. 

They cal a Parliament, wherin they conſult foz lawes, 
ſtatutes, penalties, chuſing Officers, and creating their 
Ring, not by affecdtion but reaſon not by the greater part, 
but the better. And if ſuch a one by chaunce be cho⸗ 
ſen (foꝛ among men ſometimes the wozlt ſpade beſt) as 
is bad, then is there ſuch ciuill warre and diſſention, that 
vntill he be pluckt downe, there can be no kriendſhippe: 
and ouecthzowne there is no enmitie, not fighting fo2 
quarrells, but quietneſſe. 

Euerp one bath his Office, ſome trimming the Von- 
ny, ſome wo2king the ware, one framing hiues, an other 
the combes, and that ſo artificially, that Dedalus could 
not with greater Art oꝛ ercellentie. better diſpoſe the oz⸗ 
ders, neaſures, pꝛopoꝛztions, diſtinctions, ioynts and cir - 
cles. Diuers he w, others polyſh, all are carcfull to doe 
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their woꝛk ſo ſtrongly, as they may reſiſt the craft of ſuch 
dzones , as ſœke to liue by their labours, which maketh 
the to kæpe watch t ward, as liuing in a camp to others, 
tas in a court to themſelues. Such a care of chaſtitie, 
they neuer ingender, ſuch a deſtre of cleannelle, that there 
is not ſo much as meate in all their hiues. Whe they go 
foꝛth to woꝛk, they mark the wind, the clouds, 1 whatſo- 
euer doth thꝛeaten either their ruine, oꝛ raigne,+ hauing 
gathered out, of eucry flower honnp, they return loden in 
their mouthes, thighes, wings, and all the body, who they 
that tarried at home receiue redily, as caſing their backs 
of ſo great burthens. 

The king himlelk not idle, goeth vp and down entrea⸗ 
ting thꝛeat ning, commaunding, bling the counſel of a ſe⸗ 
quell,bat not loſing the dignitie of a Pꝛince, pzeferring 
thoſe that labour fo greater authoꝛitie, ⁊ puniſhing theſe 
that lopter with duc ſeueritie. All which thinges being 
much admirable, yet this is moſt, that they are ſo pꝛoſita⸗ 
ble, bꝛinging vnto man both honny + war, each ſo whol- 
ſome, that we all deſire it, both ſo neceſſarap, ß we cannot 
miſſe them. Here Euphues is a common wealth, which or⸗ 
tentimes calling to my minde, cannot chuſe but cem⸗ 
mend aboue any 1} either J haue heard 02 read off TUher 
the king is not fo2 euery one to talke off, where there is 
ſuch homage, ſuch loue, ſuch labour, that Jhaue withed 
oftentimes rather be a Be, then not be as J ould be. 

In this little garden with theſe hiues, in this houſe 
haue J ſpent the better part of my life, pea and the beſt: 
J was neuer buſie in matters of ſtate, but referring all 
my cares vnto the wiſedome of graue Counſelloꝛs, x my 
confidence in the noble minde of my dꝛead Souereigne + 
Auene, neuer aſking what ſhe did, but alwayes pꝛaping 
ſhe may do wel, not enquiring whether ſhe might voe 
what ſhe would,but thinking ſhe would do nothing but 
what ſhe migbt. 

Thus contented with a meane eſtate, and neuer curt- 
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dus of the high eſlate, J found ſuch quiet, that mie thinks 
eth, hx which knoweth keaſt, liueth longeſt: inſomuch 
that J chaſe rather to be an Hermit ina caue, then a 
Counſclour in the Court, 

Euphues perteiuing olde Fidus, to ſpeak what he thou⸗ 
ght, anſwered him in theſe ſhoꝛt wwoꝛds . Pee is very 
obſtinate, whome neither reaſon noz erperience can pcr- 
ſwade : and truely ſeeing you haue alledged both, J mult 
needs allow both, And if my fozmer requeſt haue bꝛed a⸗ 
ny offence,lct my latter repentance make amends, And 
vet this J knowe, that Jenquired nothing that might 
bꝛing you into daunger, oꝛ me into trouble:foꝛ as young 
as J am, this JI haue learned, that one may point at a ſtar 
but not pul at it, and ſe a Pzince but not ſerch him: # 
foꝛ mine owne part, I neuer meane to put my hand be⸗ 
twen the bark and the tre, oz in matters which are not 
fo me, to be ouer curious. 

The common wealth of pour Bers, did ſo delight me, 
that J was not a little ſoꝛy that either their eſtate haue 
not bene longer, oz your leaſure moꝛe, foꝛ in my ſimple 
iudgement, there was ſuch an oꝛderly gouernment, that 
men may not be aſhamed to imitate them, noz you weas 
rie to keepe them. 

They hauing ſpent much time in theſe diſcourſes, were 
called into ſupper, Philautus mo2e willing to cate, then 
heare their tales, was not the laſt that went in: where 
being all ſet downe, they were ſerued al in earthen diſh⸗ 
es, all thinges ſo ncat and clcanely, that they perteiued 
a kinde of courtly Maieſtie in the minde of their Þoſte , 
though hee wanted matter to ſhew it in his houſe, 

Philautus J know not whether of Nature melancho⸗ 
ly,o2 feeling loue in his Boſome, ſpake ſcarce ten woꝛds 
ſince his comming into the houſe of Fidus. 

Mhich the olde man wel noting, began merrely thus 
to parle with him. 
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Meraaile Gentleman that all this time you haue 
ban tongue-tied either thinking not your ſelfe wel⸗ 
come, 02 diſdaining ſo homely enterteinment: in the one 
you do me wꝛong, foz J thinke J haue not ſhewed my 
ſcif ſtraunge, foꝛ the other you muſt pardon me, foz that 
J haue not to da as J would, but as J may:And though 
England be no graunge, but yeldeth euerp thing, vet is 
it here as in euerp place, all foz money, 

And if you will but accept a willing minde in ft&d of 
a coltly repaſt, I ſhal think my ſelfe beholding vnto you, 
and if time ſerue,o2 my Bes p2oſper, J will make you 
parte of amends, with a better bꝛeakfaſt. 

Philautus thus replped: J knowe god Father, my 
welcome greater then any wapes J can requite, and my 
cherer moꝛe bountifull then euer J ſhall deſerue 4 though 
Iſzme ſilent foz matters that troubte me, yet J would 
not haue you thinke mee ſo faliſh , that J ould either 
diſdaine your company, oꝛ miſlike pour chere, of bothe 
the which J think lo wel, that if time might anfwere my 
true meaning, J would exced in coſt, though in curteſie J 
know not how to compare with you,fo2(with out flats 
teric be it ſpgken) if the common curteſie of England be 
no woꝛſe the this towards ſtrangers, Jmult nds t!1nk 
them happy that trauaile into theſe Coaſts,and the Ja⸗ 
habitants the moſt curteous of all Countries. 

Here beganne Euphues to take the tale out of Plihu- 
tus mouth, and to playe with bim in his melancholicke 
mode, beginning thus. 


O Father 3 durſt ſweare foz my Freend, that both 

her thinketh himſelf welcome, and his fare god, but 
you mult pardon a young Courtier, who in the abſencc 
of his Lady thinketh himſclf fozloꝛne: And this vile Dog 
Loue will ſo rancle where hee biteth, that J feare my 
Friends ſoze, wil bꝛæd to a F: 9 you may perteiue 
Ul, that 
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that he is not where he liues, but wher he loues j moze 
thoughts hath he in his head,the you Bees in pour hiues: 
and better it were foꝛ him to be naked among your Mal- 
pes, though his badie were all bliſtered, then to haue his 
hart ſtong ſo with affection, wherby he is ſo blinded. But 
beleene mit. Fidus, he taketh as great delight to courſe a 
togitation of loue, as you do to vſe your time W Bonny. 
In this plight hath he bene euer ſince his comming out 
of Naples, t ſo hath it w2ought with him ( which J hadde 
thought impoſſible) that pure lone did make him ſeaſick, 
inſomuch as in all my trauaile with him, I ſeemed to e⸗ 
nery one to beare with me the picture of a pzoper man, 
but no liuing perſon, the moe pitie, and pet no fozce, 

Philautus taking Euphues tale by the end and the old 
man by the arme betweane griefe and game, ieſt eg ear⸗ 
neſt, aunſwered him thus, 


EV P H V ES would dye if he ſhould not talke of loue 
once in a dap, and therefoꝛe you muſt giue him leane 
after enery meale to cloaſe his ſtomack W loue, as with 
Marmalade, and J haue heard, not thoſe that ſay nothing, 
but they that kicke oftneſt againſt loue, are euer in loue: 
pet doth he vſe me as the meane to moue the matter, 4 
as the man to make his Myꝛrour, he himſelfe knowing 
belt the pꝛice of Coꝛne, not by the market folkes,but his 
owne fateſteps. But if he vſe this ſpeach either to make 
vou merry, oꝛ to put me out of conceipt,he doth wel, you 
mult thanke him fo2 the one, and J wil think on him foz 
the other. J haue oftentimes (wo2ne that J am as karre 
from loue as he, vet wil he not beleue me, as incredulous 
as thoſe, who thinke none balde till they ſe his bꝛapnes. 
As Euphues was making anſwere, Fidus pꝛeuented him 
in this manner. 


There is no harme done Philautus, fo: whether you 
loue, oꝛ Euphues tet, this ſhall bꝛæde no iarre. At 
1. | 5 | may 
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may be when J was as young as pou, J was as idle as 
you, (though in my opinion, ther is none leſſe idle then a 
louer.) Foz to tel the truth J my ſelf was once a courtier, 
in the dayes of that moſt noble king of famous memoꝛp 
Henry the eight, Father to our moſt gratious Lady El- 
zabeth. 

Where, and with that, he pauſed as though the re⸗ 
memb2aunce of his olde lyfe, had ſtopped his new ſpcach: 
but P hilautus itching to heare what he would ſay,dcfired 


him to goe fozward, vnto whome F1dus fetching a great 


ſigh, ſapd, J will. And there againe made a fall popnt. 
Philautus burning as it were, in deſire of this diſcourſe, 
vꝛged him again with great entreatie:then the olde man 
commaunded the boꝛd to be vncouered, grace being ſayd, 
called fo: ſtoles, f ſitting by the fire, vttered the whole 
diſcourſe of his lone, which bzought Plulautus a bed, and 
Euphues a flepe, 

And now Gentlemen, if pou wil giue care fo the tale 
of Fidus it may be, ſome will be as watchful as Philau- 
tus, though many as dꝛouſie as Euphues, And thus he bes 
gan with a heanie countenaunce(as though his paines 
were pꝛeſent, not palt) to frame his tale, 


Yand wo2lſhipfall,whole tender cares, (if the fondueſſe 

Parents map be ſo termed) pꝛouided all things euen 
from my very cradle, vntill their graues, that might ct- 
ther bꝛing me vpp in god letters, o2 make me heire to 
great lyuings. J. (without arrogancie be it ſpoken,) was 
not infertour in wit to many, which finding in my ſelf, J 
flattered my lelfo, but in the ende deceiued my lelfe: F02 
being of the age ot. xx. peares, ther was no trade oꝛ kinde 
ok life that either fitted my humour, oꝛ ſerued my tourne, 
but the Court : thinking that place the only meanes to 
climbe ah and ſit ſure. Where-in J followed the vaync 


J Was bozne in the wilde of Kent, ok honeſt parents 
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warre till they fele the weight, J was there enterteined 
as wel by the great friends my father made, as by mine 
own fo2wardnes, wher it beeing now but Bonny mone 
J endeuoured to Courte it with a grace, (almoſt paſt 
grace) laying moꝛe on my backe, then my ſriends could 
wel beare, hauing many times a bzaue cloke and a thzed 
bare purſe. Wiho ſo conuerſant with the Ladyes as Jz 
who ſo plcaſaunt?who moze pꝛodigall? Jnſomuch as 1 
thought the time loſt which was not ſpent either in their 
company with delyght, o2 foz their company in letters. 
Among al the troup of gallant Gentlemen, J ſingled out 
one lin whome J millyked nothing but his grauitie) that 
aboue all J ment to truſt:who aſwel foꝛ the god quali- 
ties he ſaw in me, as the little gouernment he feared in 
me, began one night to vtter theſe few words. 

Friend F:dus(if Foztune allow a terme ſo familiar) 
J would J might lyue to ſe ther as wiſe, as J perceing 
thee wittie, then ſhould thy lyfe be ſo ſcaſoned as neither 
to much witte might make the pꝛoud, noꝛ to great riot 
poꝛe. Pp acquaintance is not great with thy perſon, but 
ſuch inſight haue J into thy conditions, that J feare no⸗ 
thing ſo much, as that, there thou catch thy fall, where 
thou thinkeſt to take thy ryſing. There belongeth moze 
to a Courtier then bzaucry, which the wiſe laugh at, oz 
perſonage, which the chalt marke not, oz wit, which the 
molt part ſe not. 

It is ſober and diſcreet behaniour,ciuil and gentle deme⸗ 
nour,that in court winneth both credit and commoditie, 
which counlel thy vnripened peres, thinke to pꝛocerd ra⸗ 
ther of the malyce of Age, then the god meaning. 

To ride well is laudable, and Z like it, to run at the 
tilt not amiſſe, and J deſire it, to reuel much to be pꝛa p⸗ 
fed, and J haue vled it, which things as J knowe them 
all to be courtly, ſo foz ny part J accompt them necella⸗ 
rie,fo2 where greateſt aſſemblies are of noble gentlemen, 
there ſhould be the greatelt exerciſe of true Nobilitie, 
Ard 
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And J am not pꝛeciſe, but that J eſieme it is as crpedt- 
ent in feates of armes and actiuitte, to employ the body, 
as in ſtudie to walt the minde : pet ſo ſhould the one bee 
tempered with the other , as it might ſeeme as great a 
ſhame to be valiant andcourtly without learning, as to 
be ſtudious and bokiſh with-out valure. 

But there is an other thing Fidus, which J am to warn 
thee off,and if I might to w2eMt the from:not that J en- 
uye thy cltate,but that J would not haue ther fo2get it. 
Thou vſeſt to much (a lyttle J thinke to be to much ) to 
dally with women, which is the nert wape to doate on 
the. Fo2 as they that angle fo2 the Zoztois, hauing once 
caught him, are dꝛiuen into ſuch a lytherneſſe, that they 
loſe all their ſpirites, being benummed, ſo they that ſake 
to obtaine the god will of Ladyes, hauing once a lpttle 
holde of their loue, they are dꝛiuen into ſuch a traunce, 
that they let goe the holde of their libertie bewitched like 
thoſc that vie w the head of Meduſa, oꝛ the Uiper tped to 
the bongh of the Beech tree, which ka peth him in a dead 
Aleepe, though it beginne with a [werte lumber, 

J my ſelk haue taſted new wine, and finde it to be mo2e 
pleaſant then whoreſome, and Grapes gathered befo2e 
they be rype, may let the eyes on luſt, but they make the 
teeth an edge, and loue deſired in the budde, not knowing 
what the blolſome were, map delyght the conceiptcs of 
the head, but it will deſtrope the contemplature of the 
heart. 
What I ſpeake now is of mere god will, and pet vppon 
{mall pꝛeſumption, but in things which come on the ſo⸗ 
deine, one cannot be to wary to pꝛeuent, oꝛ to curious fo 
miſtrult : fo: thou art in a place, either to make ther has 
ted fo2 vice, oꝛ loued fo2 vertue, and as thou reuerenteſt 
the one befoꝛe the other, ſo in vpꝛightneſſe of lyfe ſhew it. 
Thou halt god kriendes, which by thy lewde delights, 
thou maiſt maze great enimies and heaup foes, which 
by thy well doing than maylte cauſe to be carneſt ar⸗ 
beftozs 
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bettoꝛs of the,in matters that now they cannalle againft 
the.And ſo J leave thæ, mcaning hereafter to beare the 
rayn of thy bꝛidle in mine hands, if J ſee the head ſtrong: 
And ſo he departed. J gaue him great thats, x glad J was 
we wer parted:fo2 his putting loue into my minde, was 
like the thzowing of Bugloſle into Nine, which increa⸗ 
ſeth in him that dꝛinketh it a deſire of luſt, though it mit⸗ 
tigate the fozce of dꝛonkennelle. 

J now fetching a windleſſe that J might better haue a 
ſote, was pꝛeuented with ready game, which ſaued me 
ſome labour, but gained me no qupet. And J would gens 
tlemen that you could feele the like impzeſſions in pour 
mindes at the rehearſall of my miſhappe, as J did paſſi- 
ons at the entring into it. If euer von loued, you haue 
found the lyke, if euer you ſhal loue, you ſhal taſt no leſſe. 
But he ſo eager ot an ende, as one leaping ouer a ſtile bes 
foꝛe he tome to it, deſired few Parenthcſes oꝛ digreſſions, 
oꝛ gloſes, but the text, wher he himſelf, was coating in the 
margent. Then ſayd Fidus thus it fell out, 

It was my chaunce (J know not whether chaunte oz 
deſtenie) that being inuited to a banket wher many La⸗ 
dyes were, and to many by one ,* as the ende tryed, 
though then to many by all, ſauing b one, as J thought, 
taſt mine efes ſo earneſtly vppon hir , that my heart 
vowed hir the miſtres of my louc, and ſo fully was z re⸗ 
ſolued to pꝛoſecute my determination, as { was earneſt 
to begin it. 

Now Gentlemen, J commit my caſe to your conſide- 
rations, being wiſer then J was then, and ſome-what 
as J gelle elder: J was but in court a nouice,hauing no 
friend but him beſoꝛe rehearſed , whome in ſuch a mat- 
ter, J was lykelyer to finde a b2idel,fhan a ſpurre. 3 ne⸗ 
yer befoze that time coulde imagine what Louc ſhould 
meane, but vſed the terme as a flout to others, which 3 
found now as a feuer in my ſelfe, neither knowing from 
whence the occaſton ſhoulde aryſe , noꝛ where J might 
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kene the remeo». This diſtreſſe J thaught youth would 
haue wo2ne out, oꝛ reaſon oz time, oꝛ abſence, oz if not 
enery one of them, pet all. But as fire getting holde in 
the bottome ol a træ, neuer leaueth till it come to the. | 
toppe,o2 as ſtrong poyſon Antidotum being but chafen 
in the hand, pearceth at the laſt the heart, ſo loue whiche ! 
3 kept but lowe, thinking at my unll to lcaue, entred. 
at the laſt ſo farre that it helde me conquered. And then 
diſputing with my lelfe, J played this an the bit. 

| Fidus , it ſtandeth thee vppon either to winne fhy- 
louc,o2 to weane thy affections, which chopce is ſo hard, 
that thou canſt not tell whether the vigozie will. be the 
greater in ſubduing thy ſelfe, oꝛ conquering hir.

why ſhould the tone the. 

Thus Gentlemen J fed my ſelfe with mine owne de⸗ 
uices, thinking by peece meale to cut off p which J could 
not diminiſh, foꝛ the moꝛe J ſtrined with reaſcn to cons 
quer mine appetite, the moꝛe againſt reaſon, à was ſubs 
dued of mine affections. 

At the laſt calling to my remembꝛante, an old rule of 
lone, which a courtier then tolde me, of whom when 3 
demaunded hat was the firſt thing to winne my Las 
dy, he aunſwered, Oppoꝛtunitie, aſking what was the 
ſecond, he ſaid Oppoꝛtunitic: deũrous to knowe what 
2 the thirde , he replyed Oppoꝛtunitie. Which 
anſweres J marking as one that thought to take mine 
ayme of fo cunning an Archer, coniectured that to the 
beginning continuing an ending of loue, nothing coulde 
be moze conuenient then Oppoꝛtunitie, to the getting of 
the which J applyed my whole ſtudy, and woze my wits 
to the ſtumps, aſſuring my ſelfe, that as there is a time, 
when the Hare will lycke the Youndes eare, and the 
fierce Tigreſle, play with the gentle Lambe: ſo there 
was a certaine ſeaſon when women were to be won, in. 
the which moment they haue neither will to deny, noz 
wit to miſtruſt. : | 

Such a time I haue read a'ydang Gentleman found 
to obtaine the lduse / or the Durhelſſe ol Millayne: ſuch a 
time J haue heard that a pe peo - get the 
fayzeſf Lady in Mantua. 

Unto the which time, J truf ' ſolde 
the ſkinne befoze the Beall w vith⸗ 
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ont min⸗ doaſt. and ſetting downe that in my bokes as 
readye mone p, which afterwards A found to he a delpe⸗ 
rate debt. 


T-chaunced that this my Lady (whom although 4 
might name fo2 the loue J boze hir, pet J will not 
foz the reuerence 3 owe hir but in this ſtozp call hir It- 
fida) foꝛ to recreate hir minde , as alſo to ſolace hir bo- 
dy, went into the country, wher ſhe determined to make 
hir abode fo2 the ſpace of thze moneths, hauing gotten 
leaue of theſe that might beſt giue it. And in this tour - 
ney J founde god foꝛtune ſo fauourable , that hir abp⸗ 
ding was within two miles of my fathers manſid houſe, 
my parents being of great familiaritie with the Oentle⸗ 
man, wbere my ltfida lap. tho now ſo foꝛtunate as Fi- 
dus: who fo fralicke: She being in the countrep , it 
was no being fo2 me in the courte 2 Where euerp pas 
ſtime was a plague, to the munde that lyucd in melan⸗ 
choly. Foz as the Turtle hauing leſt hir mate wandzeth 
alone, toying in nothing but in ſolitarineſſc,fo pw2e Fi- 
dus in the abſence of ffida, walked in his chamber 
as one not deſolate ſoz lacke of companpe, but deſpa⸗ 
rate. 

To make ſhoꝛte of the circumltaunces, whiche holde 
you to long from that you woulde hcare , and I faine 
vtter: J came home to my father, where at mine en⸗ 
traunce, ſupper being ſet on the table , J eſpped Iffida, 
Iffida Gentlemen, whome J founde befoze J ſought, 
and loſt befoꝛe J wonne. Pet leaſt the alteration of 
my face, might argue ſome ſuſpition of. my follyes „ J, 
as courtly as J coulde, though God knowes but courſe⸗ 
pat that time behaued my ſelfe, as though nothing pay» 
ned me,when tn truth nothing pleaſcd me, Jn the middle 
of ſupper Iffida as wel i had in crout 
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'33 alfo the courtefic ſhe bſed in — to au. taking * 
Glaſſe in hir hand filled with wine, dꝛanke to me in this 
wiſe. Oentlemã J am not learned yet haue J heard, bat 
the Aine beareth the grapes, the ficſt altereth. the ſecond 
troubleth, the third dulleth. Of what grape thie A pne is 
made, J canndt tell, and therfo:2 Jmult crauc pardon, if 
either this dꝛaught chaunge voa vnleſe it be to 5ᷣ better, 
02 grieue you, extept it de foꝛ greater garne, oꝛ dull pou, 
vnleſſe it be pour defire, which long pꝛeamdie J vſe to ns 

other purpoſe, then to warne vou from wine hereafter, 

"Laing ſo well counſelled befoꝛc. And with tyat ſhe dzin⸗ 
king, deltuered me p glaſle. J now taking hart at graſle, 
"to ſee hir ſo gameſoꝛne as merely as 3 could, pledged hir 

inthis manner. 


A ts pittie Lady you want a pulpit, hauing pꝛeathet 
ſo well ouer the pot, wherin you bothſhew the lear⸗ 
— which vou pꝛoſcſſe you haue not, and a kind of louc 
which would vou had: ð one apeareth by your long ſerms. 
the other by þ deſire you haue to keep me ſober, but J wil 
refer mine anſwere till after ſupper, à in the meane ſea- 
Jon, be ſo tfperate,ns you ſhai not think my wit to ſmel 
of the wine, althongh in my opinion, ſuch grapes ſet ra⸗ 
ther an edge vpon witte, then abate the point. 3f J may 
ſpeake in pour caſt, quoth Iffida, (the glaſſe being at my 
noſe) J think, wine is ſuch a whetſtone foz wit, that if it 
be often ſet in that manner, it wil quickly grinde all the 
HFele out, and ſcarte lcaue a backe wher it found an edge. 
With many like fpeaches we totinacd our ſupper, which 
J will not repeat, [caſte you ſhonld thinke vs Cpicurcs 
to (it ſo long at dur meate:btif al being ended, we aroſc, 
where as the manner is, thankes + curſie made to each 
other, we went to the fire, wher J boldned now without 
bluſhing, toke hir by the hand, + thus began to kindle þ 
Yame which J ſhoulde rather haue quenched, ſerking to 


blow a cole, when J —_ baue blowne out the candle, 
Gentles 
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(Sue lwomany either thou thoughtes my Wits verye 
Hozt,that a ſip of wine could alter mc, o cls pours 
very ſhar pe, to cut me off ſo roundly, when as J (with- 
gut offence be it ſpoken\hauc heard, that as daxpe dꝛinc⸗ 
keth the Goſe as the Gander, 

Gentleman (quoth ſh&} in argning of wittes, you 
miſtake mine, and call yotr owne into queſtion , Fo: 
what J ſayde p2occdcd rather of a deſire to haue you 
in health, then of malyce, to wiſh you harme , Foz you 
well know that wine to a young bloud, is in the Spzing 
time, Flarc to fire, and at ali times, either vnwholſome, 
02 ſupcrfiuous, and fo daungerous, that moꝛe periſhe 
by a ſurict then the ſwozd, 

J haue hcardc wilc Clcarkee ſape, that Galen bæ⸗ 
ing aſked what dyct he vſed that he lyued lo long, aun⸗ 
{wered : Jhaue dzonke no wine, J haue touched no wo⸗ 
man, J haue kept my ſelſe warme. 

Now ſir if you will lycence me to p2oc&de , this J 
thought, that it one of pour fercs ſhould take a dꝛam of 
Nlagis, wyervy conſequently pou ſhould fal into an ounce 
of louc,and then vpon ſo great heat take a little coide, it 
were inough to caſt pou away, o2 turne you out of the 
way, And although J be no Phiftion, yet haue J bane 
Uſcd to attend ſicke perſons, where J founde nothing to 
hurt them ſo much as wine, which alwaves dꝛewe with 
it, as the Adamant doth the yzon , deure of women: 
how hurtfull both haue bene , though you be to young 
to haue trycd it, yet you are olde inough to beleene 17, 
Wine ſhould be taken as the Dogs of Aegypt dꝛinhe 
water, by lnatches, and ſo quench their thirſt , and not 
binder their running, oz as the Daughters of Lylander 
vicd it, who with a d2oppe of wine toke a ſponcfull of 
watcr,o2 as the Thiratnes in Rome, who diincke but 
their eye full, contenting themleluez as much with ths 
light, as with the tals, 

Thus to excuſe my ſelfe of vnkindenelle, you haue 
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made me almoſt impudent, and J you, (J feare me) im- 
patient, in ſæming to pꝛeſcribe a dyet where is na daun⸗ 
ger, in giuing a pꝛeparatiue, when the body is purgen, 
But ſæing all this talke came of dzinking, lette it ende 
with deinking. 

I ſeeing my ſelke thus ridden, thought either ſhe should 
fi: faſt, oꝛ cls would caſt hir. And thus J replyed, 

Lady,yau thinke ta wade depe where the F@2de is 
but ſhallowv,and to enter into the ſecretes of my minde, 
wen it lpeth open already, wherein you vſe no leſſe Art 
to bꝛing me in doubt of your god wil,the craft to put me 
out of doubt, hauing baited your boke both with poyſon 
and pleaſure, in that, vſing the meancs of Phiſicke wher 
off pou ſo talke)mingling ſwert ſirops with bitter dꝛegs. 
Pou ſtande in feare that wine ſhould inflame my liuer, 
and connert me to a louer: truely Jam framed of that 
mettall, that J can moꝛtiſie any affections, whether it be 
in dzinke 02 deſire,ſo that J haue no nerde of pour Plai⸗ 
ſters, though } mult ne&des giue thankes foz pour 
paincs, 

And now Philautus, fo2 J ſie Euphues begin to nod, 
thou ſhalt vnderſtande, that in the midoett of my replye, 
my father with the reſt of the company interrupted me, 
ſaying,they would fal all to ſome paſtime, which bicauſs 
it groweth late b hilautus, wee will dcferre till the moz⸗ 
4 foz age mult kcope a ſtreight dpotte,o cls a ſicklye 

pre. 

Philautus tickeled in euery beyne with delpght, was 
loath to leaue ſo, although not willyng the god olde man 
ſhould bꝛeake his accuſtomed houre, vato whome ſlerpe 
was the chiefeſt ſuſtenaunce. And ſo waking Euphues, 
who had taken a nappe, they all went to their lodging, 
where J thinke Philautus was muſing vppon the euent 
of Fidus his loue: But there J will leaue them in their 
deddes, till the next mozning, 

Gentles 
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Gentiemen and Oentle women, in the diſconrſe of this 
3jone, it may ſeeme J haue taken a newe courſe : buf 
ſuch was the time then, that it was as ſtraunge to lone, 
as it is now common, and then leſſe vſed in the Court, 
then it is now in the Countiep : But hauing reſpect to 
the time paſt, J traſt you will not condempne my pꝛe⸗ 
ſent time, who am infoꝛced to ſing after thepꝛ Plapne- 
long that was then vſcy , and will follow here-aftcr, 
the Crochctics that are in theſe daycs cunningly hans 
deled. 

Fo2 the mindes of Louers, alter with the mad modes 
of the Muſitions: and ſo much are they with- in fewe 
peares cha unged, that we accompt their olde wing and 
ſinging to haue ſo lyttle cunning, that we eſterme it bar⸗ 
barous, and wer they liuing to heare our new quopings, 
they would iudge it, to haue ſo much curioſitic, that they 
would tearme it folith, 

In the time of Komulus, all heades were rounded of 
his faſhion,in the time of Cæſar, curled of his manner. 
When Cy: us lyued,enerye one pꝛapſed the hoked noſe, 
and when he dyed, they allowed the ſtraight noſe. And (a 
it fareth with louc, in times paſt, they vſed to woe in 
playne tearmes, now in picked ſentences,and he ſperdeth 
beſt that ſpeaketh wiſeſt : euery one following the new⸗ 
eſt way, which is not euer the neereſt waye : ſome going 
duer the ſtile, when the gate is open, an other keping 
the right beaten path, when he map croſſe oucr better by 
the feldes. 

Euerp one followeth his owne fancie, which maketh 
diners leape ſhoꝛte, fo: want of god riſing, and manye 
ſhote ouer, fo2 lacke of true apme. 

And to that paſſe it is come that they make an Arte 
of that, which was wont to be thought naturall: And 
thus it ſtandeth that it is not pet determined, whether 
in lone Vliſle; moze pꝛeuapled with his witte, 02 Paris 
with his perſonage, oz Achilles with his m— 
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Foꝛ enery of them hate Venus by the hand, and they 
Are all aſſured and certeine to winne hir heart. 


But J hadalm<*® fo2gotten the olde man, who vſeth 


not to ſlæpe compaſſe, whom I fre with Fuphues # Plu— 
lautus now already in the gardein ready to pꝛoteœd with 
bis tale: which if it ſoeme tedious, we will bꝛeake off 


againe when they goe to dinner. 


F callpng theſe Gentlemen vp, bꝛought them into 
his garden, wher under a \wet Arbour of Eglantine, 
the birdes retcoꝛding their werte notes, he alſo ſtrapned 
his olde pipe, and thus began, 


Gentlemen peſternight, J lett off abꝛuptip, and thore- 
foꝛe J mult begin in the lyke manner. 

My Father placed. vs all in god oꝛder, requeſting ci- 
ther by queſtions to-whet our wits, oꝛ by ſtoꝛpes to try 
our memoꝛpes, x. Iſfida p̊ might beſt ther be bolde,being 
the beſt in the company, x at al aſſayes to god foi me, be⸗ 


gan againe to pꝛeach in this manner. Chou art a Cours. 


tier Fidus, and therefoꝛe beit able fo reſolue any queſtid: 


foꝛ J know thy wit god to vnderſtande, and readpe to 


aunſ were: to the therefoꝛe J addꝛeſſe my-talke, 


There was ſome- time in Sienna, i lagnifico, whom 
God bleſſed with theo daug enters, but by thz# wiucs, 
and of thꝛee ſundꝛy qualyties: the eldeſt was very faire, 
but a very fole : the ſeconde meruaplous wittie, vut pet 
meruailous wanton:the third as vertuons as any lining, 
but moꝛe defoꝛmed then any that euer lyned, 

The noble Gentleman their father, diſpured fo2 the 
beſtowing of them with-himleife, thus. 

J thanke the Gods, that haue giuen me thꝛer daugh⸗ 
ters, who in their boſomes carry their dowꝛies, inſomuch 
as I thall not nede to diſburſc one Pyte fo2 all they: 


mariages. Maidens be they neuer ſo folpſh, yet beeing 
fare 
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faire they are commonly foꝛtunate:foꝛ that men in theſe 
dayes haue moze reſpect to the outward ſhew, then the in 
ward ſublkaunce, wherein they imitate god Lapidaries, 
who chuſe the ſtones that delyght the eye,meaſuring the 
value, not by the hidden vertue,but by the outwarde gli⸗ 
ſtering: oz wife Painters,who lape their beſt coulburs, 
vpon their woꝛſt counterfeit; 

And in this me thinketh Nature hath dealte indiffe- 
rently,that a fole whom euerp one abhoꝛreth, ſhold haue 
beautie;which cucry one deüreth: that the ercellency of 
the one, might excuſe the vanitie of the other: foꝛ as wee 
in nothing nroze differ from the Gods,then when we are 
folcs : ſoin nothing do we come neece thetn'fo much, as 
when we are amiable. This cauſed Helen to be ſnatch⸗ 
ed vp foꝛ a Starre, and Ainadne to be placed in the Þea- 
uens not that they were wile, but faire, fitter lo adde a 
Paieſtie to the Skie, then beare a Maieſtie in Earth. lu- 
no fo2 all hir iealouſte, beholding lo, wiſhed to be no 
Ooddeſſe, ſo ſhe might be ſo gallaunt. Loue commeth 
in at the eye, not at the care, by ſeing Natures wozkes, 
not by hearing womens woꝛds. And lach effects + plea⸗ 
ſure doth ſight being vnto vs, that diuers haue liued by 
loking on faire and beautiful picures, deſiring no meat, 
noꝛ hearkning to any Puftcke, What made the Sods fo 
often to frewant from Veanen 4 mych heere on carth, but 
beautte: What made men to tmagine,) the Firmament 
was god, but y beautie: which is ſaid to bewitch the wiſe, 
and enchant them that made it. Pigmahon foz beautie, 
loved an Image of Juoꝛp, Appelles the tounterfeite of 
Campaſpe, and none we haue heard off ſa ſenceleſle, that 
the name of beautie, cannot either bꝛeake 02 bende. 

It is this only that Pꝛinces deſire in their houſes, Gar⸗ 
deins, Oꝛchards, and Beddes, following Alexander, 
who moꝛe eſtemed the face of Venus not pet finiſhed, 
then the Table of the nyne Puſes perfected , And J am 
of that minde that there can be nothing giuen vnto moꝛ⸗ 
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tall men by the immoztall Gods, either moze noble 83 
moze neceſſarie then beautie. Foz as when the counter - 
fait of Ganimedes, was ſhowen at a market, cuery ons 
woulde faine buye it, bicauſe Zeuxis had therein ſhewed 
his greateſt cunning: ſo when a beautifull woman ap- 
peareth in a multitude, enery man is d2awne to lue to 
hir , foz that the Gods(the onely Painters of beautic) 
bane in hir erp2efled, the art of their Deitie. But J wil 
here reſt my ſelfe, knowing that if J ſhoulde runne ſo 
karre as beautie woulde carry me J ſhould ſoner want 
bꝛeth to tell hir pꝛaiſes, then matter to pꝛoue them, thus 
J am perſwaded, that my faire dangbter ſhal be wel ma⸗ 
ryed, foz there is none, that will oz can demaunde a 
greater ioynter then beautie. 
Py lecond childe is wittie, but yet wanton , whiche 
in my minde,rather addeth a delight to the man, then a 
diſgrace to the mayde , and ſo lynked are thoſe two qua⸗ 
Iyties together,that to be wanton without wit, is Apich⸗ 
nes:and to be thought wittie without wantonnes, pꝛe⸗ 
ciſeneſſe, When Lais being very pleaſaunt, had tolde a 
merry ieſt: it is pittie ſaide Ariſtippus, that Lais hauing 
ſo god a witte,ſhould be a wanton. Vea quoth Lais, but 
if were moze pittie, that Lais ſhoulde be a wanton and 
haue no god witte. Oſyris King of the Acgyptians, be- 
ing much delighted with pleaſaunt conceiptes, would of- 
ten affirme , that he had rather haue a virgine , that 
could gine a quicke aunſwere that might cut him,then a 
milde ſpeach that might cla we him. 
hen it was obiected to a gentlewoman, that ſhe was 
neither faire noꝛ foztunate, & vet quoth ſhe wiſe and wel 
fanoured , thinking it the chiekeſt gifte that Nature 
coulde beſtowe to haue a Nutbzowne hue , and an 
excellent heade , Jt is witte that allareth, when enery 
woꝛde (hall haue his weight, when nothing ſhall pꝛo⸗ 
cede , but it ſhall either ſauour of a ſharpe conceipte, oʒ 
a ſecreat concluſion , And this is the greateſt thing to 
con / 
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conceiue readely,and aunlwere aptlpe, to vnderſtande

whatſoener is ſpoken, and to replye as though they vn⸗ 


derſtode nothing. A Gentleman that once loued a 
Ladie molt entirely, walking with hir in a Parke, with 
a deepe ſigh beganne to ſay, O that women could be con⸗ 
ſtant, ſhe replycd , O that they coulde not, Pulling 
bir hat ouer hir heade, why quoth the Gentleman doth 
the Sunne offende pour eyes , pea , aunſwered ſhe the 
ſonne of pour mother, which quicke and readie replpes, 
being well marked of him, he was enfozced to ſue foz 
that which he was determined to ſhake off, A noble man 
in Sienna, diſpoſed to teſt with a Gentlewomã of meane 
birth, yet excellent qualities, betwerne game and earneſt 
gan thus to ſalute hir. J knowe not how J ſhoulde com⸗ 
mend pour beautie, bicauſe it is ſomwhat to bzown,noz 
your ſtature being ſomewhat to low, ⁊ of your wit J can 
not iudge, no quoth ſhe J beleene you, fo2 none can iudge 
ol wit, but they that haue it, why then quoth he, doeſt 
thou thinke me a fle, thought is free my Loꝛde guoth 
the, J will not take you at your wo2d. Ye percciuing all 
outward faults to be recompenſed with inward fanour, 
choſe this virgin foꝛ his wife. And in my ſimple opinion, 
hee did a thing both wozthy his ſtocke and hir vertue, 
It is witte that floziſheth , when beautie fadeth: 
that wareth poung when age app2ocheth, and reſem⸗ 
bleth the Juie leafe, who although it be deade, continu⸗ 
eth areene . And bicauſe of all creatures, the womans 
wit is moſte excellent, therefoꝛe haue the Poets fapned 
the Puſes to be women, the Nimphes the Goddeſſes, 
enſamples of whoſe rare wiſdomes , and ſharpe capaci⸗ 
ties, wold nothing but make me commit Jdolatry w my 
daughter. J neuer hard but of thꝛee things which argued 
a fine wit, inuẽtion, cõceiuing aunſwering. Which haue 
all bene found ſo common in women, that were it not 4 

ſhoulde flatter them, J ſhoulde thinke them ſinguler, 
Then this ſufficeth me , that my ſeconde daughter 
Il all 
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thall not lead Apes in Hell, though ſhe haue not a pen⸗ 
| ny fo2 the P2ieſt,bicauſe ſhe is wittie, whiche bindeth 
weak things. and lwoſeth ſtrong things, and wozketh all 
thinges, in thoſe that haue either wit themſelucs,02 lone 
wit in others. 

My youngelt though no pearle to hang at ones care, 
pot ſo pꝛetious ſhe is to a well diſpoſed mind, that grace 
ſeemeth almoſt to diſdaine Mature. She is defo2med in 
body, lowe of ſpcach,crabbed in countenauncec , and al⸗ 
moſt in all parts croked: bat in behauiour fo honeft , in 
pꝛaper ſo deuout, fo pꝛeciſe in all hir dealings, that J 
neuer heard hir ſpeake anp thing that either concerned 
not god inſtruction, oz Godly my2th, 

Uho neuer delyghteth in coſtlye apparell, but ener 
deſy2eth homely atty2e, accompting no bꝛauerpe greater 
then vertue: who beholding hir vgly ſhaps in a Glaſſe, 
ſmyling ſaide : This face were faire, if it were tours 
ned: noting that the inward motions woulde make the 
outwarde fauour but counterfait , Fo2 as the pꝛecious 
ſtone Sandaſtra , hath nothing in outwarde appearaunce 
but that which ſeemeth blacke , but being bzoken pou⸗ 
reth fozth beames lyke the Sunne: ſo vertue ſheweth 
but bare to the outward epe, but being pearced with in- 
warde deſire, ſhineth like Chꝛiſtall. And this dare J a⸗ 
| nouch,that as the Trogloditæ which digged in the filthy 
ground fo2 rats, and found the ineſtimable ſtone Topa- 

ſon, which enritched them euer after: ſo he that ſceketh 

after my voungeſt daughter, which is dcfo2med , ſhall 
finde the great treaſure ofpietie , to comfo2t him during 
his life . Beantifull women are but like the Ermine, 

+ Whoſeſkinne is deſired, whoſe carcaſſe is diſpiſed, 5 vers

Then ought J fo fake leaſt care fo2 hir, whome eue⸗ 
ry one that is honeſt will care fo2 : ſo that J will quyet 
my ſelfe with this perſwaſion that cuery one (hal haue a 
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waer ſhoztly.1Beautfie cannot lpue without a huſband, 
wit will not, vertue ſhall not, 


Now Gentleman, J haue pꝛopounded my reaſons, 
foꝛ cuery one J muſt now aſke you the queſtion. Jt 
it were your chaunce to trauaile to Sienna, and to ſ& as 
mueh there as J haue tolde yon here, whether woulde 
you chuſe foz your wife the faire fole,the wittie wanton, 
oz the croked Saint.

vertue may well fat my minde , but it will neuer feds 
mine eye, and in mariage, as market folkes tell me, the 
huſband ſhould haue two epes, the wife but one, but in 
ſuch a match it is as god to haue no eye, as no appetite, 
But to aunſwere of three inconuenientes, which J 
would chuſe, (although each thꝛeaten a miſchicfe)J muſt 
nedes take the wiſe wanton, who if by dir wantonnelle, 
the will neuer want where ſhe lykes, yet by bir wit ſhe 
will euer conceale whom ſhe loues, to weare a hozng 
and not know it, will do me no moze harme,then to cats 
a Flye,and not ſee it.

Entleman, vou make me bluſh, as much foꝛ anger as 

ſhame, that ſeeking to pꝛaiſe me and pꝛofer pour ſclfe, 
pou both bꝛing my god name into queſtion, and pour ill 
meaning into dildaine: ſo that thinking to pꝛeſent mee 
with your heart, pou haue thꝛuſt into my handes the ſer⸗ 
pent Amphisbena, which hauing at each ende, a ſtinge, 
hurteth both wayes, You tearme me faire, and there-in 
pou flatter, wiſe, and therein you meane wittie: courte⸗

Yaue vou thought me Fidus, ſo lyght, that none but 3 
could fit your loſeneſſe? o2 am J the wittie wanton, 
which you harped vpon peſternigbt, that would alwapes 
giue you the ſting in the head: you are much decciued in 
me Fidus, and J as much in you 2 fo2 you ſhall neuer 
finde me fo2 pour appetite, and J had thought neuer to 
haue taſted you ſo vnpleaſaunt to mine. Jf J be amiable, 
J will doe thoſe things that are fit foꝛ ſo god a face: if 
defoꝛmed, thoſe things which ſhall make me faire. And

Pou talke of pour birth, when J knowe there is no 
difference of blods in a baſen and as little doe J cltenis 
thoſe that boaſt of their aunceltours,and haue them⸗ 
ſelues no vertue,as J do ot thoſe that crake of their loue 
and haue no modeſtic. J knowe Nature hath pꝛouided, 
and J thinke our lawcs allow it , that one map loue 
when they ſc their time, not that they mult loue when 
others appoint it. 

Where as you bꝛing ina rabble of rcaſons,as it 
were to binde mee agaynſt my will, J aunſwere that in 
all-reſpectes J thinke you lo farre to excell me, that 3 
tannot finde in my heart to match with you, Foꝛ one of 
ſo great god will as you are, to encounter with one of 
ſuch pꝛide as J am, were neither commendable no2 cons

As ſoꝛ mp beauty and wit. J had rather make them 
better then they are, being now but meane by vertue, 
then wozle then they are, which would then be nothing

Now where as you bing in (J knoſve not by what 
p:ofe,fo2 J thinke you were neuer ſo much of womens 
counſells that there women beſt like, where they be leaſt 
beloued, then ought they moze to pittye vs, not to op» 
pꝛeſſe vs,fweting we haue neither free will to chaſe, no2 
foztune to cnioy , Then Fidus ſinte pour epes are fo 
ſharpe, that you cannot oncly loke through a Milltone, 
but cleane th2ough the minde,and ſo cunning that you 
can leuel at the diſpotiftions of women whom pou neuer 
knew, me thinketh you ſhould vſe the meanc,if pou de- 
ſire to haue the ende, whiche is to hate thoſe whome you 
would faine haue to love you,fo2 this haue vou ſet foꝛ a 
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rule (pet out of ſquare) that woemen then lone moſte, 
when they be loathed moſf , And to the ende J might 
ſtwpe to pour lure, J pzay begin to hate me that J map 
loue you.

In the meane ſeaſon do not diſcourage pour ſelf, Ap- 
pelles was no god Painter the firſt day: Fo2 in euerye 
occupation one muſt firſt endeauour to beginne: He that 
will ſell lawne mult learne to folde it, and he that will 
make loue, muſt learne firſt to court it. 

As lhe was in this vaine very pleaſaunt, ſo J thinke 
ſhe woulde haue bene very long, had not the Gent!ewoes 


men called hir to walke being fo faire a dae: then ta⸗ 
| king 
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king hir leaue very curteouſly ſhe left me alone, yet tur⸗ 
ning againe ſhe ſayd ; will you not man vs F:dus , bees 
ing ſo pꝛoper a man? Pes quoth J, and with-sut aſking 
to, had you ben a pꝛoper woman. Then ſmiling ſhe ſaid: 
you ſhould finde me a pꝛoper woman, had pou ben a pꝛo⸗ 
per wo2k-man. And lo ſhe departed, 

Now P hilautus and Euphues, what a traunce was 
J left in, who bewailing my loue, was aunſwered with 
hate: 02 if not with hate, with ſuch a kinde of heate, as 
almoſt burnt the very bowells with- in me. That greas 
ter diſcourteſie could there poTiblye reſt in the minde of 
a Gentlewoman, then with ſo many nippes, ſuch bitter 
girdes, ſuch diſdainefull gliekes, to aunſwere him that 
honoured hir: hat crueltie moze vnſit fo2 ſo comelpe a 
lady, then to ſpur him that gallopged oz to let him bloud 
in the hart, whoſe veyne che ſhoula haue ſtaunched in the 
lpuer? But it farcd with me, as with the hearbe Baſill, 
the which the moꝛe it is cruched, the ner it ſpꝛingeth, 
oꝛ the Kew, v hich the oftner it is cut, the better it grows 
eth o2 the Poppy, which the mo2e it is troden with the 
fete, the moe it flouriſheth. Fo2 in theſe extremities, 
beaten as it were to the ground with diſdaine, my lone 
reacheth to the top of the houſe with hope, not vnlyke 
vnto a Tre, which though it be often felled to the harde 
rote,. vet it buddeth againe, and getteth a toppe.

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warden of that occupation. Then Fidus: Mell, God 
graunt Plnlautus better ſucceſſe then J had, which was 
to badde. Foz my Father being returned from hun⸗ 
ting and the Gentle women from walking, the table was 
couered and we al ſet de wne to dinner, none moze plea- 
ſaunt then lihda, which would not conclude hir my2th, 
and J not melancholy, bicauſe J woulde couer my (ads 
nelle, leaſt either ſhe might thinke me to doate, oꝛ my 
Father ſuſpex me to deſice hir. And thus we both in tas 
ble talke beganne to reſt. She requeſting me to bee hir 
Caruer, and {not atten>ing well to that ſhe craued, 
gaue hir ſalt, which when ſhe recctued, the gan thus ta 
reply, 


[ N ſoth Gatle-man J ſeldome cate ſalfe, fo fearc of 

anger, and if you giue it me in token that J want 
witte, then will you make me cholaricke, beſoꝛe I cate 
it: foꝛ women be they neuer ſo koliſh, woulde cuer bee 
thought wiſe, 

2 ſtayed not long fo: mine anſwere, but as wel quics 
kened by hir fo2mer talke, and deürous to cry quittance 
foz hir pꝛeſent tongue, ſaid thus, 

It to eate ſtoꝛe of ſalte, caule one fo fret, and to haue 
no lalte figniſte lacke of witte, thei do you cauſe mer to 
meruaile, that eating no ſalt you are ſo capticus , and 
louing no (alt, pou are ſo wiſe, when in deede ſo much 
wit is ſufficient foꝛ a woman, as when ſhe is in b raine, 
can warne hir to come out of it. 

Pou miſtake your ayme quoth Iffida, foꝛ ſuch a ſhows 
er may fall, as did once into Danaes lappe, and then that 
woman wer a fole that weld come out of it: but it may 
be pour mouth is out of taſte, therſoꝛe you were belt ſea⸗ 
fon it with ſalte.

ther can there ariſe any ſtozme, in loue, which by witte 
is not turned to a calme.

countenaunte in this match, 

Now Lady Iffida, vou are to determine this Spaniſh 
bargaine oꝛ if you pleaſe, we wil make it an Engliſh con- 
trouerũe: ſuppoſing you to be the Ladye and thꝛe ſuch 
Gentlemen to come vnto you a woing , In faith who

J am of this minde, there is no Ladye but in hir choice 
will be ſo reſolute, that either ſhe will lyue a Virgin till 
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che haue ſuch a one, as ſhall haue all theſe thze p2oper- 
ties, oꝛ els die fo, anger, it ſhe match with one that wan⸗

L yon nowe thinke by pollicie to ſtart, where you 
bounde me to aunſwere by neceſſitte , not ſuffering 
me to iopne thꝛæ flowers in one Noſegay, but to chule 
one, oꝛ els to leaue all. The lyke muſt J craue at pour 
hands, that if of foꝛce you muſt conſent to any one, whe⸗ 
| Aber would you haue the pꝛoper man the wile, o the rich. 
She as not without an anſwere,quickly requited me. 


Lthough there be no ſoꝛce which map compell me fo 
Atake anp, neither a pzofer, whereby J might chuſe al: 
Pet to aunſwere you flatly, J woulde haue the wealthi⸗ 
eſt,fo2 beautie without ritches goeth a begging, and wit 
without wealth cheapneth all thinges in the Faire, but 
bupeth nothing. 

Truelp Lady quoth J.cither pon ſpeake not as yon 
thinke, oꝛ you be far onerſhot , fo2 me thinketh, that hes 
that hath beautie, ſhal haue money, of ladpes fo2 almes, 
and he that is witite will gctte it by cra te: bat the rich 
bauing pnougy, and neither loued fo2 ſhape no2 ſence, 
mult either kœpe his golde fo2 tholc he knowes not, and 
ſpende it on them that cares not. Well aumwered t- 
fida, ſo many men, ſo many mindes, now you haue my o⸗ 
pinio, pou mult not think to wzing me from it, foꝛ F had 
rather be as all woemen are, obſtinate in mine owne 
conceipt, then apt to be w2onght to others conftructions, 

My father liked hir chopce , whether it were to flat- 
ter hir,o2 foꝛ feare to offend hir, oz that he loved money 
hinſelfe better then either wit oz beautie. And our con⸗ 
cluſions thus ended , ſhe accompanyed with hir Sen⸗ 
tlewomen and other hir ſeruanntes, went to hir An⸗ 
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tles, hauing taried a day longer with my father then the 
appoynted, though not ſo many with me, as ſhe was 
welcoine, 

Ah Philautus , what tozmenſes diddeſt thou thinks 
poꝛe Fidus endured, whonowe felt y flame euen to take 
full holde of his heart, and thinking by ſolytarinefſe to 
dꝛiue away melancholy, and by imagination to fo2get 
loae, J laboured no otherwiſe then he that to haue his 
Yo2ſe ſtand ſlil, pꝛicketh him with the ſpurre, oz he that 
hauing ſoꝛe eyes rubbeth them with ſalt water , At the 
laſt with continuall abſtinence from meat, from compa⸗ 
ny, from ſleepe my bodie began to conſume, and my head 
to ware idle, in ſo much that the ſuſfenance whiche per⸗ 
koꝛce was thꝛuſt into my mouth, was neuer diſgetted, 
no2 the talke which came from my addle bꝛaines liked: 
Foz euer in my ſlumber me thought 1f}:4a pꝛeſented hir 
ſelfe,now with a coũtenaunte pleaſant # merry, ſtreight 
wapes with a coulour full of wꝛath and miſchiefe. 

My father no leſſe ſozrowfull foꝛ my diſcaſe, then 
ignozant of the cauſe,ſent fo2 diuers Phiſitions, among 
the which there came an Italian, who feling my pulſes, 
caſting my water, 4 marking my lokes, commaunded 
the chamber to be voyded,and ſhutting the doe applyed 
this medicine to my maladye. Gentleman there is none 
that can better heale your wounde then he that made it, 
ſo that you ſhould haue ſent foz Cupid, not Aeſculapius, 
fo2 although they be both Gods,yet will they not meddle 
in each others office, Appelles will not goe about to a- 
mende Liſippus caruing, yet they both w2ought Alexan- 
der:no2 Hippocrates buſie himſelfe with Ouids art, and 
pet they both deſcribed Venus , Your humour is to be 
purged not by Apothecartes confedions, but by the fol- 
towing of god counſaile, 

Pou ars in loue Fidus 2 whiche if you concr in a cloſe 
cheſt, will burne eucry place befo2e it burſt the lock, Foz 
as we know by Phiſick that poyſon wil diſperſe it ſelfe 
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info cuery veyne,befoze if part the hart: ſo A baue hat d 
by thoſe that in lone could ſap ſomewhat , that it may? 
meth euerp parte,bcfoze it kill the Lpuer. Ik therefoze 
you wil make me pꝛiuie to all pour denifcs, J will 520- 
cure ſuch meanes,as pou ſhall recouer in ſhozt ſpace, 22 
therwiſe if you ſ&ke to conceale the partye, and encreaſe 
your paſſions, you ſhall but ſhoꝛten your life, and ſo loſe 
rour louc,foz whoſe ſake you line, 

When J heard my Phiſition ſo pat to hit my diſeaſe, 
J could not diſſemble with him, leaſt he ſhoulde bewzay 
it, neither would J, in hope of remedy, 

Unto him J diſcourſed the faithful lone, which J boze 
0 Iſtida, and deſcribed in euerp perticuler, as to you J 
have done. Mhich he hearing, pꝛocured within one day, 
Ladie Iffida to ſee me, telling my father that my diſcaſe 
was but a conſuming Feuer, which he hoped in ſhozt 
time to cure, 

When my Lady came, and ſawe me ſo altered in a 
moneth, waſted to the harde bones, moze like a ghoaſt 
then a liuing creature, after many wo2des of comfozt 
(as women want none about ſicke perſons) when ſhe 
ſaw oppoꝛtunitie, ſhe aſked me whether the Italian were 
my mecllenger,o2 if he were, whether his embaſſage were 
true, which qucſtion J thus aunſwered, 


Lade to diſſemble with the world, when J am depar⸗ 

ting from it, woulde p2ofite me nothing with man, 
and hinder me much with God, to make my death-bed 
the place of deceipt, might haſten my death, and encreale 
my daunger. 

J haue ioued you long, and nowe at the length muſt 
leaue you, whoſe harde heart J will not impute to dil⸗ 
curteſie, but deitinic , it contenteth me that J dyed in 
faith, though 4 could not liue in ſauour, neither was J 
euer moꝛe deurous to beginne my loue, then Jam nowe 
to ende me life, Thiages which cannot be altered are 
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to be boꝛne, not blamed : follyes paſt are ſoner remem- 
b2ed then red2cſſed,and time loſt may well be repented 
but neuer recalled. J will not recounte the paſſions J 
haue kuffered, J thinke the effect ſhewe them, and nowe 
it is moꝛe behoffull foz me to fall to pꝛaping fo2 a new 
life, then to remember the olde : pet this J adde (which 
though it merit no mercy to ſaue, it diſerueth thanks of 
a friend) that onely J loned the, and liued fo2 ther, and 
now dye foꝛ the. And lo turning on my? left ſide , J fet- 
ched a derpe ſigh. 

[ffyda the water ſtanding in hir eyes, tlaſping my hand 
in hirs, with a ſadde countenaunce aunſwered me thus. 


M2 god Fidus, if the encreaſing of my ſoꝛrowes, 
might mittigate the extremitie of thy ſickneſſe, A 
could be content to reſolue my ſelfe into teares to ridde 
the of trouble: but the making of a freſh woũd in my bo⸗ 
dy is nothing to the healing of a felired ſoꝛe in thy bow⸗ 
ells: foꝛ that ſuch diſcaſes are to be curcd in the end, by 
the meanes of their Oꝛiginal. Fo2 as by Baſil the Scoꝛ⸗ 
pion is engendꝛed, and by the meanes of the ſame hearb 
deſtroyed: fo love which by time and fancie is bꝛed in an 
idle head, is by time and fancie baniſhed from the hart: 
oꝛ as p Salamander which being a long ſpace nouriſhed 
in the fire, at the laſt quencheth it, ſo affecion hauing tas 
ken hold of the fancie, and liuing as it were in the minde 
ok the louer, in tract of time altereth and chaungeth the 
peate, and turneth it to chilneTe, 

It is no ſmall griefe to me idus, that J ſhoulde ber 
thought to be the cauſe of thy languiſhing, and can-not 
be remedy of thy diſeaſe, Foz vnto thee J will reacale 
moꝛe then either wiſedome woulde allowe, oz mp mode- 
ſtie permit. 

And yet ſo muche , as may acquite me of vngrati⸗ 
tude towards ther and ridde thx of the ſuſpition conceci⸗ 
ned ok me. 

Sa 
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KN, it ts Fidus and my god kriende, that about a two 
peares paſt, there was in court a Ocntleman,not vn- 
knowne vnto ther no2 J think? vnbeloued of thee, whole 
name J will not tonceale, leaſte thou ſhauldeſt either 
thinke me to foꝛge, oꝛ him not woꝛthy to be named. 

This Gentleman was called Tlurſus, in all reſpects 
ſo well qualpfied, as had he not bene in loue with me, { 
ſhould haue bene enamoured of him, But his haſtineſle 

ꝛeuented my heat, v ho began to ſue fox p; which J was 
ready to pꝛoffer, whole ſwee'c tale although J withed it 
to be true, pet at the firſt J coulde not belue it: Foz 
that men in matters of loue, haue as many wapes do de⸗ 
teiue, as they haue wo2ds to vtter, 

J ſœmed ſtraight laced, as one neither accuſtomed 
to ſach ſuites, noꝛ willing fo entertain uch aſeruant, pet 
ſo warily,as putting him from me with mp little finger, 
J dzew him to me with my whole hand. Foz I lde in 
a great mammering, how J might behaue my ſelſe,lcalk 
being tw cope, he might thin ne me pꝛoude, 02 vſing to 
much curteũe he might iudge me wanton, Thus long 
time { held him in a doubt, thinking thereby to haue ault 
triall of his faith , oꝛ plaine knowicdge of his falchode. 
In this manner, { lead my life, almoſt one peare, until 
Wokten meting, 1 diners conferences, J felt my ſelle ſo 
wounded, that though I thought-no heauen to mp happe, 
pet J lpued as it wor in hell, til J had entoped my hope, 
Fo2 as the tree H benus though it no way be (ct in a flame, 
pet it burneth with ſweete ſaugurs:ſo my minde thougy 
it could not be 4c, fo2 that J thought my ſelfe wiſe, pet 
was it almoſt con umed to aſhes with pleaſant delights 
t ſiweet cogitatlons: inſomuch as it fared with me as it 
doth with p tres, ſtriken with thüder, which hauing the 
barkes ſound arc bꝛuſed in the bodp, foꝛ ſtnding my cnt - 
warde partes, with- out blemiſh, loking into my minde 
could not ſe it u ithout blowes, 

J nowe percetuing it high time to vſe the Phiſition, 
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who was alwayes at hand, determined at the nerf m&- 
ting,to conclude ſuch a faithful and inuiolable league of 
loue, as neither the length of time, noꝛ the diſtaunce of 
place, noz the thꝛeatning of kriendes, noz the ſpight of 
Foꝛtune, noz the feare of death, ſhouloh either alter, oz di⸗ 
miniſh: which accoꝛdingly was then finiſhed, and hath 
betberto bene truly fulfilled, 

Thitſus as thou knoweſt, hath euer ſince bene beyond 
the Seas, the rememb2aunce of whoſe conſtancie, is the 
onely comfoꝛt of m lyfe: neither doe J retoyce in any 
thing moꝛe then in the faith of my god Thirſus. 

Then Fidus, J appeale in this caſe to thy honeſtie, which 
ſhall determine of mine honour, Wouldeſt thou haue me 
inconſtant to mine olde friend, and faithfull to a newc? 
Unoweſt thou not that as the Almond tree beareth moſt 
fruit when he is olde, ſo loue hath greateſt faith when it 
groweth in age. It falleth out in loue, as it doth in vines, 
fo: the young Wines bꝛing the moſt wine, but the olde 
the beſt : So tender loue maketh greateſt ſhowe of blol⸗ 
ſomes, but tryed loue bꝛingeth forth ſweeteſt iupce. 

And yet J wil ſay thus much, not to adde courage to 
thy attempts, that J haue taken as great delyght in thy 
company,as euer J did in anyes, (my Thirſus onely ex⸗ 
tepted) which was the cauſe that oftentimes J would ei⸗ 
ther by queſtions moue the to talke, oꝛ by quarrells in⸗ 
cenſe the to cholar, perceiuing in the a witte aunſwe⸗ 
rable to my deſire, which J thought th2zoughly to whette 
by ſome diſcourſe. But wert thou in comelyneſſe Alex- 
ander, and my Thirſus, Thirſites, wert thou VIyſles, he 
Mydas, thou Croſus he Codrus,J would not foꝛſake him 
to haue thee, no not if J might there-by pꝛolong thy lpfe, 
o2 ſaue mine owne : ſo faſt a rote hath true loue taken 
in my heart, that the moꝛe it is digged at, the deeper it 
groweth the oftner it is cut, the leſſe it bla deth, and the 
moꝛe it is loaden the better it beareth. 
That is ther in this vile carth that moze m_ 
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deth a woman than conſtancie: Jt is neither his witte, 
though it be ercellent,that J eſteeme, neither his birthe 
though it be noble,no2 his bꝛinging vp, which hath al- 
wayes bene courtlye, but onely his conſtancie and my 
faith, which no tozments,no ty2ant, not death, ſhall dis 
ſolue. Foꝛ neuer ſhall it be ſayd, that Hi da was falſe to 

Thirſus, though Tlurſus be faithleſſe( which the Gods foz- 

fend) vnto Iffida. 

Foz as Amulius the cunning Painter fo poztraped 
Minerua,that which way ſoeuer one caſt his eye,ſhe abs 
wapes behelde him: ſo hath Cupide, ſo exquiſitly dzawn 
the Image of Thirſus in my heart, that what wape ſoe⸗ 
ner J glaunce, me thinketh he lokoth ſtedfaſtlye vppon 
me: inſomuch that when J haue ſtene any to gaze on my 
beautie(ſimple God wot though it ber) J haue wiſhed to 
haue the eyes of Auguſtus Cæſar to dimme their ſghts 
with the ſharpe and ſcoꝛtehing beames. 

Such fo2te hath time and triall wzdught , that if 
Thirſus ſhould dye, I would be burped with him, imita⸗ 
ting the Eagle which Seltaa Uirgm bzought vp, who 
ſeing the bones of the virgin caſt into the fixe,thzew him 
ſelfe in with them, and burnt himſelfe with them. Oz 
Hippocrates Twinnes, who wer boꝛne together, laughs 
ed together, wept together, and dped together, 

Foz as Alexander would be engrauen of no one man 
in a pꝛetious ſtone, but onely of Pergotales: ſo would J 
haue my picture impzinted in no heart, but in his, by 
Thirſus. 

Conſiver with thy ſelfe Fidus, that a faire woman with 
out conſtancie, is not vnlpke vnto a greene tree without 
fruit, reſemblyng the Counterfait that Praxitiles, made 
lo Flora,befoze the which, if one ſtode dircaly, it ſemed 
to weepe, if on the left ſide to laugh, if on the other ſide to 
leepe: wherby he noted the light behauiour of hir, which 
tould not in one conſtant ſhaddow be ſet downe. 

And yet foz the great god will thou beareſt mer, 
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J tarmot reiec thy ſernice,but'J wil not admit thy lone, 
But if either my friends, 02 my ſelte, my gods, 02 my 
god will, map ſtande ther in ſtead, vſe me, truſt me, com⸗ 
maunde me, as farre fozth, as thou canſt with modeltie, 
and Imap igramt; with mine honoar, 

If to talke weth me, oz continualpe fo bee in thy 
companye, maps in anye reſpede ſatiſfic thy deſpꝛe, al⸗ 
ſure thy ſelfe, } will attende on ther, as rilygently 8s thy 
Nourle and bi moze carefull ſoz thee, than thy Phiſiti⸗ 
on, Moe J can-nat pꝛomiſe with-out bꝛeache of my 
faith, moze thou canſt not aſke, without the ſuſpition of 
folly. 

Here Fidus take this Diamond which I haue heard 
olde women ſay to haue bene of great fozce againſt idle 
thoughts, vaine dꝛeames, and phzenticke imagiaations, 
Which if it doe ther nd god, aſſure thy ſelfe it can doe tha 
no harme, and better J thinke it againſt ſuch inchaun⸗ 
ted fantaſies, then either FHlomeis Moly, o Plynies Cen- 
taurio. 

When mp Lady had ended this ſtraunge diſcourſe, J 
was ſtriken into ſuch a maze , that fe2 the ſpace almoſt 
ofhalfe an houre , J lape as it had bene in a Traunce, 
mine eyes almoſt ſtanding in my head without motion, 
my face without coulour, my mouth with- out b2eathe, 
inſomuch that Iffida began to fcritch out, and call com- 
panye, which called me alſo to my ſelfe, and then with a 
faint and trembling tongue, J vttered theſe woꝛds. 


Lr. I cannot vſe as manye woꝛdes as J would, bi⸗ 
cauſc pou ſee J am weake, noꝛ giue fo many thankes 
as J ſhoi!ld,fo2 that pou deſerue infinit, Af Thirſus haue 
planted the Urne,J will not gather the Grapes, neithet 
is it reaſon,that he hauing ſowed w payne, 5 J ſhoulde 
reape the pleaſure, This ſufficeth me, and delightcth me 
not a [yttle,that yon are ſo faithful and he ſo foztumate. 
Yet godLadye lette me obtaine one (mall fate , which 
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derogating nothing from your true loue, muſt needs be 
lawfall,that is, that J may in this my ſickneſſe emoye 
pour company , and if J recouer , be admitted as your 
ſeruant: y one wil haſten my helth, the other pꝛolong my 
life. She curtcouſly graunted both, and ſo carefully ten⸗ 
ded me in my ſickneſſe, that what with hir merry (p92- 
ting,t god nourithing, J began to gather vp my crumbes, 
and in ſhoꝛt time to walk into a Gallery nete adiopning 
vnto my Chamber, where (he diſdained not to leade mee, 
and ſo at all times to vſe mee, as though J had ben hi- 
ſus. Euerp euening ſhe wold put fozth ſome pꝛetie queſts» 
on, oz viter ſome merry conceit , to dꝛiue me from mes 
lancholie. There was no bꝛoth that would down but of 
bir making, no meate but of hir dꝛeſling, no fleepe enter 
into mine epes, but by hir ſinging, inſomuch as ſhe was 
both my Nurſe,my Coke, and my Phiſition. Being thus 
by hir koꝛ the ſpace of one moneth cheriſhed , J wared 
ftrong as though J had neuer ben ſike. 


Obo Philautus tudge not partially, whether was ſhe 
a Lady ok greater conſtancie towards T hirlus , 02 
curteſie towags mer? 

Philautus thus anſwered. Now ſurely Fidus, in my 
opinion, ſhe was no leſſe to be commended fo2 keeping hir 
faith inuiolable, then to be pꝛaiſed foz giuing ſuch almes 
vato thee.; which god behamaur differeth farre from the 
nature of our Italian Dames, who if they be conſtant 
they diſpiſc all other that ſceme to lone them. 

But J long pet to heare the end,fo2 me thinketh a mat; 
ter begun with ſuch a heate,ſhould not ende with a bit⸗ 
ter colde. 

O F hilautus, the ende is ſhoꝛt and lamentable, but as 
it is haue it. 


Sbbe after long recreating of hir ſelfe in the Countrie, 
-repayzed againe to the court, and ſo did J alfo, where 
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I lyned (as the Elephant doth by Ay2e) with the ſight of 
my Lady, who ener vſing me in all hir ſcrrete, ag one 8 
ſhe moſt truſted. But my toyes were to great to last fog 
euen in the middle of my bliſſe, there came tydings to lt 
fida, that Tiurſus was llaine by the Lurkes, being then 
in pape with the Bing of Spaine, which battaile was ſo 
bloudp, that many Gentlemen loſt their liues. 

Iffida fo diſtraucht ot hir wits, with theſe ewes, fell 
into a phꝛiſie, hauing nothing in hir mouth but alwapes 
this Thirſus llaine, Thirſus laine , euer doubling this 
ſpeach, with ſuch pitfall cryes and ſcritches, as it would 
haue moued the ſouldiers of Vi:iles to ſoꝛrow. At the laſt 
by god kerping, and ſuch meancs as by Phiſiche were 
pꝛouided ſhe came againe to hir ſelfe vnto whom J w2yt 
many letters to take paciently p death of him, whole life 
could not be recalled, diuers ſhe aunſwered, which J wil 
Gow you at mp better leaſure. 

But this was molt ſtraunge, that no ſute could allure 
hir againe to loue, but euer ſhe lyued all in blacke, not 
once comming where ſhe was moſt ſaught fo2z. But with⸗ 
in the terme of ſiue peares, ſhe began a lyttle to lyſten tb 
myne olde ſute, of whoſe faithfull meaning ſhe had ſach 
trpall, as ſhe coulde not thinke that either my loue was 
builded vpon luſt, oz deceipt. 

But deſtinie cut of my loue, by the cutting of bir lyfe, 
foz falling into a hot peſtilent feuer, ſhe dyed, and how J 
toke it J meane not to tell it: but foꝛſaking the Court 
p2cſently,J haue here lyued euer ſince, and ſo meane vn⸗ 
till death ſhall call me. 


Now Gentfleme J haue held you to long, J feare me, 
but J haue ended at the laſt, Vou ſ& what Loue is, 
begunne with griefe, continued with ſoꝛz row, ended with 
Death. A paine full of pleaſure, a ioye replenyſhed with 
miſery,a Beauen, a Bell, a God, a Dinell, and what not, 
that either bath in it ſolace, oꝛ ſoꝛrow : Mhere the dayes 
are 
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are ſpent in thougbts, the nights in dꝛeames, both in daũ⸗ 
ger, either beguyling vs of that we had, oz pꝛomiſing vs 
that we had not. Full of iealouſie without cauſe,+ voy 
of feare when there is cauſe; and ſo many inconuenien⸗ 
tes hanging vpon it, as to recken them all were infinite, 
and to taſt but one of them, intollerable. 

Pet in theſe dayes, it is thought the ſiqnes of a god 
wit, and the onely vertue peculpar to a courtier, ſoꝛ loue 
they ſay is in young Gentlemen, in clownes it is luſt, in 
olde men dotage, when it is in all men, madneſſe. 

But you Philautus whoſe bloud is in his chiefeſt heate, 
are to take great care, leaſt being ouer warmed, w loue, it 
ſo inflame the liuer, as it dꝛiue you into a conſumption, 
And thus the old man bzought them into dinner, wbere 
they hauing fake their repaft, Philautus aſwell in p name 
of Euphues as his owne, gaue this aunſwere to the olde 
mans calc,x theſe e2 the like thanks foz his col and cur⸗ 
teſie. 

Father J thai%e you no leſſe foz pour talke which 
J found pi: atant, then fo: your counſel, which Jaccompt 
pꝛofitable, à ſo much fo2 pour great there and curtcous 
entertainmet,as it deſcructh of thoſe that cannot deſerue 
any J perceiue in Eu aud the women z men are in loue 
conſtant, to ſtraungers cucteous, and bount ikull in hoſpi- 
tality,y two latter we haue tryed to pour coſt, other we 
haue heard to pour paines, 1 may iuſtific them all wher⸗ 
ſoencr we become to pour p2ayſes,7 our pleaſure, This 
onely we craue,that neceſſitie may excuſe our boldneſſe, 
and fo2 amends we wil vſe ſuch meanes, as although we 
cannot make you gaine much, pet you ſhall loſe lyttle. 

Then Fidus taking Philautus by the hand, ſpake thus 
to them both, 


Gentlemen and kriendes, J am aſhamed to reccine ſo 
many thanks foꝛ ſo ſmall curteſie, and ſo farre off it is 
foz me to loke foz amẽ ds foz my colt, as A deſire not hing 
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moꝛe then to make pou amends fo2 your company , and 
your god wills in accompting wel of ill fare: onely this 
J crane,that at pour returne, after you ſhalbe feaſted of 
great perſonages,you vonchſafe to vilitte the Cottage of 
poze Fidus , where you ſhall be no leſſe welcome then 
luppiter was to Bacchus: Then Euphues. 

Ve haue troubled you to long, and high time it is 
foʒ poꝛe Pilgrimes to take the day befoꝛe them, leaſt bes 
ing be- nighted, they ſtraine curteſie in an other place, 
and as we ſay in Athens, fiſhe and geſſe in thꝛe dapes 
are ſtale: Not- withſtanding lve will be bolde to (& you, 
and in the meane ſcaſon we thanke vou, and euer as we 
ought, we will pꝛay foꝛ you, 

Thus after many farcwells, with as many welcomes 
of the one ſide, as thankes of the other they departed and 
framed their ſteps towards London. And to dziue 1way 
the time,Euphues began thus to inſtric Philuutus, 

T You ſeeſt Plulautus p curteſie of England to ſurpaſſa, 

and the conſtancie (if the olde Gentleman tolde the 
trueth) to excell, which warneth vs both to be thankful 
fo2 the benefits wc receiue, and circumſpect in behauiour 
we vle, leaſt being vnmindkull of god turnes, we be ac⸗ 
counted ingrate, and being dillolute in our liues, we be 
thought impudent. 

Wihen we come into London, we ſhall walke in the 
Garden of the wo2lde, where among many flowers wier 
ſhall ſe ſome weedes , ſweete Roſes and ſharpe £:cttics, 
pleaſant Lillics and pꝛicking Zhoznes, high Tunes and 
lowe Hedges.

Garlike foz thy ſtomack, then aſwete-UWolet fcz thy ſen⸗; 
ces, Jfeare me Philautus, that ſeeing the amiable faces 
of the Engliſh Ladyes, thou wilt caſt off all care both. of 
my countaile and thine owne credit. Foz well J knowe 
that a freſh coulour doth eaſely dim a quicke ſight, that a 
ſweet Roſe doth ſoneft pearce a fine ſent, that pleaſaunt 
ſirops doth chieflicft infect a delpcate taſſe, that beautiful 
woemen doe firſt of all allure them, that haue the wan- 
tonneſt eyes and the whiteſt mouthes. 
— Aftraunge tre there is, called Alpina, which bzing- 
eth foꝛth the faireſt bloſſomes of all tres, which the Ber 
either ſaſpecting to be venomous, oꝛ miſliking bicauſe it 
is ſo gloꝛious, neither taſteth it, noꝛ tommeth nere it.

4 ning of time in courily paſtimes, though not in the court, 
inlomuch that if they came not, they were ſent foꝛ, and ſo 
vſed as thep had bene countrymen not ſtraungers. Pin- 
11:tas with this continuall atceſſe and olten conference 
with gentlewomen, began to-weane himſelfe from the 
counſaile of Euphues, and to wed his epes to the comli⸗ 
neT: of Lies vet ſo warily,as neither his friend could

woꝛſe then luſt, and luſt woꝛſe then mur ther rat greater 
beantie then birth and pst ollen beautit then d meſtie. 
which gate hir mdꝛe honoꝛ by vertue then nature cdulo 
by Art, oꝛ Foꝛtune might by pꝛomotion, ſhe was rep ol 
1 aunſwere, pet wary:ſh2il of ſpeath. pet wærte: in all bir 
| paſfrons ſo teperate,as in hir greãteſt mirth none would 
think hir wanton, neither in hir derpeſt griefe lullam, hut 
alwayes to loke with ſo ſober cherefalneſſe, as it wes 
hardly thought where ſhe were moe commended foxhir 
xraumfie of the aged; 92 fo2 hir courtlineſſe of the youth: 
| oftentimes delyghted fo beare diſcourſes of Loue , but 
| euer deſtrous to bee-inſtrued- in Learninge : ſome- 
what curyous to kepe hit Beaufie, which made bi 
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comelye , but moze carefull to increaſe hir credife, 
which made hir commendable:not adding the lenath of 
a haire to courtlyneſſe, that might detraa the b2coth of a 
haire from chaſtitie:Jn all hir talke ſo pleaſant, in all hir 
lokes ſo amiable, ſo graue modeſty ioyned with ſo wittie 
mirth, that they that were entangled with hir beautie, 
were info2ced to pꝛeferre hir wit befo2e their wils , and 
they that loved hir vertue, were compelled to pzeferre 
their affections befo2e hir wildome: whoſe rare qualp⸗ 
ties,cauſed ſo ſtraunge euents, that y wiſe were allured 
to vanities, and the wantons to vertue, much like the rt- 
uer in Arabia, which turneth golde to dꝛoſſe, and durt to 
filuer, In concluſion, there wanted nothing in this Eng⸗ 
liſh Angell that nature might ad fo2 perfection , oꝛ Fo2- 
tune could giue foz wealth, oz God doth commonlIye be⸗ 
ſtowe on moztall creatures: And mo2e caſie it is in the 
diſcription of ſo rare a perſonage, to imagine what ſhe 
had not, then to repeate all ſhe had. But ſuch a one thee

Uhether doſt thou wade Philautus, in launcing the 
wound thou ſhouldeſt taint, and pꝛicking the hart, which 
al keth a Plaiſter: foꝛ in decyphering what the is, thou 
haſt foꝛgotten what thou thy ſelfe art, and being dazeled 
with hir beautie, thou ſeeſt not thine owne baſeneſſe.

Thou wilt ſap, p ſhe is a lady of great cre- 
dite, and J here of no countenaunce.J but Eupliues, low 
trees haue their toppes, ſmall ſparkes their hrat, the flye 
his ſplene, the Ant hir Gall, Philau us his affcction, 
which is neither ruled by rcaſon, no2 lcade by appoint⸗ 
ment. Thou b2oughteſt me into England Euphues, to ſee, 
and am blynde, to ſceke aduentures and J haue loſt my 
ſelfe, to remedpe loue, and Jam now paſt cure, much 
lyke Seriphuis, that olde Dzudge in Naples, who coue- 
ting to heale his bleard exe, put it out. Mp thoughts are 
high, 
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high, my foztune low, and J reſemble that foliſh Pilot, 
who hoyſeth vp all his ſayles + hath no winde, z laüceth 
out his ſhip t hath no water. Ah loue thou takeſt away 
my talk, pꝛouokeſt mine appetite,yet if Euphues wold 
be as willing to further me now,as he was once wilye 
to hinder me, J ſhould thinke my ſelfe foꝛtunate, and all 
that are not amozous to be fœles. There is a Stone in 
the flouo of Thracia,that whoſocuer findeth it, is neuer 
after grieued, J would J had that ſtone in my mouth, oz 
that my body were in that riuer, that either J might ba 
without griefe, oꝛ without lyfe, 

And with thcſe woꝛds, Euphues knocked at the doze, 
Which Plulautus opened, pzetending dꝛouſineſſe, and ex⸗ 
cuſing his abſence by Jdleneſſe , vnto whome Euphuecs 
layd, 


hat P hilautus doft thou ſhun the Court to ſlœpe in 
a co2ner,as one either cloyed with delight, oz hauing 
furfetted with deſire, beleeue me Philautus, if the winde 
be in that da2e : 02 thon ſo deuout to fall from beautis 
to thy beades, and to foꝛſake the Court to liue in a cloy⸗ 
ſer, J cannot tel whether I ſhould moze wonder at thy 
fo2tune oꝛ pzayfe thy wiſedome,but J feare me if J lyue 
to ſe thee ſo holy, A ſhall be an olde man befoze J dpe, 0z 
if thou dye not befoꝛe thou be ſo pure, thou ſhalt be moze 
meruayled at fo2 thy yeares,then eſtemed foz thy ver- 
tues. Jn ſoth my god friend,if J ſhoulde tary a peare in 
England, J could not abide an houre in my chamber, foz 
J know not how it cometh to paſſe, that in earth J think 
no other Paradiſe , ſach varietie of delyghts to allure a 
Courtlye eye, ſuch rare puritie to dꝛawe a well diſpoſed 
minde, i J know not whether they be in Englande moze 
amoꝛous 02 bertuous, whether J ſhould thinke my time 
beſt beſtowed in viewing godly Ladycs,02 hearing god⸗ 

iy Leſſons, 
J had thought no woman to excel Liuia in the world, 
but 
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but now J ſ& that in England they be all as god, none 
wozſe , many better, inſomuch that J am enfozced to 
thinke, that it is as rarc to ſe a beautifull woman in 
England without vertue, as to ſæ a faire woman in Italy 
without pꝛide. Curteous they are wout copnes,but not 
without a care, amiable without pꝛide, but not without 
tourtlines: merry without curtoſitie , but not with-out 
meaſure, ſo that conferring the Ladies of Greece, with 
the ladies of Italy, J finde the beit but indifferent, coms 
paring both countries with the Ladies of England, J ac- 
compt them all farke naught, 

And truclye Philautus thou ſhalt not ſbꝛiue me 
like a Ghoſtly father, fo2 to thee J will confeſſe in two 
things my extreme folly,the one in lauing Lucill., who 
in compariſon of theſe had no ſpark of beautie, the other 
foz making a coling carde againſt women, when I ſer 
theſe to haue ſo much vertae, ſo that in the firſt J mult 
acknowledge my iudgement rawe, to diſcerne ſhadows, 
and raſh in the latter to gine ſo peremtoꝛpe ſentence, in 
both J thinke my ſetfe , to haue erred ſo much, that F 
recant both, being readpe to take any penaunte thou 
ſhalt enioyne me, whether it be a Faggot ſoz Hereſic, 
02 a ſine fa: Hipocriſie. An hereticke J was by myne 
inuectiue againſt women, and no leſſe then an Þipocrite 
fo diſſembling with ther, foz nowe Philautus J am of 
that minde that women, but Philautus taking holde of 
this diſcourſe , interrupted him with a ſodaine reply, as 
kolloweth. 


Tape Euphues, J tan lenell at the thoughtes of 
thy heart by the woꝛdes of thy mouth, fo2 that com⸗ 
monly the tongue vttereth the minde, and the out ward 
ſpeach be wꝛapeth p.inward ſpirite. Foꝛ as a god rote 
is knowen by a faire bloſſome, ſo is the ſabſtaunce of 
the heart noted by the ſhew of tbe countenaunce. J can 
lie day at a little hole, thou muſt halt cunningly if thon 
O. beguile 
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becuile a Cripple , but J cannot chuſe but laugh ro ts 
thee play with the baite, 5 J feare thou haſt ſwallowed, 
thinking with a Piſt, to make my ſight blinde, bicauſe 
I ſhoulde not perceiue thy eyes bleared, but in faith Eu- 
phues, à am now as well acquainted with thy conditi- 
ons as with thy perſon, and ble hath made me ſo expert 
in thy dealings, that well thou maiſt iuggle with the 
world, but thou ſhalt neuer deceiue me, 
A A burnt childe dꝛeadeth the fire, he that ſtumbleth 
twice at one ſtone is wozthy to bꝛeake his ſhins, thou 
mapſt happely foꝛſweare thy ſelfe, but thou ſhalt neuer 
delude me, J knowe the nowe as readelpe by thy vi⸗ 
ſard, as thy viſage: It is a blinde Goſe that knoweth 
not a Fore from a Fearne-buſhe, and a fwliſh fellowe 
that cannot diſcerne craft from conſcience , being once 
couſened. But why ſhoulde J lament thy follpes with 
griefe, when thou ſcemeſt to coulour them with deceite. 
Ah Euphues J love thee well but thou hateſt thy ſelfe, 
and ſcekeſt to heape moꝛe harmes on thy heade by a little 
wit,then thou ſhalt euer claw off by thy great wiſdome, 
all fire is not quenched by water, thou halt not loue in 
a ſtring, affection is not thy lane , thou canſt not leaue 
when thou liſteſt. With what face Euphues tanſt thou 
returne to thy. vomit, ſeeming with the greedy honnde to 
lap vp that which thou diddeſt caſt vp, J am aſhamed to 
rehearſe the tearmes that once thou dideſt vtter of mas 
lice againſt women, and art thou not aſhamed nowe as 
gaine ti recant them? they muſt nerds thinke the either 
enuious vpon ſmall occaſion, oꝛ amarous vppon a lighte 
cauſe,and then will they all be as readie to hate the fo: 
thy ſpight, as to laugh at thee fo2 thy loſenclle, 
No Euphuies ſo derpt a wound cannot be healed with 
fo light a playſter, thou maift by arte reconer the ſkin, 
but thou canſt neuer couer the ſkarre , thou maiſt flat- 
ter with foles bicauſe thou art wiſe , but the wiſe will 
euer marle the foꝛ a fole, Zhen ſure J tannot ſe what 
122 f thou

thou gapneſt if the ſimple condempne thee of flafterye, 
and the graue of folly, Is thy coling Carde of this p20- 
pertie, to quench fire in others, and to kindle flames in 
the 202 is it a whetſtone to make thee ſharpe and vs 
blunt,o2 a ſwoꝛd to cut wounds in me and cure them in 
Euphues?UWhy didſt thou weite that againſt them thou 
neuer thoughteſt,o2 if thou diddeſt it, why doeſt thou not 3 
follow it? But it is lawful fo2 p Phiſition to ſurfet,foz 1 
the ſhepghcard to wander, foꝛ Euphues fo pꝛeſcribe what 5 
be will, and do what he lyſt. 1 

Tho ficke patient muſt k&pe a ſtraight dyot, the ſil- i} 
ly ſherpe a narrowe folde, poze Philautus muſt beleue | 
Euphues and all louers (he onelye ercepted) are coled 
with a carde of tenne,o2 rather foled with a vayne toye. | 
Js this thy pꝛofeſſed puritie to crye peccauie ? thinking | 
it as great ſinne to be honeſt , as ſhame not to be amo- | 
rous, thou that diddeſt blaſpheme the noble (ex of wo⸗ 
men without cauſe, doſt thou nowe committe Jdolatrie | 
with them without care? obſerning as little grauitie 1 
then in thine vnbꝛideled furie, as thou deft nowe reaſon if 
by thy diſoꝛdinate fancie.J ſ& now that there is nothing | 
moꝛe ſmoth then glaſſe, yet nothing moze bzittle, no- 4 
thing moꝛe fayꝛe then ſnowe, yet nothing lelle firme, no- 
thing moze fine then wit, yet nothing moze fickle , Foz f 
as P olypus vpon what rocke ſocuer he lyteth, turneth | 
himſelfe into the ſame likeneſſe , 02 as the birde Piralis 
ſitting vppon white cloth is white, vpon greene,arcene,e 
chaungeth hir coulour with euerp cloth, oz as our chan- 
geable ſilke turned to the Sunne hath many conlours, 
and turned backe, the cantrarp, ſo wit ſhippeth it ſelfe to 
euerpe conecite, being conſtant in nothing but incon- 
ſancie, 

Where is now the conference with Atheos, thy deno- 
tion, thy Diuinitie? Thou ſapeſt that J am fallen from 
beautie to my beades, and J ſ& thou art come from thy 
boke to beaſtlines, from coting of the ſcriptures, to cour- 
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ting with Ladies from Paule fo Ouid , from the Pꝛo⸗ 
phets to Poets, reſembling the wanton Diophantus, 
who refuſed his mothers bleſſing to beare a ſonge , and 
thou foꝛſakeſt Gods bleſſing to fit in a warme Sunne. 
But thou Euphues thinkeſt to haue thy pꝛerogatiue 
(which others will not graunt thee fo2 a pꝛiuiledge) that 
vnder the colour of witte, thon maiſt be accounted weſe, 
and being obſtinate, thou art to be thought ſinguler, 
There is no coyne god ſiluer, but thy halfepeny , if thy 


Glaſſe gliſter it muſt nedes be Golde, if thou ſpeake a 


ſentence it muſt bs a lawe, it gine a cenſar, an ozacle, if 
dꝛeame, a Pꝛophecie, if coniecture,a trueth: inſomuch, 
that Jam bꝛought into a doubt, whether J ſhoulde moze 
lament in thee the want of gouernement, oz laugh at 
thy fained grauitie, 

But as that rude Poette Cherilus hadde nothing 
fo be notedin his verſes, but onely the name of Alcx- 
ander, noz that rurall Poet Darctus any thing to couer 
his defozmed ape, but a white curtaine, ſo Euphues hath 
no one thing to ſhadow his ſhameleſſe wickedneſſe, but 
onely a ſhewe of wit. A ſpeake all this Euphucs,not that 
A enuie thy eſtate, but that J pittie it, and in this A 
haue diſcharged the duetie of a friende, in that J haue 
not wincked at thy folly , Thou art in lone Euphues, 
contrary to thine oath, thine honour,thine honeſtie, net- 
ther woulde any pzofeſſing that thou doeſt liue as thou 
doeſt, whiche is no leſſe griefe to me then ſhame to ther: 
excuſe thou maiſt make fo mie, bicauſe J am credu- 
fous , but amendes to the woꝛlde thou canlk not frame, 
bicanſe thou art come out of Greece, to blaſe thy vice in 
Englande , a place to honeſt fo; ther, and thou to diſho⸗ 
neft fo2 any place, And this my flat and friendly dealing 
if thou wilt not take as J meane, take as thou wilt: 4 
feare not thy fozce,J fozce not thy friendſhippe : And ſo 
Jende. 

Euphues not à little amazed with the diſcurfeous 
ſpeach 
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fpeach of Philautus,whom he ſaw in ſuch a burning Fe- 
uer, did not apply warme clothes to continue his ſweat, 
but gaue him colde dzinke to make him ſhake, either thin- 
king ſo ſtraunge a maladye was to be cured with a de⸗ 
ſperate medicine,oz determining to vſe as lyttle arte in 
Phiſicke,as the other did honeſtie in friendſhip,and ther 
foze in ſteede of a Pill to purge his hoat bloude, he gaue 
him a choake-peare to ſtoppe his bzcath,replying as fol- 
loweth, 


Pad thought Philautus , that a wound healyng (1 

faire could neuer b:&d to a Fiſtula, oꝛ a body kept ſo 
well from dzinke,to a Dꝛopſie: but J wel perceine, that 
thy fleſh is as ranke as the Molues, who as ſwne as 
he is ſtriken recouereth a ſkinne, but rankeleth inwards 
ly vntill it come to the [yuer, and thy ſtomacke as quea- 
fie,as olde Neſtors, vnto whom pappe was no better than 
popſon:and thy body no leſſe diſtempered than Hermogi- 
neus, whom abſtinence from wine, made oftentimes dz0- 
ken. A (& thy humour is loue, thy quarrell iealouſie: the 
one J gather by thine addle head, the other by thy ſulpiti⸗ 
dus nature: but J leaue them both to thy will, and thee 
to thine owne wickedneſſe: Pꝛetelp to cloke thine owne 
follp,thou calleſt me thefc firſt, not vnlpke vnto a curſt 
wife, who deſeruing a checke,beginneth firſt to ſcolde. 

Ther is nothing that can cure the Kings euills, but a 
Pzince,nothing caſe a pluriſte but letting bloud, nothing 
purge thy humour but that which J can-notf gine the, 
no; thou get of any other, lpbertie. 

Thou ſcemeſt fo colour craft by a friendly kindneſſe, 
taking great care foz my bondage, that J might not diſs 
truſt thy follyes, which is, as though the Thꝛuſh in the 
cage,ſhould be ſoꝛp foz the Nightingale, which ſingeth on 
the tree,o2 the Beare at the take, lament the miſhap of 
the Lyon in the fozreſt. 

But in truth Philautus,though thy (kin ſhew ther a

Fore, thy lyttle ſkill trpeth thee a Shepe. It is not the 
coulour that commendeth a god Painter, but the god 
countenaunce,no2 the cutting that valueth 5 Diamond, 
but the vertue, no2 the glole of the tongue that tryeth a 
friend, but the faith, Foz as all coynes are not god that 
haue the Image of Cæſar, no2 all golde that are copned 
with the Rings ſtarꝛpe, ſo al is not truth that beareth the 
ſhow of godlineſſe, noꝛ all friends that beare a faire fate: 
if thou pꝛetend ſuch loue to Euphues , cary thy heart on 
the backe of thy hand, and thy tongue in the palme, that 
J may ſœ what is in thy minde, and thou with thy fin⸗ 
gers claſpe thy mouth Df a ſtraunger, J can beare much 
bicauſe I know not his manners, ot an enimy mo2e,foz 
that all pꝛocedeth of mallyce, al things of a friend, if it 
be to trye me, nothing if it be to betrap me: Jam of Sci» 
pios unde, who had rather that Hanniball ſhoulde cate 
his heart with ſalt, than Lælius grieue it with vnkinde⸗ 
neſſe: and of the like with Lælius, who choſe rather to 
be ſlaine with the Spaniards,then ſuſpected of Scipio, 

I can better take a bliſter of a Nettle,than a p2ick of 
a Roſe : moꝛe willing that a Kauen ſhoulde pecke ont 
mine epes, than a Turtle pecke at them. To dye of the 
meate one lyketh not, is better then to ſurfette of that he 
loucth: x J had rather an enimy ſhould bury me quicke, 
than a friend belye me,when J am dead, 

But thy friendſhip Philautus,is like a newe faſhion, 
which being vſed in the moꝛning is accounted old befoze 
none, which varictie of chaunging, being oftentimes nos 
ted of a graue Gentleman of Naples,who hauing bought 
a Vat ofthe neweſt faſhian , and beſt blocke in all Italy, 
and wearing it but one dap, it was told him that it was 
ſtale, he hung it vp in his ſtudie, and bie wing al ſozts, al 
ſhapes,perceined at the laſt his old Hat againe to come 
into the new faſhton, where · with ſmilyng to himſelfe he 
ſapd, J haue now lived compaſſe,fo2 Adams olde Apꝛon. 
mult make Eue a new kirtle:noting this, that when,” 
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new thing could be deniſed, nothing could be moze newe 
than the olde. 

I ſpeake this fo this ende Philautus , that J ſ& thee 
as often chaunge thy hcad,as others doe thcir hats, now 
being friend to Aiax, bicauſe he ſhould couer thee with 
his buckler,now to Vliſſes, j he may pleade foz thee with 
his eloquence,now to one,and now to an other,and thou 
dealeſt with thy friendes, as that Gentleman did with 
his kelt, foꝛ ſœing not my vaine aunſwerable to thy vas 
nities, thou goeſt about (but yet the næreſt way)to hang 

me bp fo2 holy dapes, as one either fitting thy head, noz 
pleaſing thy humour, but when Philautus thou ſhalt ſee, 
that chaunge of friendſhips ſhal make ther a fat Calfe,: 
a leane Cofer,y there is no moze holde in a new friend, 
then a new faſhion, that hats alter as faſf as the Tur⸗ 
ner can turne his blocke, and hearts as ſone as one can 
tourne his backe, when ſeeing cuery one retourne fo his 
olde wearing, z finde it the beſt, then compelled rather 
foz want of others than god will of me, thou wilt retire 
to Euphues whom thou laydſt by the walls, 4 ſ&ke him 
as a new friend,ſa ing to thy ſelf, J haue liued compaſſe, 
Euphues olde faith, muſt make Philautus a newe friend, 
Wherin thou reſembleſt thoſe that at y firſt comming of 
new Mline, leaue the olde, pet finding that Grape moze 
pleaſaunt then wholeſome,they begin to ſay as Calliſti- 
nes did to Alexander, he had rather carrous old graines 
with Diogines in his diſh, then new Grapes with Alex- 
ander in his ſtanding cup,fo2 of all Gods ſapd he, J loue 
not Aeſculapius. 

But thou art willyng to chaunge, els wouldeſt thou 
be vawilling to quarrell, thou keepeſt onelpe company 
out of my ſight, with Reynaldo thy countreyman, which 
I (uſpecting conccaled and now pꝛouing it doe not care, 
if he haue better deſerued y name of a friend, than J. god 
kno weth, but as Achilles ſhield, being loſt on 5 ——

Vliſſes, was toſt by the Sea to the Tombe of Aiax,as a 
manifeſt token of his right: ſo thou being fozfaken of 
Reynaldo, wilt be found in Athens by Euphues doze, ag 
the true owner. Which A ſpeake not as one loath to 
loſe the, but carefull thou loſe not thy ſelfe Thou thin- 
keſt an Apple may pleaſe a childe , and euerp odde aun⸗ 
ſw:re appeaſe a friend: No Philautus,a Plaiſter is ſmal 
amends fo2 a bꝛoken head, t a bad excuſe, will not purge 
an ill accuſer, 

A Friende is long a getting, and ſone koſt, Ipke a 
2 riches. bis by tempelt lolſcth as much in 
two houres, as her hath gathered together in twentie 
ycares, Nothing ſo faſt knit as glaſſe, pet once bꝛoken, 
it can neuer be iopned, nothing fuller of mettall than 
ſceele, pet ouer heated it will neuer be hardened , friend⸗ 
ſhip is the beſt pearle, but by diſdaine thzowne into vi⸗ 
neger, it burſteth rather in peeces, then it will bowe to 
any ſoktneſſe. Jt is a ſalt Fiſh that water cannot make 
frech, ſweet honny that is not made bitter with gal, hard 
golde that is not to be mollyficd with fire, and a mira⸗ 
culons friend that is not made an enempe W contempt, 
But gine me leaue to examine the cauſe of thy diſcourſe 
to the quicke and onutting the circumſtaunce, J will to 
the ſubſtaunte. 

The only thing thou lapeſt to my charge is loue , and 
that is a god oꝛnament, the reaſons to pꝛoue it, is my 
pꝛapſing of women, but that is no god argument, Am J 
in loue Philautus? with whome it ſhoulde be, thou canſt 
not coniecture, and that it ſhold not be with thee, thou gi- 
ueſt occaſion, 

Priamus began to be icalous, of Hecuba, when her 
knew none did lone hir, but when he loued manye, and 
thou of me, when thou art aſſured J lone none but thou 
thy ſelf every one, but whether J loue oz no, canot live 
in quyet,vnleſſe J be fit foꝛ thy dyet, wherein thou doeſt 
imitate Scyron and Procuſtes, who framing a 83 
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cient, and if thon defire moze, J toulde rehcarſe infinite. 
But thou art like the Epicure whoſe belly is ſoner filled 
then his eye: Fo2 he coueteth to haue twentie diſhes at 
his table, when he cannot diſgelt one in his ſtomache and 
thou deſireſt many reaſds to be bꝛought, whe one might 
ſerue thy turne : thinking it no Rayne-bowe that hath 
all coulours, noꝛ auntient armoury,that are not quarte- 
red with ſund2y coates, noꝛ perfect rules that haue not a 
thouſand reaſons, and of al the rcaſons wold thou weul- 
deſt follow but one, not to checke thy friend in a bꝛaue⸗ 
rie, knowing that rebukes ought not to weigh a graine 
moze of ſalt then ſuger: but to be ſo tempered.as like pep⸗ 
per they might be hoat in p moutb, but like triacle whol⸗ 
ſome at the heart:ſo ſhal they at the firſt make one bluſh 
x be were pale, and well confi>ered better, if he were not 
paſt grace, 

*Ff. a; friende offende he is to bee whipped with a god 
Aurtes rodde, who when hir childe will not be ſtill, gi⸗ 
neth it together both the twig and the teate, and bzingeth 
it a ſlepe when it is wapward, aſwell with rocking it as 
rating it. 

The admonition of a true friend ſhould be like the 
pꝛatiſe of a wile Phiſition, who w2appeth his ſharpe 
pils in fine Duger,02 the canning Chyzurgian, who laũ⸗ 
ting p wound w an pꝛon, immediatlip applyeth to it ſoft 
lint, oꝛ as mothers deale with their ehildzen foz woꝛmee, 
who put their bitter ſedes into werte reaſons , if this 
oꝛder had bene obſerued in thy diſconrſe, that enter- 
laſing ſowze tauntes with ſugred counſell-, bearyng 
as well a gentle rayne, as vſing a harde ſnaffle , thou 
mighteſt haue done moꝛe with the whil ke of a wande, 
then nowe thou canſt with the pꝛicke of a ſpurre, and 
auopded that which now thou maiſt not, extreame vn- 
kyndeneſſe. But thou art lyke that kinde Judge , which 
Properzius — condemning his kriende, cauſed 
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him foz the mo2e caſe fo be hanged with a ſilken twiſt. 
And thou like a friend cutteſt my thꝛoat w a Raſoz, not 
with a hatchet,foz my moze hono2. But why ſhold 2 ſet 
down the office of a friend, when thon like our Atheni- 
ans, knoweſt what thou ſhouldeſt doe, but like them, 
neuer doſt it. 
Thou ſaieſt I cat mine own woꝛds in pꝛapſing women, 
no Philautus, { was neuer either ſo wicked, oz ſo witleſſe 
to retant truethes, oꝛ miſtake coulours, But this J ſay, 
that the Ladyes in England as farre extell al other coun- 
tres in vertue, as Venus doth all other woemen in 
beaufie. J flatter not thoſe of whome J hope to reape be⸗ 
nefit, neither pet fo pzayſe them, but that J think them 
women: there is noſwo2d made of ſtæle but hath pꝛon, 
no fire made of of wod but hath ſmoake no wine made of 
grapes but hath l&ſc,no woman created of fleſh but hath 
faultes: And if J loue them Philautus,they deſerue it. 
But if græueth not the Philautus that they be'fayN, 
but that they are chaſt,ncither doſt thou like me p wozſe 
fo2 commending their beautie,but thinkeſt they wil not 
loue thee well, bicauſe ſo vertuous, where-in thou fol⸗ 
loweſt thoſe , who better eſteeme the ſight of the Roſe, 
then the ſauour, p2eferring fapꝛe werdes befoze nod 
hearbes, chuſing rather to weare a painted flower in 
their Boſomes , then to haue a wholſome rote in their 
bꝛoathes, which reſembleth p faſhion of pour maidens in 
Italy, who bupe that fo2 the beſt cloth that will weare 
whiteſt, not that will laſt longeſt There is no moze 
pꝛaiſe to be ginen to a faire face then to a falſe glaſſe, foꝛ 
as the one flattereth vs with a vaine ſhaddow,to make 
vs pꝛoude in our owne coceiptes , the other f@veth vs 
with an idle hope fo make vs penitſh in our owne cons 
templations .

hat haue J done Philautus, ſince my going from 
Naples to Athens, ſpeake no moꝛe then the truth, vtter 
no leſle, flatter me not to make me better than J am be⸗ 
lye me not to make me wozſe,fozge nothing of mallice, 
conceale nothing fo2 lone : dyd J euer bie any bnſemely 
talke to coꝛrupt youth?tellme where: did J euer deceine 
thole that put nit in truſt? tell me whome : haue J com- 
mitted anye kad woꝛthp either of death o2 defame: thou 
tanſt not recken what: haue J abuſed my ſelfe towards 
my fupcrioꝛs, equalls, oꝛ inferio2s? J thinke thou canſt 
not deuiſe when: But as there is no Moll ſo white but 
the Diar can make blacke, no Apple ſo [wet but a cun- 
ning gratter can chaunge into a Crab: ſo is ther no man 
ſo voyd of crime that a ſpightful tongue cannot make him 
to be thought a caitife,yet commonly it falleth out fo wel 
that the cloth weareth the better being dycd,+ the Apple 
rateth plcaſanter boing grafted,and the innocent is moꝛe 
P.iij. eſteemed 
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eſteemed; and thꝛiueth ſoner being enuied fo2 berfuc, and 
belyed fo2 malltce, Fo2 as he that ſtroke Iaſon, on the tos 
mack,thinking to kil hin,bzake his impoſtume with the

nus chaungs the colour of; Feat;the one having receiucd 
ſuch courſe by Nature, the other ſuch foꝛce by vertue.

Euphues in a great rage departed, not ſuffering Phij- 
lantus to aunſwere one woꝛd, Who ſtod in a maze, after 
the ſpeache of Euphues, but taking courage by Lone, 
went immediatelpe to the place where Camilla was 
dauncinge, and there wyll J leave hym , ina thou⸗ 
land thoughtes, þa:nmering in his heade; and Euphues 
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ſeking. anew chamber, which by goid friends he quickly 
got,and ther fell to his Pater noſter, wher a while J will 
not trouble him in his pzapers x 


Net vou ſhall vnderſtand that F hilautus furthered 
as well vy the oppoꝛtunitie of the time, as the re- 
queſios of tertaine Gentlemen his friends, was entrea- 
ted to make one in a Baſque, which Philautus perteiuing 
to be at the Gentlemans houſe wher Camilla tape, aſſen⸗ 
ted as willingly to goe, as he deſpꝛed to ſpœde, and all 
things deing in a readineſſe, they went with ſpeede: 
where being welcommed they daunced , Philautus tas 
king Camilla by the hand, and as tyme ſeraed, began 
to boꝛd hir on this manner.

Do that J mull eithex beare thoſe things which J would 
not, and ſeme to be taught by none, oꝛ to hold you talke 
which J ſhould not, and run into the ſuſpition of others, 
But certainelp if you knewe how much your talke diſ⸗ 
pleaſeth me, and howe little it ſhoulde pꝛoſite you, you 
would think the time as vainely loſt in beginning your 
talke, as J accompt ouer long, vntill you end it.

Pet goe pou farther, 
thinking to make a great vertue of your little valure, 
ſeeing that lightning may cauſe you wincke, but it ſhall 
not ſtrick you blinde, that a ſtoꝛme may make you ſtrike 
ſaple, but neuer cut the malt, that a hotte ſky2miſh may 
cauſe you to rety2e, but neuer to runne away ; what 
your cunning is JF knowe not, and lpkelp it is pour cou⸗ 
rage is great, pet haue J hearde, that he that hath eſca⸗ 
ped burning with lightning , hath bene ſpoyled with 
thunder, and one that often hath wiſhed dzowning, hath 
bene hanged once fo2 all, and he that (hzinketh from a 
bullette in the maine battaile hath bene ſtriken with a 
byl! in the rerewarde.

Ah Camilla, woulde either J had bene bozne without 
eyes not to ſc thy beautie, oz with-out cares not to 
heare thy witte, the one hath inflamed me with the deſire 
of Venus, the other with the giktes de Dallas, both 
with the fire of loue: Loue, yea loue Philautus, then 
the which nothing canne happen vnto man moze miſe⸗ 
rable. J perceine nowe that the Chariot of the Sunne 
is foꝛ Phocbus, not foz Phaeton, that Bucephalus will 
ſtoupe to none but Alexander, that none can ſounde 
Mercurius pipe but Orpheus, that none ſhail win Ca- 
millas liking but Surius,a Gentleman, J confelle of grea- 
fer birth then J, and pet J dare lap not of better faith, 


It is he Philautus 3̊ wil flexte all the fat from thy brarde, 
7 in⸗ 
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inſomuch as ſhe will diſdapne to loke vppon the, if ſher 
but once thinke vppon him. It is he Philautus, that hath 
wit to trye hir, wealth to allure hir, perſonage to cntice 
hiz,and all things, that either Nature oz Foztune, can 
giue to winne hir. 

Foꝛ as the Phrigian harmony being moned to the Ca- 
lenes, maketh a great noyſe, but being moued to Apollo, 
it is fill and qupet:ſo the loue of Camilla deſired of me, 
moneth J knowe not how many It{co2ds,but pzoued of 
durius, it ts calme and conſenteth. 

It is not the werte flower that Ladpes deſire, but 
the fapze, which maketh them weare that in their heads, 
wꝛought foꝛthe with the Nadle, not brought foꝛthe by 
Nature: And in the lpke manner, they accompt of that 
lone, which Art can coulour, not that the heart doth con⸗ 
feſſe, wherein they imitate 6 Bavdens/as Euphues often 
hath told me) of Athens, who toke moꝛe delyght to ſx a 
freſh and fine colour, then to taſte a ſweete and wholc⸗ 
ſome ſiroppe. 

J but how knoweſt thou that Surius faith is not as 
great as thine, when thou art aſſured thy vertue is no 
leſſe then his: He is wiſe, and that thou ſeeſt, valyaunt, x 
that thou feareſt: rich, and that thou lackeſt: fit to pleaſe 
hir and diſplace thee:and without ſpite be it ſayd, woꝛthy 
to doe the one, and willing to attempt the other. 

Ah Camilla, Camilla, J knowe not whether J ſhould 
mo2c commertd thy beautie oz thy wit, neither can J tel 
whether thy lokes haue wounded me mo2e 02 thy words. 
fo; they both haue wꝛought ſuch an alteration in my 
ſpirits,that ſæing ther ſilent, thy comelyneſſe maketh me 
in a maze,and hearing ther ſpeaking, thy wiledome ma⸗ 
keth me ſtarke madde. 

J, but things aboue thy height, are to be loked at, not 
reached at. J but if J ſhould now ende, J had ben better 
neuer to haue beg, J, but time muſt weare away loue, 
J but time may winne it. Yard ſtones are pearced 9

the ſtonteſt heart mollified by continual! perſ waſions, 
oz true perſeueraunce. 

Ik deſertes can nothing pꝛeuaple, J will pzactiſe de⸗ 
ceipts, and what faith cannot doe, coniuring hall. That 
ſaiſt thou Philautus,canſt thou imagine ſo great miſchief, 
againſt hir thou loucſt:noweſt thou not, that fiſh caught 
with medicines,and women gotten with witchcraft are 
neuer wholeſome? No, no, the Fores wyles, ſhall neuer 
enter into the Lyons head, noz Medeas charmes into 
Philautus heart. J, but J haue heard that extremities are 
to be vſcd, where the meane will not ſerue, and that as 
in loue there is no mcaſure of griefe, ſo there ſhould be 
no ende of guyle, of two miſchiefes the leaſt is to be cho⸗ 
ſen, and therefo2e J thinke it better to popſon hir with 
the ſwerte baite of loue, than to ſpople my ſelfe with the 
bitter ſting of death. 

If ſhe be obſtinate, why ſhould not J be deſperate? if 
ſhe be voyd of pittie, why ſheuld J not be vopd of pictic? 
In the ruling of Empires ther is required as great po- 
lycie as pꝛoweſſe: in gouerning an Eſtate, cloſe crueltie 
both moe god, than open clemencie,fo2 the obteining of 
a kingdome, as wel miſchief as mercy is to be p2actiſcd, 
And then in the winning of my Loue, the verye Image 
of beautie courteſie and wit, ſhall Jleaue any thing vn⸗ 
ſought, vnattempted, vndone? Ye that deſireth riches, 
mult ſtretche the ffring that will not rechen, and 
pꝛactiſe all kindes of getting, Ye that coucteth honour, 
and can-not clymbe by the Ladder, muſt vſe all colours 
of luſtineſſe. He that thirſteth fo2 Kline, mult not care 
how he act it, but where he may get it, noꝛ he that is in 
louc,be curious, what meanes he ought to vſe, hut ready 
to attempt any: F92 lender affection doc 7 thinke that, 
which either p feare of law, oꝛ care of religion, may dis 
miniſh. Fye Vhilautvs, thine own wo2ds condempne thee 


of wickednes: tuch p paſſions I ſaltaine,are neither to 
be 
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be quycted with connſaile,no2 eaſed by reaſon : therſoꝛe 
J am fully reſolued, either by Art to winne hir loue, oz 
by deſpapꝛe to loſe mine owne lyfe, 

I haue heard here in London of an Italian cunning 
in Pathematicke, named Pſellus, of whom in Italy, 4 
haue heard in ſuch caſes can doe much by Pagnicke, and 
will doe all things foz moncy, him will J aſſaye as wel 
with golde as other god tournes, and J think ther ts no- 
thing that can be wꝛought, but ſhall be w2ought fo2 gylt 
02 god will, o: both, 

And in this rage, as one fo2aetting where hie was, 
and whom he loued, he went immediatelpe to ſccke Phi⸗ 
ſicke fo2 that, which onely was to be found by Foꝛtune. 
7 Cere Gentlemen pou may ſœ, into what open ſinnes 
2 heate of Louc d2tucth man, eſpeciallp, wher one 
duing is in deſpayꝛe, either of his owne 1mperfection,oz 
of his Ladies vertues, to be beloued again, which cauſcth 
man to attempt thoſe things, that are contrarpe to his 
owne minde, to Religion, to honecſtie. 

Ulhat greater villany can ther be deuiſed, than to en⸗ 
quire of Soꝛcerers, Douthſayers,Comurers oz learned 
Clearkes,fo2 the enioping of loue. But J will not rcfell 
that here, which ſhall be confuted heercafter, 

Philutus, hath ſone found this Centleman, who con- 
ducting him into his ſtuddic,and demaunding of him the 
cauſe of his comming, Philautus beginneth in this mans 
ner as one p2&«yame to vniolde his lute, 


1 ＋⁴ ſter Pſellusſand Countrep-man) J neither doubte 
Mok pour cunning to ſatiſfic my requeſt, no2 of pour 
wiledome to conceale it, foꝛ Mere either of them wan⸗ 
ting in you, it might turne me to trouble, and your icife 
to ſhane, 

J haue heard of your learning to be great in Pagick, 
and lome- what in Yhiſicke , your experience in both, to 


be exquiſit, which cauſed me to ſeeke to you foz a 
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of a certein grieke, which by your meanes may be eaſed 
oz cls no wayes cured, 

And to the ende ſuch cures maye be w2ought, God 
bath ſtirred vp in all times, Clearks of great vertue,and 
in theſe our dayes men of no (mall credite, among the 
which, J haue hearde no one, moze commended than 
you, which although happely your modeſtie wil deny(foz 
that the greateſt Clearkes,doe commonly diſſemble their 
kowledge)o2 your pꝛeciſenes not graunt it,fo2 that cun- 
ning men are often mv2c daungerous, pet the wozld doth 
well knowit, diuers haue tryed it, and J muſt nerdes 
beleeue it. 

Pſcilus not ſuffering him to raunge, pet deſirous to 
know his arrant,aunſwered him thus. 


Gentlemen and countrey-man as you ſap, 4 J belenc, 
but of 5 herecaftcr:if you haue ſo great confidence in 
my cunning as pou pꝛoteſt, it map be, pour ſtrög imagi⸗ 
nation ſhal woꝛk y in you, which my Art cänot, foz it is 
a pꝛinciple among vs, that a vehement thought is moꝛe 
auapleable, than the vertue of our figures, fozmes , oz 
charecters. As foꝛ keping your counſayle, in things ho- 
neſt, it is no matter, and in caſes vnlawfull J will not 
meddle. And pet if it thꝛeaten no man harme and maye 
do you god, vou ſhal finde my ſecrecie to be great, though 
my ſcience be ſmall, and therefoze ſay on.

Pere is not farre hence a Gentlewoman whome 3 
T baue long time loued of honeſt parents, great ver⸗ 
tue, and ſingular beautie, ſuch a one, as neither by Arte 
J can deſcribe,no2 by ſefũice deſcrue: And yet bicauſe J 
haue heard many ſay, that where cunning mult wozke, 
the whole body mult be coloured, this is hir ſhape, 

She is a Uirgin of the age of eighteene peares, of ſta⸗ 
ture neither to high noꝛ to low, and ſuch was luno : hir 
baire blacke, yet comelye,and ſuch had Lxda : hir eyes 

baſil}, 


Euphnes and his E gland. 61 


hafill, yet bꝛight, and ſuch were the lights of Venus. 
And although my ſkill! in Phiſognomie bee ſmall, 
pet in my iudgement lhe was bo2ne vnder Venus, hir 
foꝛeheade, noſe, lyppes, and chinne fo2zeſhewing (as by 
ſueh rules we gelle) both a deüre to liue, and a god 
ſucceſſe in loue. In complection of pure ſanguine in con⸗ 
dition a right Saint, ſeldome giue to play,often to pꝛap⸗ 
er, the firſt letter of whole name ( foz that alſo is neceſla⸗ 


ry)is Camilla. 


TVs Lady J haue ſcrucd long, and often ſucd bnto, 
inſomuch that J haue melted like war againſt the 
fire, and pet lyucd in the flame with the flye Pyrauſta. 
D Plellus, the toꝛmentes ſuſtained by hir pꝛeſence, the 
ariefes endured by hir abſence , the pyning thoughtes 
in the day, the pinching dꝛeames in the night, the dp- 
ing life, the liuing death, the iealouſie at all times, and 
the diſpaire at this inſtant , can neither be vttered of 
me without flouds of teares, no2 heard of tha with-out 
artefe. 

No ' ſellus, not the toꝛtures of hell are either to 
be compared, oꝛ ſpoken off, in the reſpecee of thy to2- 
mentes: foz what they all had ſenerally , all that and 
moze doe J fœle topntly: Jnſomuch that with Syliphus Þ + 
rolle the ſtone euen to the toppe of the Hill, when it tum⸗ 
bleth both it ſelfe and me into the bottome of hell, pet ne⸗ 
uer ceaſing, J attempt to renew mp labour, which was 
begunne in death, and cannot end in life, 

What d2yer thirſt could Tantalus endure then J, who 
haue almoſt euerp houre the d2inke J dare not taſte, 
t the meate J cannot? Inſomuch that J am tozne vpon 
the whzle with lxion, my lpuer gnawne of the Vul- 
tures and Harpies : yea my ſoule troubled euen with 
the vnſpeakable paines of Megegra, Tifiphone , Alecto, 
which ſecreate ſozrowes although it were moze mete 


to encloſe them in a Labozinth, then to ſette them on a 
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Hill: Yet where the minde is paſt hope, the face is paſf 
ſhame. 

It fareth with me Pſcllus as with the Oſtrich, who 
pꝛicketh none but hir ſeifc, which cauſeth hir to run whe 
ſhe would reſt: oz as it doth with the Pelicanc, who ſtri⸗ 
keth bloud out of hir owne body to doe others god: oz 
with the Nd Culuer , who plucketh off hir fethers in 
winter to kepe others from cold:o2 as with the Stozke, 
who when lhe is leaſt able, carrieth the greateſt burthe, 
Do J pꝛactiſe all thinges that may hurt me to doc hir 
god that neuer regardeth my paynes, ſo farre is ſhe from 
rewarding them. 

Foz as it is impoſſible ſoꝛ the beſt Adamant ts dzaw 
Y20n bnto it if the Diamond be nere it, ſo is it not to be 
loked foꝛ, that J with all my ſeruice, ſuite, deſarts, and 
what els ſoeuer that map dꝛaw a woman, ſhould winne 
Camilla, as long as Surius, a pꝛetious ſtone in hir eyes, 
and an eye ſoꝛe in mine, bee pꝛeſent, who loueth hir 3 
knowe to well, and ſhe him J feare me, better, whiche 
lone will bz&de betweene vs ſuch a deadly Hatred, that 
being deade our bloude cannot be mingled together like 
Florus and Aegithus, and being burnt, the flames ſhall 
part like Polinices and Eteocles, ſuch a moztall enmitie 
is kindled, that nothing can quench it but death:and pet 
death ſhall not ende it. 

What counſell can pou giue me in Aus caſe ? what 
comfo2t? what hope? v 

When Acontius could not perſwade Cydippe fo loue, 
he p2aciſed fraud. When Tarquinius coulde not win Lu- 
cretia by pꝛaper. he vſed fo2ce, 

When the Gods coulde not obtaine their deſires 
by ſuite , they turned them-ſelues into newe ſhapes, 
leauing nothing vndonne , fo2 feare they ſhoulde be vn⸗ 
done, 

The diſcaſe of lone Pſellus , is impatient , the deſire 
cxtreame, whole aſſaultes neither the wiſe can reſiſt 
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by pollicie, noꝛ the valiaunt by ſtrength, 

lulius Cæſar a noble Conquerer in warre , a graue 
Counſaylour in peace, after he had ſubdued Fraunce, 
Germanie, Britaine, Spaine, Italie, Theſlalia, Aegypt,yea, 
entered with no leſſe puiſlaunce then god foztane into 
Armenia, into Pontus, into Africa pelded in his chiefeſt 
victoꝛies to lone Dſellus, as a thing fit foꝛ Cæſar, who cũ⸗ 
quered all thinges ſauing himlelfe, and a deeper wound 
did the ſinal Arrow of Cupid make, then all the ſpeares 
of his-enimics. 

Hanniball not leſſe valiaunt in armes, noz moze 
foztunate in loue, hauing ſpoyled FTicinum, Trebia, Traſ- 
mena and Cannas, ſubmitted himſelfe in Apulia to the 
loue of a woman, whoſe hate was a terrour to al men, 
and became ſo bewitched, that neither the feare of death, 
noꝛ the deſire of glozy,could remoue him from the lappe 
of his loner, 

J omitte Hereul-s , who was conſtrapned to vſe a 
diltaffe foꝛ the deſire of his loue. Leander, who ventured 
to croſſe the Seas fo: Hero, Iphis that hanged him⸗ 
ſelfe , Pyramus that killed himſelke, and infinite moze, 
which could not reſiſt the hot ſkirmiſhes of affection. 

And ſo farre hath this humour crept into the minde, 
that Biblis loued hir bzother, Myrra hir Father , Canace, 
hir nephew: Jnſomuch as there is no reaſon to be giuen 
fo: ſo ſtraungę a griefe, no2 no remedy ſo vnlawkull, but 
is to be ſouſſht fo2 ſo monſtrous a diſeaſe. 

My diſeaſe is ſtraunge, J my ſcife a ſtraunger i my 
ſuite no leſſe ſtraunge then my name, yet leaſt z be te⸗ 
dious in a thing that requireth haſte , giue care to my 
tale. 


haue hearde oftentimes that in Lone there are 
thz&e thinges foz to be vled, if time ſerue, vio⸗ 
tence , if wealth be great , golde, if neceſſitie compell, 
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But of theſe thꝛ but one can fande me in tede, 
the laſt, but not the leaſt, which is able to wozke the 
mindes ok all women like war, when the other can 
ſcarſe winde them like with. Pedicincs there are that 
can bꝛing it to paſſe, 4 men there are that haue ſome by 
potions,ſome by verſes, ſome by dꝛeames all by deceite, 
the cnſamples were tedious to recite, and you know the, 
the meanes J come to learne , and you can gine them, 
which is the oncly cauſe of my comming, and map be the 
occaſion of my pleaſure,and certaincly the way both foz 
pour pꝛaiſe and pꝛofite. 

Whether it be an enchaunted leafe,a verſe of Pythia, 
a figure of Amphion, a Charecter of Oſchanes , an - 
mage of Venus, oz a bzaunch of Sybilla, it ſkilleth not. 

Let it be either the ſerds of Medea, oz the bloude of 
Phillis, let it come by Dꝛacle of Appollo, oz by Pꝛophe⸗ 
cie,of Tyreſias, either by the intrailes of a Goat,oz what 
els ſoeuer J care not,o2 by all theſe in one, to make ſure 
incantation and ſpare not, | 

Ik J winne my loue, you ſhall not loſe pour labour, 
and whether it redound oz no to my greater peril, J wil 
not pet fo2get pour paines. 

Let this potion be of ſuch foꝛce, that ſhe may doat in 
hir deſtre, and J delight in hir diftreſle, 

And if in this caſe vou either reueale my ſuite 02 de⸗ 
nyc it, you ſhall ſone perteiue that Plulautus will dye 
as deſperately in one minuite, as he hath liufo this these 
monethes carefully, t this your ſtudie ſhalbe my graue, 
if by your ſtudy vou eaſe not my gricfe. 

When he had thus ended, he loked ſo ſternly vppon 
P ſellus, that he wiſhed him farther off, pet taking him 
by the hand, and walking into his chamber , this god 
man began thus to aunſwere him, 


Gentleman, if the in warde ſpirite be aunſwerable to 
Ithe out warde ſpeach , oz the thoughts of pour heart 
| agree 
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agreable to the woꝛds of your mouth, vou ſhal bz&de to 
your ſelfe great diſcredit, and to me no ſmall diſquiet. 
Doe you thinke Gentleman, that the minde being crea⸗ 
ted of God, can be ruled by man, oꝛ that anye one canne 
moue the hart but he that made the hart: But ſuch hath 
bene the ſuperſtition of olde women, 1 ſuch the folly of 
young men, that there could be nothing ſo vayne, but the 
one woulde inuent, noꝛ anpe thing ſo ſenteleſſe but the 
other would belue: which then brought pouth into a 
foles par adiſe, and hath now caſt age into an open moc⸗ 
kage. 

Uhat the fo2ce of lone is, J haue knowen, what the 
effects haue bene, I haue heard, pet could J neuer learne 
that euer loue could be wonne, by the vertues of hearbs, 
ſtones oꝛ wo2ds, And though manye there haue bene ſo 
wicked to ſeke ſuch meanes, vet was ther neuer any ſo 
bnhappy to finde them. 

Parrhaſius papnting Hopplitides, could neither make 
him that ran to ſweat, noꝛ the other 5 put off his armour 
to bzeath, adding this as it were foz a note, No farther 
than colouis: meaning that to giue lyſe, was not in his 
Pencill but in the Gods, 

And the lyke may be ſaid of vs, that giue our mindes 
to know the courſe of the Starres, the Plannets, the 
whole Globe of Heauen, the Simples, the Compoundes, 
the bowells of the —.— ſome- thing we may gelle 
by the outward ſhaße, ſome-thing by the Natiuitie : but 
to w2ett the will of man, oꝛ to wꝛeath his hearte to our 
humours it is not in the compaſſe of Arte, but in the po⸗ 
wer of the molt higheſt. 

But foꝛ bicauſe ther haue ben many withont doubt, 
that haue giuen tredite to the vayne illuſions of Witch- 
es 02 the fonde inuentions of idle perſons , J will ſette 
downe ſuch reaſons as J haue heard and you wil laugh 
at, ſo J hope J ſhall both ſatiſffe your minde, and make 
rou a lyttle merry,foz me thinketh there is nothing that 
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tan mo2e delyght, then to heare the thinges which ham 
no waygyte, to bee thought to haue wzeughte won⸗ 
ders. 

Ik you take Pepper, the ſeede of a Nettle, anda lpt⸗ 
tle quantitie of Pyretum, beaten oz pounded altogether, 
and put into Wine of two yeares olde, whenſoeuer you 
dꝛinke to Camilla, if ſhe loue you not, pou loſe pour la- 
bour. The calf is ſmall, but if your beliefe be conſtant, 
you winne the goale,fo2 this Receipt, ſtandeth in a ſtrög 
tonceipt. | 

Egges and Yonny blended with the Nuts of a Pine 
tree, and lapd to your left ſide, is of as great fozce when 
you loke vppon Camilla to bewitche the minde, as the 
Quinteſſence of Stockfiſh, is to nouriſh the body, 

An hearbe there is,called Anacamforitis, a ſtraunge 
name and doubtleſſe of a ſtraunge nature, foꝛ whoſocuer 
toucheth it,falleth in loue, with the perſon ſhe next ſ&th, 
It groweth not in England, but here you ſhal haue that 
which is not halle ſo god, that will doe as much god, and 
pet truly no mo2e, 

The Hearbe Cariſium, moyſtened with the bloud of a 
Lyſard,and hanged about your necke, will canſe Canulla 
(fo2 hir you loue belt )to dꝛeame of pour ſeruites, ſuites, 
deſires, deſertes, and whatſoruer you would with hir to 
thinke of pou, but bœeing wakened, ſhe ſhall not remem⸗ 
ber what ſhe dꝛeamed off, And this Yearh is to be found 
in a Lake nere Boctia,of which water who ſo dzinketh 
ſhall ve caught in loue, but neuer finde the Hearb: And 
if he d2inke not, the Yearbe is of no fozce. 

There is in the Frogs ſide,a bone called Apocycon, 
and in the head of a young Colte, abounch named Hip- 
pomanes, both ſo effecuall foꝛ the obtaining of loue, that 
who lo getteth either of them, ſhall winne anye that are 
willyng, but ſo iniurioullp both craft and Nature dealt 
with young Gentlemen, that ſerke to gayne god will by 
theſe meanes, that the one is licked off befoze it can ber 
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retten, the other bꝛeaketh, as ſone as it is touched. And 
yet vnleſſe Hippomanes be lycked, it cannot wozke, and 
except Apocycon be ſound it is nothing worth. 

J omit the Thiſtle Eryng1um,the Hearbes Catanenci 
and P r his Charito blæpheron, and Orpheus 
Staphilinus, all of ſuch vertue in caſes of Loue, that if 
Camilla ſhould but taſte anpe one of them in hir mouth, 
ſhe would neuer let it goe downe hir thꝛoate, leaſte ſhe 
ſhould be poyſoned,fo2 well you know Gentleman, that 
Loue is a Poyſfon, and therefoze by Poyſon it muſt bee 
maintained, 

But J will not fozget as it were the Pethꝛidate of 
the Magitians, the beaſt Hiena, of whom there is no part 
ſo (mall oꝛ ſo vyle, but it ſerueth fo2 their purpoſe: An⸗ 
ſomuch that they accompt Hiena their God that can doe 
all, and their Diuel that will doe all. 

It you take ſeauen hapꝛes of Hienas lippes and carry 
them ſire dapes in your teeth, oꝛ a pace of hir ſkinne next 
your bare heart, oꝛ hir bellye girded to pour lefte ſide, if 
Camilla ſuffer you not to obtaine your purpoſe, cer⸗ 
teinelye ſhe can-not chule but thanke you foz pour 
papnes. a 

And if you want medicines to winne women, J haue 
yet moze,the lungs of a Vultur, the aſhes of Stel lio, the 
left None of a Cocke, the tongue of a Gwſe, the bꝛayne of 
a Cat, the lalt haire of a Wolues taple, things caſte to be 
had, and comfionly p2actiſcd, ſo that J would not haue 
thee ſtande in doubt of thy loue , when either a young 
Swallowe famiſhcd, o2 the ſhzowding ſhete of a deere 
friende , o2 a waren Taper, that burnt at his fete, 
oz the inchaunted Needle that Medea hidde in Jaſons 
ſleue, are able not onely to make them deſire loue, but al⸗ 
ſo dye fo2 loue. 

How do you nol feele your ſelfe Philaateos? It the leaſt 
of theſe charmes be not ſufficient foꝛ thee. all exoꝛciſmes; 
and coniurations in the wozld will not ſerne ther. 
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Pou ſ& Gentleman, into what blinde and groſe er- 
rours in oide time we were ledde, thinking enerye olde 
wines tale to hea truth, and euery merry wo2d a verpe 
witchcraft.Uhen the Aegyptians fell from their God to 
their Pꝛieſtes of Memphis, and the Grecians from their 
Mozall queſtions, to their diſputations of Pyrrhus, and 
the Romaines from Religion, to polpcie: than began all 
ſuperſtition to bꝛede, and all impietie to blome, and to bg 
ſo great, they haue both growen, that the one being then 
an Infant is now an Elephant, ; the other being then a 
Twigge, is now a Tre. 

They inuented as many inthauntments foz loue, as 
they did foz the Toth- ache, but he that hath tryed both 
will ſay,that the beſt charme foꝛ a toth is to pull it out, 
and the beſt remedy fo2 loue, to weare it out. Ik incan⸗ 
tations,o2 potions, oꝛ amoꝛous ſayings coulde haue pꝛe⸗ 
uailed, Circes would neuer haue loſt Vliſles,noz Phædra 
Hippolitus,noz Phillis Demophoon, If Coniurations, 
Charccers,Circles, Figures, Fiends, oz Furies; might 
haue wꝛought any thing in loue, Medea, would not haue 
ſuffered Iaſon to alter his minde. 

If the ſirrops of Micaonias,o2 the Uerſes of Aeneas, 
oꝛ the Satiten of Dipſas, wer of foꝛce to moue the minde, 
they all thꝛee woulde not haue bene martired with the 
tozments of loue, ; 

No,no Philautus,thou maiſt wel poyſag Camilla with 
ſuch dꝛugges but neuer perſwade hir: F02 J confefle, 
that ſuch hearbes map alter the bodye from ſtrength to 
weakenefle, but to thinke that they can moue the minde 
from vertue to vice; from chaſtitye to luſte, 3 am not ſo 
ſimple to belene,ncither would J haue ther ſo ſinfnll as 
to doe if, 

Lucilla miniſtring an amoꝛous potion vnto hir huſ- 
dand F gaocnred his death, whoſe lyfe the onelys 
deſired. | 
Ariſtotle noteth one, that being inflamed with the 
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peautie of a faire Ladie, thought by medicine to pꝛocure 
his bliſſe,and wꝛought in the end hir baine: So was Ca- 
ligula Claine of Cęſonia, and Lucius Lucullus of Caliſtine, 

Perſwade thy ſelfe Philautus,that to vſe Herbs to win 
loue will weaken the bodie, and to thinke that herbs can 
further,doth hurt the Soule:foꝛ as great fo2ce haue they 
in ſuch caſes as noble men thought the to haue in p old 
time. Achimenus the herbe was of ſuch foꝛce, that it was 
thought ik it wer thꝛowen into the battaile, it wold make 
al the ſoldiers tremble: but wher was it when the Hum- 
bri and I eatoni were criled by warre, where grew A- 
chiminis, one of whoſe leaues would haue laued a thous 
ſand lpues. 

The kinges of Perſia gaue their ſouldiers the Plant 
Latace, which who ſo had, ſhoulde haue plentie of meate 
and monep, and men and all thinges : but why dyd the 
ſouldicrs of Ceſar endure ſuch famine in Pharlalia, i one 
herbe might haue caſed ſo many hearts, 

Where is Balis that luba ſo commendeth, the which 
could, call the dead to life, and yet he himſelke dyed. 

De nocritus made a conkection, that who ſocuer dꝛank 
it ſho . lo haue a faire, a foꝛtunate, and a god child. Why 
dyd not the Perſian Kings (will this Nectar, hauing ſuch 
defoꝛ med and vnhappy iſſue? 

Cato was of that minde, that tho enchaunted words 


could hcale the epe-ſight: and Varro, that a verſe of Sy- 


billa could gaſe the goute, yet the one was faine to vic 
running waters, which was but a cold medicine, the other 
pacience, which was but a d2y plaiſter. 

J would not haue the think Philautus that louc is to 
be obtained by ſuch meanes, but onely by Faith, Uertue, 
and Conſtancie. 

P hilip King of Macedon taſting his eye vpon a faire 
Uirgin became enamoured, which Olympias his wyfe 
perceiuing, thought him to be enchaunted, and cauſed one 
of hir ſeruaunts to bzing the 2 vnto hir, whom 
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ſhe thought to th2uſt both to exile and ſhame: but views 
ing hir faire face withont dlemiſh, hir chaſt eyes without 
glauncing, hir modeſt countenaunce, hir ſober x womanly 
behauiour, finding alſo hir vertues to be no leſſe then hir 
beantie,ſhe laide in my ſelfe ther are charmes, meaning 
that ther was no greater enchantment in lone then tems 
peraunce, wiſedome, beautie and chaſtitie. Fond therfo2e 
is the opinion of thoſe that thinke the minde to be tyed to 
Magicke, and the pꝛadiſe of thoſe filthy, that ſeke thoſe 
meanes. 

Loue dwelleth in the minde, in the will, ein p harts, 
which neither Conturer can alter, noꝛ Phiſicke, Foz as 
credible it is, that Cupid ſhoteth his Arrow and hitteth 
the heart, as that hearbes haue the fozce to bewitch the 
heart, only this difference ther is, that the one was a fic⸗ 
tion of Poetrie, the other of ſuperſtition. The will is plas 
ced in the Soule, and who can enter there, but her that 
created the ſoule: 

No no Gentleman, whatſoener pon haue heard touch⸗ 
ing this, belceue nothing: fo they in mine opinion which 
imagine that the minde is either by incantation 0+ ca- 
tation to be ruled, are as farre from trueth, as the Caſt 
from the Wleſt,and as neere impietie againſt god, as they 
are to ſhame among men, and ſo contrary is it to the pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion of a Chꝛiſtian, as Paganiſme. 

Suffer not pour ſelf to be lead with that vyle conceit, 
pꝛactiſe in your loue all kind of lopaltie. Be. ot mute, 
noꝛ full of bable, be ſober, but auopde ſollenncile, vſe no 
kinde of rpot, either by banqueting, which pꝛocureth ſur⸗ 
feits, noꝛ in attyꝛe, which haſteth beggarp. 

If you think wel of pour witte, be alwapes pleaſant, 
if ill be often ſilent: in the one thy talke ſhall pꝛoue thee 
ſharpe, in the other thy modeſtie, wiſe. 

All Fiche are not caught with Flpes, all woemen 
are not allured with perſonage . Frame Letters, Dit- 
ties, Muſicke, and all meanes that honcſtte may allow: 
Foz 
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Fo2 he woeth well, that meaneth no ill, and he ſpcedeth 
ſoner that ſpeaketh what he ſhould, then he that vttcreth 
what he will, Weleeue me Philautus J am nowe olde, yet 
haue J in my head a loue toth , 4 in my minde there ig 
nothing v mo2e pearceth the heart of a beautifull Lady, 
then w2yting, where thou mayelt ſo {et downe thy paſſi⸗ 
ons and hir perfection , as ſhe all haue cauſe to thinke 
well of the, and better of hir ſelfe:but pet ſo warily, as 
neyther thou ſeeme to pꝛaiſe hir td much , oꝛ debaſe thy 
ſeife to lowlye: foꝛ if thou flatter them without meane, 
they loath, 2 if thou make of thy ſelfe aboue reaſon, they 
laugh at it, temper thy woꝛdes ſo well, and place cucry 
ſentence ſo wiſely, as it may be harde fo2 hir to iudge, 
whether thy louc be mo:e faithfull , oz hir beautie ami⸗ 
able. 

Lions fawne when they are clawed, Tygers ſtoupe 
when they are tickled, Bucephalus lyeth downe when he 
is curryed, women yeld when they are courted, 

This is the poyſon Philautus,the enchauntment, the 
potions that creepeth by leight into y mind of a woman, 
and catcheth hir by aſſurance, better then ß fond deuices 
of olde dꝛeames, as an Apple with an Auie Marie, oꝛ a 
haſill wand of a yeare old croſſed with ſir Tharaco2s,c2 
the picture of Venus in Airgin Taxe, oz the Image of 


Camilla, vppon a Poulwarpes ſkinne. 


It is not once mencioned in the Engliſh Court, no: 
fo much gs thought of in any ones conſcience, that Lone 
tan be p2ocured by ſuch meanes , oz that any can ima- 
gine ſuch miſchiefe, and yet J feare me it is to commen 
in our Countrey, whereby they incurre hate of cuery one 


dand loue of none. 


Touching my cunning in any vile deuices of Magick, 
it was neuer my ſtudie, only ſome delyght, J toke in the 
Mathematickes, which made me knowne of moze then J 
would, and of moze then think wel of me, although J ne- 
ner did hart any,noz hindzed. 
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But be thou quiet Philautus,+ vbſe thoſe meanes that 
may winne thy loue not thoſe that inay ſhozten hir lpfe, 
and if J can any wayes ſtand thee in ſtede,vſe me as thy 
poꝛe friend and countrepman, harme J wil do thee none, 
god J cannot, My acquaintaunce in court is ſmall, and 
therefoze my dealings abo ut the Courte ſhail be fewe, 
fo2 J loue to ſtand alofe from loue, and lightning. Fire 
giueth light to things farre off, and burneth that which 
is next to 1f, The court ſhineth to me that come not ther, 
but ſingeth thoſe that dwell there. Dnely my counſayle 
vſe,that is in w2iting,+ me thou ſhalt unde ſecreate, wi⸗ 
ſhing the alwapes fo2tunate,and if thou make me par⸗ 
taker of thy ſucceſſe, it ſhal not turne to thy arief,but as 
much as in me lyeth,J will further thee, 

When he had finiſhed his diſcourſe , Philautus lyked 
very well of it, and thus replyed, 


Pl 
Ell P ſellus,thou haſt wꝛought 5 in me, which thou 
wiſheſt, foꝛ if the baites that are lapde fo2 beautie be 
ſo ridiculous, I think it of as great effect in loue, to vie a 
Paiſter, as a Potion. 

J nowe vtterly diſſent from thoſe that imagine Ma⸗ 
gicke to be the meanes r conſent with ther, that thinkeſt 
letters to be, which J wilt vſe,+ how J (pede J will tell 
ther, in þ meanc ſeaſon pardon me, if J vle no longer an⸗ 


ſwere,foz wel you know, that he ÿ hath the fit of an Ague 


vpon him, hath no luſt to talke but to tumble, and loue 
pinching me J haue moꝛe deſire to chew vpon melancho⸗ 
lp, then to diſpute vppon Bagicke , but hereafter 3 will 
make repaire vnto vou, x what J now giue you in thanks, 
J will then requite with amends, 

Thus theſe two countreymen parted with certeyne 
Italian embꝛacings and termes of curteſie, moꝛe the com 
mon, Philautus we ſhall finde in his lodging, Pſellus we 
will leaue in his ſtudie, the one muſing of his lone, the 
other of bis learning, 

Here 
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. Eere Gentlewomen you map ſe, hob tuſtly men ſake 
to entrap you, when ſco2nfully you goe about to reien 
them, thinking it not vnlawfull to vſe Arte, when they 
perceiue you obſtinate, their dealings J will not allow, 
neither can J ercuſe pours, and pet what ſhould be the 
cauſe of both, I can geſſe. 

When Phydias firſt painted they vſed no colours, but 
blacke, white, redde, and peolowe: Zeuxis added gruene, 
and euery one inuented a newe ſhadowing. At the laſt, it 
came to this paſſe, he in painting deſerued molk pꝛaiſe, 
that could ſette downe moſt colours: wherby there was 
moꝛe contention kindeled about the colour, then p coun⸗ 
terfaite, and greater emulation fo2 varietie in ſhew, then 
woꝛkmanſhip in ſubſtaunce. 

In p like manner hath it fallen out in Loue, whe A- 
dam woed there was no pollicie, but plain dealing, no co⸗ 
lours but black 4 white, Affection was meaſured by faith 
not by fancie:he was not curious, noꝛ Eue cruel:he was 
not enamoꝛed of hir beautie, noꝛ ſhe allured with his per⸗ 
ſonage : and pet then was ſhe the faireſt woman in the 
wo2ld,+ he the pꝛopereſt man. Since that time eucry los 
uer hath put to a lynke,+ made of a Ning, a Chaine, and 
an odde Coꝛner, and framed of a playne Alley, a croked 
knot,and of Venus Temple, Dedalus Labozynth . One 
. curleth his haire , thinking loue to be moued with faire 
l3ckes,an other lapeth all his lpuing vpon his back, iud⸗ 
ging that women are weddedto bꝛauerp, ſome ble diſcours 
ſes of Loue, to kindle affection,ſome ditties to allure the 
minde, ſome letters to ſtirre the appetite, diuers fighting 
to pꝛoue their manhode,ſund2y ſighting to ſhew their ma⸗ 
ladies, many attempt with ſhowes to pleaſe their Ladies 
eyes, not few with Buſicke to entice the care: Inſomuch 
that there is moꝛe ſtrife now, who ſhall be the fineſt Los 
uer, then who is the faithfullcft. 

This cauſeth you Gentlewomen , to picke out thoſe 
that can court you,not thoſe that lone pou, and he is ac⸗ 
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compted the beſt in your tonceits, that vſeth moſt colours, 
not that ſheweth greateſt courteſie. 

A plapne tale of Faith ye laugh at, a picked diſcourſe 
of fancie,you meruaple at,condemning the ſimplicitie of 
tructh,and p2eferring the ſingularitie of deceipt, wherin 
you reſemble tho's fithes ᷣ rather ſwallow a faire baite 
with a ſharpe hoke, then a koule wozme bꝛerding in the 
mudde. 

Heereoff it commeth, that true louers receiuing a flout 
ko; their faith, x a mocke foz their god meaning, are en⸗ 
fo2ced to ſceke ſuch meanes as might compel you, which 
you knowing impoſſible, maketh you the moze diſdainful 
and them the mo2e deſperate. This then is my counſell, 
that you vle your louers like friends, and chulſs them by 
their faith.not by the ſhewe, but by the ſounde, neither by 
the waight, but by the touche, as pou doe golde : (a ſhall 
vou be pꝛaiſed, as much fo2 vertue as beautie. But return 
we againe to Philautus, who thus began to debate with | 
himſelke. 


Mö haſt thou done Philautus, in ſeking to wound 
hir, that thou deſireſt to winne? | 
Uuith what face canſt thou loke on hir, whom thou 
ſoughteſt to loſe? Fye, fye P hilautus, thou bꝛingeſt thy 
god name into queſtion, and hir lyfe into hazard, hauing 
neither care of thine owne credit, noꝛ hir honour. Js this 
the loue thou pꝛetendeſt which is wozſe then hate? Didit 
not thou ſœke to poyſon hir, that neuer pinched thee? 
But why doe J recount thoſe thinges which are paſk, 
and J repent, J am now to conſider what J mult do, not 
what J would haue done: Follies paſt, ſhall be wozn out 
with faith to come, and my death ſhall ſhew my deſire. 
Write Philautus, what ſapſt thou: wꝛite, no, no, thy rude - 
ſtile wil bew2ay thy meane eſtate, ano thy raſh attempt, 
wil purchaſe thine ouerthꝛow. Venus delighteth to heare 
none but Mercury, Pallas wil be ſtoln of none but Vliſles, 
it 
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it muſt be a ſ\moth tongue, and a ſweet tale that can en⸗ 
chaunt Veſta, 

ſe Beſides that, J dare not truſt a meſſenger to cary it, no: 
hir to read it, leaſt in ſhewing my letter, the diſcloſe my 
n lone,and then ſhall J be pointed at of thoſe that hate me, 
4 and pitted of thoſe that like me, of hir ſcoꝛned, ot al talked 
? off, No Philautus, be not thou the bye woꝛde of the com⸗ 
mon pcople,rather ſuffer death by ſtlence,then deriſion by 
wziting, 

J, but it is better to reueale thy loue, then conceale it, 
thou knoweſt not what bitter poyſõ lyeth in ſwat wo2ds, 
remember P ſellus, who by experience hath tryed, that in 
loue one letter is of moꝛe foꝛce then a thouſand lokes, If 
they like wzitings, they read them okten, ik diſlpke them, 
runne them ouer once, and this is certeine, that ſhe that 
readeth ſuch toyes, will alſo aunſwere them Onelp this 
be ſecret in conueyaunce, which is the thing they chiefliclt 
deſire. Then wite Philautus wate, he that fearcth every 
buſh, muſt neuer goc a birding, he that caſteth al doubts, 
ſhall neuer be reſolued in any thing, And this allure thy 
ſelfe, that be thy letter neuer ſo rude and barbarous, ſhe | 
will read it, and be it neuer ſo louing ſhe will not ſhew 
it, which were a thing contrary to hir honour,t the nerf 
way to ca! hir honeſtie into queſtion. Fo2 thou haſt heard, 
yea and thy ſelfe knoweſt, that Ladies that vaunt of their 
Loucrs, oz ſhewe their letters, are accompted in Italy 
counterfaito, and in England they are not thought curs 
rant. 

Thus Philautus determined, hab, nab, to ſend his let⸗ 
ters, llattering himſcif with the ſucceſſe, which he to him 
ſelfe faigned : and after long muſing, he thus began to 
frame the miniſter of his loue.

waiting fo liue with ſhame : But ſo ſweet is the deſire of 
lpfe, and ſo ſharpe are the paſſions of loue, that J am ens 
fo2ced to pꝛeferre an vnſemely ſute, befoꝛe an vntimely 
death. Loth J haue ben to ſpeake, and in diſpaire to ſpeed, 
the one pꝛoceeding of mine owne cowardiſe, the other of 
thy crueltie. If thou enquire my name, J am the ſame 
Philautus, which foz thy ſake of late came diſguiſed in a 
Maſke, pleading cuſtome fo2 a pꝛiuiledge, and curteſie fog 
a pardon , The ſame Philautus which then in ſecrette 
tearmes coloured his loue, and nowe with bitter teares 
bewꝛapes it. If thou nothing eſteeme the bzyniſh water 
that falleth from mine eyes, J would thou couldeſt ſe the 
warme bloud that dꝛoppeth from my hart. Oktentimes 3 
haue bene in thy company, where caſilye thou mighteſt 
haue percctued mp wanne chekes, my hollow eyes, my 
ſcalding ſighes, my trembling tongue: to fozeſhew that 
then, which J confeſſe now. Then conſider with thy ſclfe 
Camilla, the plight J am in by deſire, and the perill J am 
lyke to fall into by deniall. 

To recount the ſoꝛrowes J ſuſtaine, oz the ſer ice A 
haue vowed, would rather bꝛede in the an admiration, 
then a beliefe:only this J adde foz the time, which bend 
ſhal trie fo2 a truth, that if thy aunſwere be ſharp, my life 
wil be ſhoꝛt, ſo farre loue hath wzought in my pining # 
almoſt conſumed bodp, that thou only mayſt bꝛeath into 
me a new lpfe, oꝛ bereaue me of the olde. ö 

Thou art to weigh, not howe long J hauf loued ther, 
but how faithfullp, neither to examine the woꝛzthines of 
my perſon, but the extremitie of my pallions: ſo p2efer- 
ring my deſerts befoze the length of time, and my diſeaſe, 
befoze the greatnes of my birth, thou wilt either peelde 
with equitie, oꝛ deny with reaſon,of both the which al- 
thongh the greateſt be on my ſide,vet y leaſt ſhal not dil⸗ 
lpke me: fo2 that J haue alwaics found in thee a minde 
neither repugnant to right, noꝛ vopd of rcaſon, Ik thou 


wouldeſt but permit me to talke with tha, oꝛ by —_— 
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ſaffer me at large to diſcourſe with the, J doubt not but 
that both the cauſe of my loue would be beleved, and the 
extremitie rewarded, both p2occving of thy beautie and 
vertue, the one able to allure, the other ready to pittie. 
Thou mult thinke that God hath not beſtowed thoſe rare 
niftes vppon thee to kill thoſe that are caught, but to cure 
them. Thoſe that are ſtunge with the Scozpton,are hea⸗ 
led with the Scoꝛ pion, the fire that burneth taketh away 
the heate of the burne, the Spider Phalaugium that pop⸗ 
ſoneth,doth with hir ſkinne make a plaiſter foz popſon, 
and ſhall thy beautie which is of fozce to winne all with 
louc,be of the crueltie to wound any with death! No Ca- 
milla, I take no leſſe delight in thy faire face, then plea⸗ 
ſure in thy god cõditions, aſſuring my ſelf that fo; atfec⸗ 
tion without luſt , thou wilt not render mallice with - 
out cauſe. 

J commit my care fo thy conſideration,erpectiug thy 
letter either as a Culliſe to pzeſerae;02 as a ſwozd'ito de⸗ 
ſttop, either as Antidotum, oz as Aucontum: qt thou de⸗ 
lude me, thou ſhalt not long triumph ouer me lining, and 
ſmall will thy glo2p be when J am dead. And ende.

Fo His letter being copned, he ſtudied how he might cõ⸗ 

uep it, knowing it to be no leſſe perrillous to truſt 
thoſe he knew not in ſo weightie a caſe, then difficult foꝛ 
himſelfe to haue oppoꝛtunitie to deliner it in ſo ſuſpitious 
a company: At the laſt taking out of his cloſette a faire 
Pomgranet, z pulling all the kernetls out of it, he wzap⸗ 
ped his letter in it, cloſing the toppe of it finely , that it 
could not be perceiued, whether nature againe had knit 
it of purpoſe to further him,oz his arte had ouertome na- 
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This Pomgranet he toke, being him meſſenger 
of his Letter, and the maiſter,+ in{inuafing.hinſeife in- 
to the company of the Gentlewomenjamong whom was 
alſo Camilla, he was welcommed, as wel foz that he had 
ben long time ablent, as fo2 that he was as al times plea⸗ 
ſant, much god chmunicatton ther was, touching many 
matters, which here to igſert wer neither conuenient ſe⸗ 
ing it doth not concerne the no2 expedient, ſœiug 
it is nothing to þ delinery Netter. But this 
it fell out in the end, Cannhe fit oi fo2 ſo faire 

loth to require it, 


a Pomgranet,o2 willed to akke if, 
the kodeinely complayned ofa bid iſcalt . wher with ſhe 
many times felt hir ſelf grieued, which was an extreame 
heate in þRomack, which aduantage Philautus marking, 
would not let flip, when it was purpolelp ſpoke, that be 
ſhould not giue them the ſlip, and therkoꝛe as one glad to 
haue ſo conuenient a time to offer both his duetie 4 his 
deuotion, he began thus. | 

Pane heard Camilla, of Phiſitians, that there is no- 

thing either moꝛe comfo2table,o2 moze p2ofitable foz 
the ſtomack oꝛ enflamed liver,then a Pomgranet, which 
if it be true, J am glad that J came in ſo god time with 
a medicine, ſæing you were in ſo il a time ſuppꝛiſed with 
your maladie: and verily this will J ſay, that there is 
not one kernel but is able both to caſe your paine and to 
double pour pleaſure, t with that he gaue it hir,dcſiring 
that as ſhe felt the wozking of the potion, ſo ſhe woulde 
conſider of the Phiſition. 

Camilla with a ſmilingceountenaunce neither ſuſpec- 
ting the craft,noz the conueyer,anſwered him with thele 
thankes. 

A thank you Gentleman, a muth fo pour connſell as 
pour curteſie, and if your cunning be anſwerable to ey⸗ 
ther of them, J wil make you amends fo2 all of them: pet 
J wil not oven ſo faire a fraite as this is, vntil J fœle the 
payne 5 J ſo much feare. As you pleaſe quoth ran 
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pet it enery moꝛning you take one kernel. it is p way to 

pꝛeuent pour diſeaſe, and me thinketh that you ſhould be 

as careful to woꝛk meanes befoꝛe it come, that you haue 
it not, as to vſe meanes to erpell it when pou haue it. 

J am content anſwered Canulla, to try pour phiſicke, 
which as J knew it can do me no great harme, ſo it may 
doe me much god, 

In truth ſaid one of the Gentlewomen then pꝛeſent, 
Fperceiue this Gentleman is not onely cunning in Phi⸗ 
ſicke, but alſa very carefult foz his Patient. 

It behaueth quath Plnlautus, that he that miniſtreth 
to a Ladp, be as deſirous of hir health, as his own credite, 
foz that ther redoundeth moꝛe pꝛayſe to the Phiſitiõ that 
hath a care to his charge, then to him that dath onlpe a 
ſhew of his art. And J truſt Camilla wil better accept of 
the god will J haue to rid hir of hir diſeaſe , then the 
gift, which muſt; wozke the effec. 

Dtherwiſe quoth Camilla, J were very much to blame, 
knowing that in many the behamonr of the man, hath 
wꝛought moꝛe then yp foꝛce of the medicine. Fo2 JF would 
alwayes haue my Phiſition of a cherefull countenaunce, 
pleaſantly conceipted,+ well pzopozttoned,that he might 
haue his ſharpe Potions mixed with ſwete connſaile, £ 
his ſower dꝛuggs mittigated with merry diſcourſes, And 
this is the cauſe,that in old time, they painted the God 
of Phiſtcke,not. like Saturne but Acſculapius : of a god 

complection, Fine witte,and. excellent conſtitution, 

Foz this J knowe by experience, thongh J be but 
young to learne, and haue not often bene ſick , that the 
light of a pleaſant and quicke witted Phiſitian , hath re⸗ 
money that from my heart with talke, that he could nof 
with all his Triacle. 

That might well be,anſwered Philautus, foꝛ the man 
that wꝛought the cure, did perchaunce cauſe the diſcaſe, 
and{@ſecreate night the griefe be, that none coulde heale 
you, but be that haute you,neither was your heart to be 
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eaſed by and inwarde potton,but by ſome outward pers 
ſuaſion:and then it is no meruaile if the miniſtring of a 
fewe wozds, were moꝛe auayleable then Methzidate. 

Wel Gentleman ſaive Camilla, J. wil neither diſpute 
in Phiſicke, wherin-J haue no ſkil, neither anſwere you, 
to pour ſaſt ſurnule, which you ſæme to leuel at, but than; 
king you once againe both foz pour gift 4 god will, wer 
will ve other communication, not foꝛgetting toaſke foz 
your friend Euphues, who hath not long time bene, wher 
he might haue bene welcommed at al times, and that ha 
came not with you at this time, we both nnen 
would faine know. 

This queſtion ſo earneſtly aſked of Camilla , and fo 
hardlye to be aunſwered of Philautus, nipped him in the 
head, not withſtanding leaſt he ſhold ſæme by long ſilence 
to incurre ſome ſuſpition, he thought a bad excuſe better 
then none at al, ſaping that Euphues now a dayes became 
ſo ſtudious (02 as he tearmed it, ſuperſticious) that he 
could not himſelfe ſo much, as haue his company, 

Belike quoth Camilla, he hath either eſpied ſome newe 
fanltes in the women of England, whereby he ſeketh to 
abſent himſelfe,o2 ſome old haunt that will cauſe him fo 

ſpople himſelfe. 

Not ſo ſaid Philautus, and pet that it was ſaide fo 3 
will tell him. 

Thus after much conference,many queſtions,e long 
time ſpent Philautus toke his leave , and being in his 
chamber, we wil there leave him with ſach cogitations, 
as they commonly haue, that either attende the ſentencs 
of life o2 death at the-bir;02 the aunſwere of hope oz dif 
paire of their loues,which none can ſet down but he that 
hath them, foz that they are not to be vttered by the con⸗ 
iecture of one that would imagine what they thould 7 
but by him that knowdth'wmhad they are. | 

Camilla the next mo ming dponedthe Pomegrbrtze 
raw the letter, which retding/pordoding,9 ae 
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ſell into a thouſand contrarieties, whether it wer beſt to 
anſwere it 02 not, at the laſt, inflamed with a kinde of cho- 
lar,fo2 that ſhe knew not what belonged to the perplexi⸗ 
ties of a Louer, ſhe requited his fraude and loue, with an- 
ger and hate, in theſe termes, oz the lyke, 


To Philautus, 


Did long time debate with my ſelf Philautus, whe⸗ 
Ither it might ſtand with mine honour to ſend the an 
aunſwere,foz comparing my place with thy perſon, me 
thought thy boldnes moze, then either god manners in 
ther would permit, oz J with modeſtie could ſuffer. Vet at 
the laſt, caſting with my ſelf, that p heat of thy lone might 
tleane be razed with p colones of my letter, J thought it 
god to commit an inconuenience, that J might pꝛeuent a 
miſchiefe, chuſing rather to cut thee off ſhozt by rigour, 
then to giue ther any tot of hope by ſilence. Greene ſozes 
are to be dꝛeſſed roughly leaſt they feſter, tettars to ber 
dzawen in the beginning leaſt they ſpꝛead, ring wozmes 
to be anopnted when they firlk appeare, leaſt they copaſſe 
the whole bodp, and the aſſalts of lone to be beaten back 
at the firſt ſiege, leaſt they vndermine at the ſecond. Fire 
is to be quenched in the ſpark, weedes are to be roted in 
the bud, follies in the bloſſome. Thinking this mozning to 
trye thy Phiſicke, J perteiued thy fraud, inſomuch as the 
kernel that-{gould haue coled my ſtomack with moiſtnes 
hath kindeled it with cholar, making a flaming fire, wher 
it found but hot imbers, conuerting like p ſpider aſwet 
floure, into a bitter popſon. I am Plilautus no Italian las 
dy, who commonly are woed with leaſings, # won with 
luſt, entangled with deceipt , and enioyed with delight, 
caught with ſinne, and caſt off with ſhame, 

Foz mine owne parte, J am to young to know the 
paſſians of a louer, and to wile to beleene them, and ſo far 
from ND anp, that I ſuſpea all: not that ther is in 
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euery one a pꝛactiſe to deceiue, but that there wantelh in 
me a capacitie to conceiue. 

Sa&ke not then Philautus to make the tender twig cra- 
kev by Arte, which might haue growen freight by Nas 
ture,Co2ne is not to be gathered in the budde, but in the 
care,no2 fruit tobe pulled from the tree whe it is greene, 
but when it is mellow,no2 Grapes to be cut foz p pꝛeſle, 
when they firſt riſe,but whe they are full ripe:no2 young 
Ladies to be ſued vnto, that are fitter fo: a rod then a hu 
band, and meefer to beare blowes than childꝛen. 

ou mult not thinke of vs, as of thoſe in pour owne 
country,that no ſoner are out of the cradell,but they are 
ſent to the court, and woed ſome-times befoze they are 
weaned, which bꝛingeth both the Nation 4 their names, 
not in queſtion onely of diſhoneſtie, but into oblique. 

This J would haue ther to take fo2 a flat anſwere, that 
A neither meane to loue the,no2 hereafter if thou follow 
thy lute to heare ther. Thy firſt pzaciſe in y Baſque A did 
not allo w, the ſecond by thy w2iting J millike, ik thou af- 
tempt the third means, thou wilt enfoꝛce me to vtter that 
which modeſtie now maketh me to conceale, 

It thy god wil be ſo great as thou telleſt, ſæke to mis 
tigate it by reaſon oz time, I thank the fo2 it, but J can 
not requite it,vnleſſe either thou wert not Philautvs, oz 
I not Camilla, Thus pardoning thy boldnes bpon condi 
tion,and reſting thy friend if thou reſt thy late, Jende.

Tie letter Camilla ſtitched into an Italian Pefracke 
which ſhe had, determining at the nerte comming of 
Philautus to deliuer it,vnder the pzetence of aſking ſome 
queſtion, oꝛ the vnderſtanding of ſome wo2de-P hilautus 
attending hourely þ ſucteſſe of his loue, made his repaire 
atcozding to his accuſtomable vie,and finding the Gens 
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tle warnen fitting in an herboz,ſaluted them curfeonflye, 
not fozgetting to be inquiſitiue how Camilla was eaſed 
by his Pomegranet, which oftentimes aſking of hir, he 
zunſwered him thus. 

In faith Plulautus, it had a faire toat, but a rotten ker⸗ 
nell, which ſo much offended my weake ſtomack, that the 
very light cauſed me to loath it, and the ſent to thzow it 
into the fire, 

J am ſozy quoth Philautus (who ſpake ns leſſe then 
truth / that the medicine could not wozke that, which my 
mide wilhed, and with that ſtode as one in a trauncc, 
which Camilla perceiuing, thought belt to rub no moze on 
that gall,lcaſt the ſtanders by ſhould eſpy wher Philau-

It fell out that they 
turned to fuche a place, as turned them all to a blanke, 
where it was reaſoned, whether loue came at the ſodeine 
viewe of beautic,o2 by long experience of vertue, a long 
diſputation was lyke to enſue , had not Camilla cut it 
off befoze they could iopne iſſue , as one not willing in 
the company of Philautus either to talke of loue,oz think 
of loue, leaſt either he ſhould ſuſpect ſhe had bene woed, 
oz might be wonne, which was not done ſo cloſely, but 
it was perceiued of Y.ulautus, though diſlem bled.

After their repaſt, Surius came in with a great train, 
which lightened Camillas hart, and was a dagger to Phi- 
lautus bꝛeaſt, who taried no longer then he had leaſure to 
take his leaue, either deſirous to read his Ladies anſwer, 
oꝛ not willing to enioy Surius his company, whom alſo 3 
will now fozſake,and followe Philautus, to heare howe 
his minde is quieted with Camillas courteſie. 

Philautus no ſoner entred his chamber,but he read hir 
letter, which wzought ſuch ſkirmiſhes in his minde, that 
he had almoſt foꝛgot reaſon, falling into the olde vain of 
his rage in this manner. 

Ah cruell Camilla and accurſed Philautus, J ſ& nowe 
that it fareth with ther, as it doth w the Hare Sea, which! 
hauing made one aſtonied with hir faire ſight,turneth him 
into a ſfone with hir venemous ſanoz,and with me as it 
doeth with thoſe that view the Baſilike, whoſe eyes pꝛo⸗ 
cure delight to the loker at the firſt glymſe,and death at 
the ſecond glaunte. 

Is this the curteſte of England towards ſtrangers, to 
entreat them ſo deſpightfully? Js my god will not onely 
retected without canſe, but alſo diſdained with- out cons 
lonr? J buf Philautus pzaiſe at thy parting, if ſhe had not 
liked the, ſhe would neuer haue anſwered ther. Uno welt 
thou not, that where they lone much, they dillemble moff, 
that as fayze weather commeth after a fo. “e ſtozme, ſo 
ſwete termes ſucceede ſowꝛe tauntes? 

Allape once againe Philautus by letters fo winne hir 
loue, and follow not the vnkinde hound, who leaueth the 
ſent bicauſe he is rated, oꝛ the baſtarde Spantell, which 
being once rebuked,neuer retriueth his game. Let Atlita 
runne neuer fo ſwiftlye,ſhe will loke backe vpon Hyp- 
pomancs, let Medea be as cruell as a fende to all Gen- 
tlemen, fhee will at the laſt reſpece Iaſon, A deniall at

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led with any foꝛte. But to thy letter, 

Thou ſaiſt greene woundes are to be dꝛeſſed rough⸗ 
ly leaſt they feaſter: certainely thou ſpeakeſt lyke a god 
Chyzurgian,but dealeſt lyke one vnſkilfull , foz making 
a great wounde, thou putteſt in a (mall tent, cutting the 
fleſh that is ſound befoꝛe thou cure the place that is ſoꝛe: 
ſtriking the vepne with a knife , which thou ſhouldeſt 
ſtop with lynt. And ſo haſt thou dꝛawne my tettar , (J 
vle thine owe terme) that in ſeking to ſpople it in my 
thinne, thou haſt ſpꝛead it ouer my body 

Thou addeſt thou art no Italyan Ladp, J aunſwere, 
would thou wert, not that Jwoulde haue the woed, 
as thou ſayſt they are, but that J might winne thee as 
thou nowe art: and pet this J tare ſay , though not to 
excuſe all,o2 to diſgrace the, that ſome there are in Italy 
to wiſe to be caught with leaſings , and tw honeſt to be 
entangled with luſt, and as wary to eſche we ſinne, as 
they are willing to ſaſtaine ſhame , ſo that whatſocucr 
the moſt bee, J woulde not haue the thinke ill of the 
beſt. | 

Thou alleavgeft thy youth , and alloweſt thy wiſes 
dome, the one not apt to knowe the impꝛeſſions of lone, 
the other ſuſpitious not to beleeue them. Truelpe Ca-

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Bat my god Camilla, Jam as vnwilling fo confufg 
any thing thou ſpeakeſt, as J am thou ſhauldeſt vtter it: 
inſomuch as J would ſweare the Crow were white , i?

Py god will is greater then J can expꝛeſſe, and thy 
courteſte leſſe then J deſerue: thy counſaple to expell 
it with time and reaſon , of ſo little fozce , that J haue 
neither the will to vſe the meane, no2 the witte to cons 
ceiue it.

F> Dis letter he thought by no meanes better to bar 
f—conneycd „then in the ſame boke he receiued hirs, 
ſs omitting no time, leaſt the pꝛon ſhoulde cole befozs 
he coulde trike , he pzeſently went to Camilla, whome 
hee founde in gathering of flowers, with diners other 
Ladies and Gentlewomen , which came as well to re⸗ 
create them-ſelues foz pleaſure , as fo viſite Camilla, 

whom they all loned , Philautus ſomewhat boldened by 
acquaintaunce , curteous by nature, and courtlye by 

countenaunce,ſaluted them all with ſuch termes , as he- 
thought mete fo2 ſuch perſonages,not foꝛgetting to call 

Camilla his ſchollar, when ſhe had ſchwled hin: heing hir 

maiſter. a 

One of the Ladies who delighted much in mirth, ſe⸗ 
ing Philautus behold Camilla ſo ſtedfaſtly, ſaid vnto him. 


Gentleman what floure like pon beſt in all this boz- 

der, here be fayꝛe Roſes , (werte Utolcts, fragrant 

pꝛimroſes, here wil be Jillyflonres, Carnations,ſaps in 

wine, werte Johns, and what may either pleaſe mw — 
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light, oꝛ delyght you with ſauour:loth we are you ſhould 
haue a Poſie of all, pet willing to giue you one, not that 
which ſhall loke beſt, but ſuch a one as pou ſhal like beſt. 
Philautus omitting no oppoztunitie, that might either 
manifeſt his affectton,oz commend his wit, aunſwered 
hir thus. 


L of ſo many ſ werte floures to chuſe the beſt, it is 
harde,ſeing they be all ſo god: if J ſhoulde pꝛeferre 
the fayꝛeſt befoze the ſwerteſt, you woulde happel pe ima⸗ 
gine, that either J were ſtopped in the noſe , 02 wanton 
in the eyes: if the lwerteneſſe befoze the beautte „ then 
would pou gelle me either to liue with ſauours, o2 to 
biue no iudgement in colours, but to tell my minde (bps 
pon coꝛreqion be it ſpoken ) of all lowers, J loue a fayze 
wo nan. 

In derde quoth Flauia, (foz ſa was ſhe named) fapze 
women are ſette thicke but they come vppe thinne, and 
when they begin to budde, they are gathered as though 
they were ble wen, of ſuch men as you are Gentleman, 
who thinke grcene Graſſe, will neuer be d2ye Hape, but 
when the flower of they2 youth(being lipped to young) 
ſhall fade befo2e they be olde,then J dare ſay, you would 
chaunge your faire flower foz a werde, and the woman 
pou loued then,fo2 the woꝛzſt Wiolet you refuſe now, 

Lady aunſwered Philautus,it is a ſigne that beautie 
was no niggard of hir ſlippes in this gardeine, and very 
eantous other grounds, ſ&ing here are ſo manye in 
one Plak, as J ſhall neuer finde moze in all Italy, whes 
ther the reaſon be, the heate which killeth them, oz the 
countrey that cannot beare them. As fo2 plucking them 
vp ſone, in that we ſhew the deſire we haue to them, not 
the mallyce, Where you comecture , that men haue no 
reſpec to things when they be olde, J can-not conſent to 
your ſaying, foz well doe they know, that it fareth with 
women as it doth with the Pulbery tres, which the el- 
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der if is, the younger it ſemcth , and therefoze hath i 
growen to a Pꝛouerbe in Italy, when one ſeth a woman 
ſtriken in age to loke amiable, he ſapth the hath eaten: 
Dnake: ſo that J mult of fozce follow mine olde opini 
on, that J laue freſh flowers well, but faire women be 
ter. Flauia would not ſo leaue him, but thus replyed t. 
him. 

Pon are very amo2ous Gentleman, other-wiſe you 
would not take the defence of that thing which moſt men 
contempne,4 women will not confeſſe, Foz wher-as you 
goe about to currey fauour,you make a fault, either in 

2ayſing vs to much, which we accompt in England flats 
terie, oꝛ pleaſing your ſelfe in your owne minde , which 
wiſe men eſteeme as follye, Foꝛ when you endeauour to 
pꝛoue h women þ older they are, ö fairer they loke, pou 
think the either very credulous to beleeue, oz pour talke 
very effectuall to perſwave. But as cunning as pou are 
in pour Pater noſter, J will adde one Article mo2e to 
pour Crede, that is, vou may ſpeake in matters of loue, 
what you wil, but women wil belæeue out what they lift, 
t in extolling their beauties, they gine moꝛe credite to 
their owne glaſſes, than mens gloſes, but yon haue not 
pet aunſwered my requeſt, touching what flower you 
moſt deſire: foꝛ women doe not reſemble flowers, net- 
ther in ſhew noz ſauour. 

Philautus not ſhzinking foz an Apzill ſhower,follows 
ed the chaſe in this manner, | 

Lady, J neither flatter you no2 pleaſe my ſeli?*aithotah 
it pleaſeth you ſo fo coniecture) fo2 J haue alwapes obs 
ſerued this, that to ſtande to much in mine owne con- 
teipt would gaine me but lyttle, and to clawe thoſe , of 
whom J fought foz no benefit, would pꝛoſit me leſſe: pet 
was J neuer ſo il bzonght vp, but 5 J could when time + 
place ſhould ſerue, giue euery one their tuft cõms dation, 
vnleſſe it wer among thoſe p wer wout copariſon:offen- - 
ding in nothing but in this, that being to curious in — 
jung 


longer ſtape, but pulling oat the bake where-in his let 
ter was encloſed he deliuered it to Camilla, taking his 
humble leaue of the Lady Flauia and the reſt of the Gen⸗ 
tlewomen. 

Then he was none there fell much talke of him be- 
twene the Gentle woinen,one commending his wit, an 
other his per ſonage, ſome his fauour, all his god condt- 
tions, inſomuch that ihe Lady Flauia bounde it with an 
othe, that (he thought him both wiſe and honeſt. 

When the company was dilſolucd, Camilla not thins 
king to receiue an aunſwere but a lecnre , went to hir 
Italian boke where the founde the letter of I hilau- 
tus, who without any further adniſe,as one tery much 
offended, oz in a great heate, ſent him this bone to gnaw

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Philautus was inuited to dinner, fo that he coulde nf 
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fre fo2 the bitterneſle, ſo is there no fonde o2 poyſoned 
louer that ſhall enter into my heart whiche is hardned 
like the Adamant,no2 take delight in my wozdes, which 
ſhalbe moꝛe bitter then Gall. 

It fareth with the Vhilautus, as with the dꝛone, 
who hauing loſt his owne wings, ſekes to ſpople the 
Bes of theirs, and thou being clipped of thy libertie, go⸗ 
eſt about to bereaue me of mine not farre differing from 
the natures of Dꝛagons, who fucking bloude out of the 
Elephant, kill him, i with the ſame , popſon themſelues:

C Amilla diſpatched this letter with ſperde, and ſent it 
to Þ hilautus by hir man, whiche Philautus hauing 
read. J commit the plight he was in, to the conſiderati⸗ 
on of you Gentlemen that haue bene in the like: hee tare 
his haire, rent his clothes, and fell from the paſſions of a 
Louer to the panges of phzenſie, but at the laſt calling 
his wittes to him , fozgetting both the charge Camilla 
gaue him and the contents of hir letter, he grated hir 
immediately againe, with an aunſwere by hir owne 
Pellenger in this manner.

ned neuer to w2ite to him, noꝛ after that to ſe him, ſo re- 
ſalute was ſhe in hir opinion. J dare not ſaye obſtinate, 
X. lij. leaſt 
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leaſt you Gentlewomen ſhould take Pepper in the noſe; 
when J put but ſalte in your mouthes. But this J dare 
bololy affirme,that ladies are to be woed with Appelles 
pencill, Orpheus harpe, Mercurics tongue, Adonis beau 
tie, Croſus wealth,o2 els neuer to be wonne: foꝛ their 
brauties being blazed, their cares tickeled , their mindes 
moued, their eyes pleaſed, their appetite ſatiſfied , their 
Coffers filled, when they haue al things they ſhold haue, 
and would haue, then men ncde not to ſtande in doubt, 
of their comming but of their conſtancie.

The anger of friendes is not vnlike vnto the Phiſiti 
ons Cucurbit e which dꝛawing al the infection in þ body 
into one place, doth purge all diſeaſcs, and the iarres of 
friends, rcaping vp all the hidden mallices,o2 ſuſpitions 
o2 follyes that lay lurking in the minde, maketh the knot 
mo2c durable: Foꝛ as the body being purged of melan 
choly wareth light and apt to al labour ſo the minde as 
it were ſcoured of miſtruſt, becommeth fit euer after foz 
bclicke, 
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belefe. But why doe J not confeſſe that which J haue 
tõmitted, oꝛ knowing my ſelf guilty, why vle J to gloſe 
J haue vniuftly my god Euphucs, picked a quarrell az 
gainſt thee, fo2getting the counſell thou giut ſt me, and 
diſpiſing that which J nowe deſire. Wihich as often as 
J call to my minde, J cannot but bluſhe to my felfe fo2 
ſhame,and fall out with my ſelfe foz anger.

I noweam reſolued by the letter, of that whiche 3 
was almoſt perſwaded off, by mine owne coniecture, 
touching Camilla, 

Why Yhilautus , art thou ſo mad without acquain- 
taunce of thy part oz familiaritie of hirs, to attempt a 
thing which will not onely be a diſgrace to the , but als 
ſo a diſcredite to hir? Thinkeſt thou thy ſelfe either woz⸗ 
thy to woe hir, oz ſhe willing to wedde the? cither thou 
able to frame thy tale to hir content, 02 the readie to 
giue care to thy concluſions? 

No, no Philautus, thou art tw young to woe in Eng- 
land, though old ynough to winne in Italy, foꝛ here they 
meaſure moze the man by the qualities of his minde, 
then the pꝛopoꝛtion of his bodye, They are to expert in 
loue, hauing learned in this time of their long peace, e⸗ 
nery w2inckle that is to be ſeene oꝛ imagined, 


It is neither an ill tale well tolde,no2 a god hiſtoꝛye 


made better, neither inuention of new fables,no2 the re⸗ 
citing of old, that can either allure in them an gypetite 
to loue, oꝛ almoſt an attention to heare, f 

It fareth not with them as it doth with thoſe in 1- 
taly, who pꝛeferre a ſharpe wit, befoꝛe ſounde wiſedome, 
oz a p2oper man befoze a perfecte minde: they lpue 
not by ſhaddowes , no2 feede of the Apꝛe, no2 luſt after 
winde. Their loue is not tped to Art, but reaſon , not 
to the pꝛecepts of Ouid, but to the perſwaſions of 
boneſtte, 

But J cannot but meruaile at thy audacitie, that 
thou

thon diddeſt once dare to moue hir to lone, whome J al- 
wapes feared to ſollicite in queſtioning, aſwell doubting 
to be grauelled by hir quick and ready wit,as to be con- 
ſuted, by hir graue and wiſe aunſweres, 

But thou wilt ſay ſhe was of no great birth, of mea⸗ 
ner parentage, than thy ſelfe. J but Philautus, they ber 
moſt noble who are commended moze foz their perfectiõ, 
than their petegrer, and let this ſuffice the, that hir ho⸗ 
nour confiſted in vertue, beautie, wit, not bloud, aunce⸗ 
ſtours antiquitie. But moꝛe of this, at our next meting, 
where J think J ſhall be merry to heare the dilcourſe of 
thy madneſſe, fo: J imagine to my ſelfe,that ſhe handeled 
the very hardly,conſidering both the place ſhe ſerued in, 
and the perſon that ſerued hir. And ſure J am ſhe did not 
hang fo2 thy mowing, 

A Phoenix is no fode fo2 Philautus, that daintic toth 
of thine,niult be pnilcd out, cls wilt thou ſurfette with 
deſire,and that Cagles cyc picked out, els will it be daſe⸗ 
led with delyght. Py counſaple muſk rule thy concsipt, 
leaſt thou confound vs both, 

J will this euening come to thy lodging wher we wil 
conferre, And till then, F commend me to thee, 

' Thane euer to vſc,it 
thou be thine owne,

18 letter was ſo thankfully reteiued of Philautus, 
that he almoſt ran beyonde himſelfe fo2 toye, pꝛe pa- 
ring all things neceſſary, fo2 the enterteinment of his 
friend, who at the houre appointed failed not, 

Yany embzacings there were, much ſtraunge cour⸗ 
teſie, many pꝛettie glaunces, being almoſt foz the time 
but ſtraungers, biauſe of their long abſence. 

But growing to queſtioning one with another, they 
fell to the whole diſcourſe of Philautus lone, who left out 
nothing that befoze J put in, which A mult omit, ge - 
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ſet befoze you Cole-woztes twice ſodden, which wil n 


both offend your eares which J ſeeke to delight, and troy 
ble my hande which J couet to eaſe. 

But this J am ſure, that Euphues concluſion was this 
betweene waking © winking, that our Engliſh Ladies 
and Gentlewomen were ſo cunning in loue, that the ly 
bour wer mozeeaſic in Italy to wed one t bury hir, than 
here to woe one t marry hir. And thus they with long 
talking wared wearie, wher J leaue them, not willyng 
to taltze any longer, but to (iepe their fills til mozning. 

Now Gentlewomen, J appeale in this controgerſie 
to your conſciences, whether there be in you an Arte to 
loue as Euphues thinketh,c2 whether it b2orv in you as it 
doth in me:by ſight, if one be beautiful, by hearing, if one 
be wittie, bp deſerts, if one be courteous, bp deſire, ik om 
be vertuous, which J would not know, to this intent 53 
might be inſtructed how to win any of pou, but to þ end 
J might wonder at you al: oꝛ if ther be in loue an Art, 
the do not meruel to ſv men ᷣ every way are to be be- 
loued, ſo oftentimes to be reieced, But fo ſecret is this 
matter perteining nothing to our ſer, J wil not farther 
enquire of it, left happely in geſſing what Art wome bie 
in lone, I ſhold miniſter an art they neuer befoze knew: 
And lo in thinking to bew2ay the bayt that hath caught 
one, giue them a net to dꝛaw many, putting a ſwozde 
into the hande, where ther is but a ſheath, teaching them 
to ſtrike, that put vs to our tryings by wardins, which 
would doable our peril!, who without Art cannot allure- 
them, and encreaſe their tyꝛannp, who without they toz 
ment, will come to no parley. 

But this J admoniſh you, that as pour owne bcan- 
ties make you not couctons of pour almes towards true 
jouers, ſo other mens flatterie make you not pꝛodigall of 
your honoꝛs towards diſſemblers. Let not them 5 ſpeak 
laireſt be belæued ſoneſt, foꝛ true loue lacketh a tongue, 


and 
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and is tryed by the eyes, which in a heart that meaneth 
well, are as farre from wanton glaunces, as the minde, 
is from idle thoughts. 

And this Arte J will giue pou, which we men doe 
commonly p2actiſe, if you beholde anye one that either 
your courteſie hath allured, oz your beautie, 02 both, 
troumph not oucr him, but the moꝛe earneſt you ſe him, 
the moꝛe readpe be to followe him, and when hee thin- 
keth hum-ſelfe nœreſt, let him be fartheſt off: Then if 
he take that with patience, aſſure pour lelfe he cannot be 
faithle ſſe. 

He that Angleth, plucketh the bapte a wap when her 
is nere a byte, to the ende the fith may be moꝛe cager to 
ſwallowe the hoke, Birdes are trapned with a werte 
tall, but caught with a b2zoad nette: and loucrs come 
with fairc lokes, but are entangled with diſdainefull 
epes, 

The Spaniel that fawneth when he is beaten, wil ne- 
wer foꝛſake his maſter, the man that doateth when he is 
diſdayned, will neuer foꝛgoe his iſtres. 

But to much of this String, which ſolondeth to 
much out of ſquare, and retourne we to Euphues and 
Philautus, 

The nert moꝛning when they were riſcn, they went 
into a gallerie, where Euphues, who perteiued Philaucus 
grienouſly perplcred fo2 the loue of Camilla, began thus 
8 earneſt to talke with him. 


PHilutus,7 haue well nigh all this night bene diſpu⸗ 
ting with my ſelfe of thy diſtreſſe, yet canne I rcſolue 
my lclfe in nothing that either may content me, oz quis 
et ther. 
What mettal art thou made off Phiſautus, that thin- 
keſt of nothing but Loue, and arte rewarded with no- 


thing leile than loue ; Lucilla was to badde, pet diddelt 
thou 
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thou tourt hir, thy ſwete heart nowe in Naples is none 


of the beſt, vet diddeſt thou follow hir, Camilla erceding 
all,wher thou waſt to haue leaſt hope, thou haT woed not 
without great hazard to thy perſon,and griefe to mine, 

J haue peruſed hir letters which in my ſimple indge- 
ment are ſo farre from allowing thy ſuit, that they ſeme 
to loath thy ſeruice, J will not flatter theo in thy follies, 
ſhe is no matche foz thee, no2 thou fo2 hir, the one wan⸗ 
ting lyuing to maintaine a wife, the other birthe to ad- 
naunce an huſband, Surius whom J remember thou did⸗ 
deſt name in thy diſcourſe, J remember in the Court, a 
man of great birth and noble bloud, üngular wit x rare 
perſonage, if he goe about to get credite, I muſe what 
hope thou couldeſt conceiue to haue a god countenance, 
Mell P hilautus to ſet downe pꝛecepts againſt thy Lone, 
will nothing pzenayle, to perſwade the to goe fozward, 
were very perillous,foz J know in the one, loue will re- 
gard no lawes, in the other perſwaſions can purchaſe 
to lyber tie. Thou art to heady to enter in, wher no herd 
can helpe one out. 

Theſeus woulde not goe info the Laborinth without 
a thꝛeede that might ſhew bim the way out, neither any 
wiſe man enter into the croked coꝛners of loue, vnleſſe 
he knew by what meanes he might get out. Loue which 
ſhold cõtinue foz euer ſhold not be begon in an houre, but 
lowly be taken in hande,and by length A time finiſhed: 
reſemblyng Zeuxis that wiſe Painter, whd in things, 
that he would haue laſt long, toke greateſt lee ate. 


J haue not fozgotten ane Piſtres Frauncis, which 


the Ladye Flania gaue the fo2 a Uiolette, and by thy 
diſcription, though ſhe be not equal with Camilla, pet is 
ſhe fitter foꝛ Philautus. If tho humour be ſuch, 5 nothing 
canne feede it but lone, caſt thy mynde on hir, conferre 
the impoſſibilyfic thou haſt to winne Camilla, with the 
lykelyhode thou mayſt haue to enioꝑ thy Apolet: and in

Thy Wolct if ſhe be honeſt is wo2thy of thee, beautifull 
thou ſayelt the is, and therefo2e tw woꝛthy: Voat fre is 
not onely quenched by the clære fountaine,noz loue ones 
ly ſatiſfied by the faire face. Therfoꝛe in this tell me thy 
mynde, y either we may p2oceeve in that matter,oz ſæke 
a new medicine, Philautus thus rcplyed, 


O? my god Euphues,J haue neither the power to fozs 
ſake mine owne Camilla, no2 the heart to deny thy 
counſaile, it is caſie to fall into a nette, but hard to get 
out, Notwithſtanding J will goe againſt the haire in all 
thinges. ſo J may pleaſe the in any thing, O my Camil- 
la. With that Euphucs ſtayed him, ſaying, 


E that hath ſoꝛe eyes muſt not behold the candle,noz 

he that would leaue his loue, fall to the remenibzing 
or his Lady, the one cauſcth the eye to ſmart, ö other the 
heart to bleede: well quoth Philautus,J am content to 
haue the wound ſearched, yet vnwilling to haue it cured, 
but ſithens that ſicke men are not to pꝛeſcribe diots but 
to kepc them. J am ready to take potions, and if wealth 
ſerue, to pay thœ fo2 them, vet one thing makcth me to 
feare that in running after two Bares, Jcatch neither. 
And certeinelp quoth Euphues, F know manp god hun⸗ 
ters that take moze delight to haue the Hare on fate + 
neuer catey it, then to haue no cry + pet kil in the fourme 
whiz» J gelle, there commeth greater delight in the 
hunting, then in the eating. It may be ſaide Uhilantus, 
but J were then very vnfit foꝛ ſuch paſtimes , fo: what 
ſpoꝛt ſoeuer J haue all the day, J louc to haue the game 
in my dich at night. . 

And truely aunſwered Enphues, you are woꝛſe made 
fo: a hound then a hunter, ſoꝛ you marre pour ſent wing 
carre befoze you ſtart your game, which maketh you hat 
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oftentimes counter, whereas if you had kept it p ure, pou 

might ere this tine haue tourned the Hare pou winded, 
and caught the game you courſed, Why then J perceiue 
quoth Ph. iautus, that to talke with Gentle women, touch⸗ 
ing the diſcourſes of louc, to cate with them, to conkerre 
with them, to laugh with them, is as great pleaſure as to 
cnioy the, to the which thou maiſt by ſome fallacie dziue 
me, but ncuer perſwade me: Fo2 then were it as plea- 
ſant to behold fruit, as ta cate them, oz to ſe faire bzead 
as to taſt it. Thou erreſt Phuilautus, ſaid Euphues, it thou 
be not of that mind, foꝛ he that commeth into fine gardfs 
is a3 much recreated to ſmell the flower, as to gather it. 
And many we ſw moe delighted with pigures, then deſi⸗ 
rous to be Painters:the effec of loue is faith, not luſt, 
dclightful conference, not deteſtable concupilcence, which 
beginneth with follp, and endet with repentaunce , Foz 
mine owne part, } wold wiſh nothing, if againe J ſhould 
fall into that vaine, then to haue the company of hir in 
common conference that J belt loued, to heare hir ſober 
talke, hir wiſe aunlweres, to behold hir Harpe capacitie, 
and to be perlwaded of hir conſtancie:and in theſe things 
do we oncly differ from bꝛute beaſtes, who haue no pleas 
ſure but in ſenſuall appctite. You pꝛeach hereſie, quoth 
Philautus, and beſides ſo repugnant to the text you haue 
taken, that Jam moꝛe ready to pul thee out of thy Pul⸗ 
pit, then to belæue thy gloſes. 

J loue the company of women wel. vet to haue them in 
lawfnl Patrimony, 3 like much better, it thy reaſõs ſhold 
go as currant, thẽ were loue no tozmct,foz hardly oth it 
fal out with him, that is denped p ſight + talk of his las 
dy. Hungry ſtomackes are not to be fed with ſayings a⸗ 
gainſt ſurfettings . noꝛ thirſt to be quenched with ſentt⸗ 
ces againſt dꝛunkennes. To loue women #4 neuer cnioy 
them, is as much as to loue wine, neuer taſt it, oꝛ to be 
deltahted W faire apparell, 4 neuer wear it. An idle lone 
is p̃. 2 fit foz bim hath nothing but eares , 5 is ſatiſfied 
to 
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to hear hir ſpeak, not deſirous to haue himſelf ſped, Ahr 
then Euphues, to haue þ picture of his Lady, is as much, 
as to eniop hir p2eſence,+ to read hir letters, of as great 
foꝛte, as to heare hir anſweres: which if it be, np ſuit in 
loue ſhould be as much to the painter to dꝛaw hir with 
an amiable kace, as to my Ladpe to w2ite an amozous 
letter, both which, with little ſuite being obtain: d. J mar 
line with lone, and neuer wet my fte, no2 bꝛeake mp 
lxpes,no2 waſte my money,no2 tozment my minde. 
But this wozketh as much delight in 5. mind of a los 
uer, as the Apples that hang at Tantalus noſe,oz p Riucr 
that runneth cloſe by his chin. And in one word, it wold 
doe me no moꝛe god, to ſw my Lady and not to cmb2acc 
hir, in the heate of my deſire, then to ſee fire and not to 
warme me in the extremitie of my colde. 

No,no Euphues , thou makeſt loue nothing but a con- 
finuall wing if thou barre it of the effect, and then is i: 
inſi ute, ik thou allowe it, and pet foꝛbid it a perpetual! 

arfare, and then is it intollerable. From t! is opinion 
no man ſh ill withdꝛawe me, that the ende of fiſhinge is 

tatching, not angling:ot birding, taking, not whiſtling:okf 
loue, wedding, not wang Other wiſe it is no better then 
banging. Ep'wes ſmpling to ſæ Di. ilautus ſ carneſt, vꝛ-. 
ged him againe, in this manner. 


W A Dy Philautus, what harme wer it in lone, i? ö heart 
Ichoulde veelde his right to the eye, oꝛ the fancic his 
foxe? to the care, J haue read of many, x ſome F know, 
befkwazrc whom ther was as ferucat affection as might 
be, that neuer deſired any thing, but ſweat talke,and con» 
tinuall company at bankets,at plaves,and other aſſem⸗ 


blies as Phrigius 4 P ieria, whoſe cõſtant faith was ſuch, 
that there was neuer wo2d noz thought of any bnclean⸗ 
neſſe. 1 zmalion loued his Juoꝛy image, being enamoꝛed 
only by 3 p ſight,x why ſhuld not p chaſt lou: cf others be 
build d rather in agreeing in heauenly meditations, then 
Aa. ii. tempa- 
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tempoꝛal actions, Belœue me Philautus, if thou knelveff 
what it were to loue, thou wouldeſt be as farre from the 
opinid thou holdeſt, as Jam, Philautus thinking no grea⸗ 
ter abſurditie to be held in the wozld then this, replyed 
bcfo2e the other could ende, as followeth. 


dere kuphues, it the king would reſigne his right 
Its his Legate, tben were it not amiſſe fo2 the heart 
tap elde to the eyes. Thou knoweſt Euphues Þ the eve is 
the meſſenger of loue, not p Pater, that the care is the 
caryer of newes. the heart the diſgeſter Eeſides this ſup⸗ 
poſe one haue neither cares to heare his lady ſpeak, noz 
eyes to ſe hir beautie, ſhall he not therefoze be ſubiec to 
the impꝛeſſion of loue. At thou anſwere no, J can alledge 
diuers, both deafe +4 blinde, that haue beene wounded „ if 
thou graunt it, th confeſſe the heart muſt haue his hope, 
which is nepther leepng noz hearing, and what is the 
third: 
Touching Phrigius and Peria, think them both fwles 
in this, foz he that keeketh a Hen in his houſe to cackle x 
not lap, oꝛ a Cocke to crow and not to treade, is not vn- 
like vnto him p hauing ſowen his wheat neuer reapeth 
it, oꝛ reaping it neuer thꝛeſheth it faking moꝛe pleaſure 
to ſœ faire cone then to eat fine bꝛead: P igmalion mas 
keth againſt this, foz Venus ſeeing him ſo earneſtly to 
loue, æ ſo cffectually to pzay, graunted him his requeſte, 
which had he not by impoztunate ſuite obtained, J doubt 
not but he would rather haue hewed hir in paces th hos 
noured hir with paſſions,and ſet hir vp in ſome TTinple 
foꝛ an image, not kept hir in his houſe fo2 a wife, Be 5 
deſireth onlp to talke 4 view without any further ſuite, 
is not farrc different from him that liketh to ſe a papn⸗ 
ted roſe better then to ſmel to a perfect Wiolet,oz to heare 
a birde ſing in a buſh, rather then to haue hir at home 
in his owne cage, 
This will J followe, that to pleade foz loue , and 
requeſt 
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requeſt nothing but lokes, and to deſcrue wozkes, and 
line only by woꝛds, is as one ſhould plowe his ground, xt 
neuer ſowe it, grinde his colours and neuer paint, ſaddle 
his ho2ſe and neuer ryde.

At their firſt cntraunce doing their dutie, they (alutcd 
all the company,and were welcommed, 

The Lady Flauia entertained them both very louing- 
Iv, thanking b hilautus fog his laſf companpe, ſaying be 
merry Gcntleman at this time ok the peare, a Uiolet is 
better than a Roſe,and ſo ſhe aroſe and went hir waye, 
leauing Philautus in a muſe at hir wozdes , who befoze 
was in a mazcat Camillas lokes. Camilla came to Eu- 
phues in this manner. 

J am ſozy Eupt.ucs that we haue no greenc Ruſhes, 
conſidcring vou haue ben ſo great a ſtraunger, you make 
me almoſt to thinke that of you, which commonly J am 
not accuſtomed to tudge of any,that either you thought 
pour ſelfe. to god,02 our chœre ta badde, other cauſe of 
abſence J cannot imagine, vnleſſe ſeing vs very idle, pou 
ſought meanes to be well imployed; but J pꝛap vou her- 
after be bolde, and thoſe things which were amiſſe ſhall 
be rcdzeſſed,fo2 we wil haue Quailes to amend pour cõ⸗ 
mons, and ſome queſtions to ſharpen pour wits, ſo that 
yon ſhal neither finde fault with your dyot foz the grole⸗ 
neſſe, no: with pour exerciſe fo2 caſineſſe. As foꝛ pour fel-

Euphucs as one that knew his god,aunſwered hir in 
this wile. 

Faire Lady,it were vnſæmelp to ſtrew greene ruſhes 
koꝛ his comming, whoſe company is not woꝛth a ſtraw, 


- 02 to accompt him a ſtraunger, whoſe boldneſſe, hath ben 


ſtraunge to all thoſe that knew him to be a ſtraunger. 
The ſmall abilitie in me ta requit, compared with the 

great chære J reteiued, might happely make me refrain 

which 
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which is contrary to your coniecure ; Whether was J 
euer ſo buſied in any weightie affaires, which J accomps 
ted not as loſt time in reſpec of the exerciſe J alwayes 
found in pour company, which maketh me thinke 5 pour 
latter obiection pꝛoceeded rather to conuince me foz a tru- 
ant, then to manifelt a truth. 

As fo2 the Quailes you pꝛomiſe me, JF can be content 
with beefe. and foz the queſtions they mult be eaſie, eis 
ſhall J not aunſwere them, foz my wit will ſhew with 
what groſe dyot J haue bene bzought vp, ſo that confer - 
ring my rude replyes with my baſe birth, you wil think 
that meane chere will ſerue me, and reſonable queſtions 
deceiue me, ſo that J ſhall neither finde fault foz my re- 
paſt,no2 fauour foꝛ my reaſons, Phil. utus in dede tas 
keth as much delpght in god company as in god cates, 
who hall aunſwere fo2 himſelf, with that | hilJautus ſaid. 

Truly Cainilla where J thinke my ſelfe welcome, 3 
loue to be bolde, and when my ſtomacke is filled J care 
foꝛ no mcat, ſo that J hope you will not blame me, if 3 
come okten and eate lyttle, 

J do not blame pon by my faith quoth Camilla, you 
miſtake me, foz the oftncr you come, the better welcome, 
and the leſſe. vou eate, the moze is laued. 

Much talke paſſed, which being onely as it wer a re- 
petition of fozmer things, J omit as ſuperfluous , but 
this J muit note, that Camilla earneſtly deſired Surius to 
be acquainted with Euphues, who very willingly accom⸗ 
plic eq hir requelt,defiring Euphues fo2 the god repoꝛt he 
bad heard of him. that he would be as bold with bim, as 
with any one in England, Euphues humbly ſhe wing his 
ductye, pꝛomiſed alſo as occaſion ſheulde ſerue, to trye 
him. 
It now grew foward Supper time, when the table 


deing couered,and the meate ſerued in, Lady Flaura pla- 


ted durius ouer againſt Camilla, and Philautus next Mis 
ſtres Frauncis,ſhe toke Euphues and the red, and piaced 
them 
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them in ſuch oꝛder, as ſhe thought bet, That cheere they 
had J know not, what taike they vſed J heard not: but 
Supper being ended, they ſate ſtill, the Lady Flauiaſpeas 
king as followeth. 


Gentlemen t Gentlewomen thele Lenten Euenings 
- be long, and a ſhame it were to goe to bed: colde they 
arc, and therefoze follpe it were to walke abzvade: to 
p!ay at Cardes is common, at Cheſtes tedious, at Dice 
vnſæmely, with Chꝛiſtmas games vatimely,Jn my opi⸗ 
nion therefoꝛe, to paſſe a wap theſe long nights, I would 
haue ſome paſtime that might be pleaſaunt, but not vn⸗ 
p:ofitable.rare but not without reaſoning: ſo ſhal we all 
accompt the Euening wel ſpent, be it neuer ſo long, which 
otherwiſe would be tedious, were it neuer ſo ſho2t, 
Sutius the beſt in the company, + thcrefo2e beſt woz⸗ 
thy to aunſwere,and the wiſcſt,and therekoze beſt able, 
replyed in this manner, 


(G22 Madame pou haue pꝛeuented my requeſt with 

pour owne,foz as the caſe now ſtandeth, there can 
be nothing either moze agreeable to my humour oz theſe 
Oentlewomens deſires, to vſe ſome diſcourſe, aſwell to 
renue olde traditions, which haue ben hertofo2e vſed, as 
to cncreaſe friendſhip, which hath ben by the meanes ok 
certcine odde perſons defaced. Cucry one gaue his cons 
ſent with Surius, peelding the choyce of that nights pas 
ſtime, to the diſcretion of the Lady Flauia, who' thus 1120s 
poſed hir minde. 

Pour taſke Surius ſhall be fo diſpute with Camilla, 4 
chuſe pour owne argument, Philautus ſhall argue with 
Miſtres Frauncis, Martius with my ſelfe. And all hauing 
finiſhed their diſcourſes, Euphues ſhal be as Judge, who 
bath done beſt, and whatloeuer he ſhal allot either foz rc 
ward, to p woꝛthieſt, oꝛ foꝛ penance to p woꝛſt, ſhalbe pꝛe⸗ 
ſently accopliſhed, This liked the al eee thus 

urius 
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durius with a god grace & pleaſant ſpeach, began fo en- 
ter the liſtes with Camilla, 
þAv:e Ladp, vou know J flatter not, J haue read j the 
ſting of an Alpe were incurable, had not nature giuen 
them dimme eyes , and the beautie of a woman no leſle 
infectious,had not nature beſtowed vpon the getle harts, 
which maketh me ground my reaſon vpon this common 
place, that beautifull women are euer merciful,it merci⸗ 
full, vertuous, it vertuous conſtant, if conſtant, though no 
moꝛe than goddeſſes, yet no leſſe then Saintes, all theſe 
things graunted, J v2ge my queſtion without condition. 
It Camilla, one wounded with your beautie (fo; vnder 
that name J compꝛehend all other vertucs)ſhould ſue to 
open his affcctio,ſerue to trye it, dꝛiue you to ſo narrow 
a point, that were you ncuer ſo incredulous, he ſhoulde 
pꝛoue it, yea ſo farre to be from ſuſpicion of deceipt, that 
you woulde confeſſe he were cleare from diſtruſt, what 
aunſwere would you make, ik you gaue pour conſent, oz 
whatercuſe if you deny his curteſie. | 
Camilla, who deſired nothing moꝛe then to be queſtio- 
ning with Surius, with a modeſt countenance, yet ſome- 
what baſhfull (which added moze commendation to hir 
ſpeach then diſgrace)replyed in this manner. 


T Vough there be no cauſe noble Gentleman, to ſuſpect 
an iniury where a god turne hath ben receiued, pet is 

it wiſedome to be careful, what anſwere be made, where 
the _ difficult. haue heard that the Toꝛteiſe in 
India, chen the Sunne ſhincth lwimmeth aboue the wa- 
ter with hir backe, being delighted with the faire wea⸗ 
ther, foꝛgetteth hir ſelfe, vntill the heate of the Sunne ſo 
harden hir shell, that ſhe cannot ſincke when ſhe would, 
whereby ſhe is caught. And ſo map it fare with me, that 
in this god company,daſplaying my mind, hauing mo2e 
regarde to my delight in talking, then to the eares of the 
bearers,J fozget what J ſpeake, and ſo be taken in ſome 
Bb. thing, 
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thing, J chauld not vkter, which happely pb itching eares 
of young Gentlemen would ſo canuas, that when 7 wold 
call it in, J cannot, and ſo be caught with the Topteile, 
when J would not. 

Therefoꝛe if any thing be ſpokt either vnwares oꝛ vn⸗ 
tuſtly,J am to traue pardon fo2 both; hauing but a weak 
memoꝛp, and a wozſe witte, which you cannot deny mer 
fo2 that we ſaye women are to be bozne with all if they 
offende againſt their wills, and not much to be blamed ik 
they trip with their wills, p one pꝛocteding of fo2getful- 
— other, of their natural! weakeneſſe, but to the 
matter. 


F my beautie (which God kno'ves how ſimple it is) 
ſhould entangle any with deſire,then ſhould J thus 
Sk, that cither be were enflamed with luſt rather the 
lone (fo2 that he is moued by my countenaunce, not en- 
quiring of my coditions,)o2 cls that J gaue ſome occaſi⸗ 
on of lightnes,bicauſe he gathercth a hope to ſpexve,wher 
he neuer had the heart to ſpeak.

Surius without any 
ſtoppe oꝛ long pauſe replycd p2eſently, 


| Ady if the Toꝛtepſe you ſpake off in India, were as 
1-cnnning in lwimming, as you are in ſpeking he wold 
neither feare the heate of y Sunne, noꝛ the ginne of the 
Filher. But that excuſe was bꝛought in, rather to ſhewe 
what pou conlde ſap, then to craue pardon, fo2 that peu 
haue ſaid, But to your aunſwere. 

What your beautie is, will not here diſpute, leaſt ei⸗ 
ther your modeſt cares ſhouid glow to heare pour owne 
pꝛapſes, 02 iny ſmoth tongue trippe in being curious to 
pour pericaion,ſo h what J cannot commend luffictents 
ly, J wil not ccaſc continually to meruaile at. You wan⸗ 
der in one thing out of y way, where pon ſay that many 
arc enflamed with p countenance, not enquiring of the 
conditions, when this poſition was befo2e grounded, that 
ther was none bcautifull,but ſhe was alſo mercifull, and 
ſo dꝛawing by the face of hir bcauty,al other moꝛral ver⸗ 
tues, foꝛ as one ring being touched with the Loadſtone 
dꝛaweth another, and that his fcllowe, till if come to a 
chaine, ſo a Lady endewed with beautic, pulleth on cuts 
teſie, curteſie mercye, 2 one vertue linkes it iclfe to ano- 
ther, vntill there be a rare perfection, 

Beſides touching your owne lightneſſe, you muſt not 
imac that loue bꝛedeth in the heart of man by pour 
lokes, but by his own epes, neither by pour woꝛds whe 
poi ſpeak wittily, but by his owne cares, which conceiue 
aptly. So that were you dumbe and could not ſpealic, o: 
blind, and could not ſe, yet ſhould you be beloued, which 
argueth plainlp, that the eye of the man is 5 arrow, the 
beautie of the woman the white, which ſhoteth not, but 
reteiueth, being the patient, not the agent: vppon tryali

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you confeſſe you would truſt, but what tryal you require 

you conceale, which maketh me ſuſpecte that either you 

would haue a triall without meane, oz without ende ei⸗ 

ther not to be ſuſtained being impollible, oz not to be fi- 
| niſhed being infinite , Wherin you would haue one run 
in a circle, wher there is no way out, oz build in 5 apze, 
where there is no meanes howe. 

This trial Camilla mult be ſifted to narrower points, 
leaſt in ſ&king to trie your louer like a Jenet, vou ty:e 
him like a Jade, 

Then you require this libertie (which truely J cannot 
| denic you)that you may haue 5ᷣ choyce as well to refuſe, 
| as the man hath to offcr,requiring by that reaſon ſome 
qualities in the perſon you would beſtow your loue on: 
pet craftily hiding what pꝛoperties either pleaſe you beſt, 
o2 like women well: wherein againe you moue a doubt, 
whether perſonage,o2 wealth, oꝛ wit, oz all, are to be re- 
quired:ſo that what with the cloſe tryal of his faith, and 
the ſubtill wiſhing of his qualities, vou make either pour 
Louer ſo holp, that foz faith he muſt be made al of truth, 
oꝛ ſo exquiſite that fo2 ſhape he muſt be framed in ware: 
which if it be your opinion, the beautie pou haue will be 
withered befoze pou be wedded, # your woers god olde 
Gentlemen befoze they be ſpeeders, 

Camilla not permitting Surius to leape ouer þ hedge, 
which the ſet fo2 to keepe him in, with a ſmiling counte⸗ 
naunce ſhaped him this aunſwere,

[: F your poſition be graunted,that wher beautie ther 

is alſo ver tue, then might pou adde that where a faire - 
flower is, there is alſo a ſwete ſauour, which how repug⸗ 
naunt it is to our common experience, there is none but 
knoweth, and how contrary the other is to tructh, there 
is none but ſeth. TUhy then do you not ſet down this foz 
a rule which is as agrœable to reaſon, p Rhodope being 
beautiful (if a god completion and faire fauour be tear- 
med 
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med beautie) was alſo vertuous: that Lais excelling, was 
alſo honeſt? that Phrine ſurpaſſing them both in beautic, 
was alſo curteous: But it is a reaſon among pour Philos 
ſophers,that the diſpoſition of the minde, foloweth the cõ⸗ 
poſition of p body, how true in arguing it may be, J know 
not, how falſe in trpall it is, who knoweth not? 
Beautie, though it be amiable , wozketh many things 
contrary to hir fapꝛe ſhew,not vnlyke vnto ſiluer, which 
being white, dꝛaweth blacke lynes, oꝛ reſembling the tal 
trees in Ida, which allured many to reſt in them under 
their ſhadow,and then infected them with their ſent. 

Now whcre-as you ſette downe, that loue commeth 
not from the eyes of the woman, but from the glaunces of 
the man (vnder coꝛrecion be it ſpoken ) it is as far from 
the tructh, as the head from the toe. Foꝛ were a Ladye 
blinde, in what can ſhe be beautifull? if dumbe, in what 
manifeſt hir wit? when as the eye hath euer ben thought 
the Pcarle of the face, and the tongue the Ambaſſadoz of 
the heart? If there were ſuch a Lady in this companye 
Sur ius that ſhould winke with both eyes, when pou wold 
haue hir ſ& your amoꝛous lokes, oz be no blabbe of hir 
tongue, when you would haue hir aunſwere to your ques 
ſtions, J can- not thinke, that either hir vertuous condi⸗ 
tions, 02 hir white and red complection could mone you 
to loue. 0 

Although this might ſomewhat pꝛocure pour lyking, 
that doing what you lyſt, he will not ſer it, and ſpeaking 
what pou would, ſhe wil not vtter it, two notable vertues 
and kate. in our ſcr, patience, and ſilence , 

But why talke J about Ladyes that haue no eyes, 
when there is no man that wil lone them, if he himſelfe 
haue eyes.Moze reſon ther is to woe one that is dumbe, 
foꝛ that ſhe cannot deny pour ſuite, and pet hauing cares 
to heare,ſhe may as well giue an anſwere with a ſigne 
as a ſentence, But to the purpoſe, 

Louc commeth not from him that loncth,but from the

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partie loued, els muſt he take his lone vppon .-cauſe,and 
then it is luſt, 9ꝛ thinke himſclfe the caule, and then it ig 
no lone, Then mutt you conclude thus, if there be not in 


women the occaſton, they are folrs to truſt men yp pꝛaiſe 


them, ik the cauſe be in them, then are not men wile to 
arrogate it to themſclucs. 

It is the eye of the women that is made of Adamant, 
the hart of the man that 1s framed of pꝛon, and Jcannot 
think pou wil ſay that the vertue attractiue is in ö pꝛon 
which is dꝛawen by fozce, but in the Adamant that 
ſearcheth it perkoꝛce. And this is the reaſon, that manye 
men haue bene entangled againſt their wills with loue, 
and kept in it, with their wills. 

You know Surius that the fire 1s in the flint that is 
ſtriken, not in the ſteele that ſtriketh, the light in the Sun 
that lendeth, not in the Mone that bozoweth, the loue in 
the woman that is ſerued, not in the man that ſueth. 

The ſimilitude you bꝛought in of the arrow, ſlew no⸗ 
thing right to beautie, whertoze ⁊ muſt ſhofe that ſhafte 
at pour owe bꝛeſt. Fo2 if the ce of man br rhe arrow 
beautie the white (a faire marhie fo2 him that dzaweth in 
Cupids bow) then muſt it necelſariiy eniue, that 5 archer 
deſtreth with an apme to hitte the winte, not y white the 
arrow, that the marke allurcth the Archer, not the ſchoter 
the marke, and therkoze is Venus ſapd in one epe to haue 


two Apples, which is comonly applyrd to thoſe 34 witch 


with the eyes, and not thoſe that wwe with their eyes. 
Touching trial, J am neither ſo folith toBefire things 
impolſſible, noꝛ ſo froward fo regueſt that which no 
ende. But woꝛds (hail neuer make me belcue without 
woꝛkes, leaſt in following a faire ſhavow, z loſe the firme 
ſubſtance, and in one wo2d (ct dobone the only trial that 
a Lady requireth of hir louer, itis this, that he pertoꝛme 
as much as he (ware, that curry ofthe be a deve, euerp 
gloaſe a qoſpeli,p2omifing nothing in his talke, that hee 
perfourme act in his triall.

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The qualities that are required of the minde are god 
conditions,as temperante, not to exceed in dpet, chaſtitie, 
pot to ſin in deſire, conſtancic, not to couet chaunge, wit 
delight, wildome to in drug, mirth to pleaſc without ok⸗ 
ſente, and modeſtie to gouerne without pꝛeciſeneſie. 

Concerning the bodp, as there is no Gentlewoman ſo 
curious to haue him in pꝛint, ſo is ther no one ſo careles 
to haue him a wzetch,only his right ſhape to ſhew him a 
man, his Chꝛiſtendom to pꝛoue his faith, indifferẽt well h 
to maintaine his family, expecting all thinges neceſſary, 
nothing ſuperfluous. And to conclude W you Surms, un⸗ 
leſſe might haue ſuch a ene, J had as leaue be buried 
as inaricd, wiſhing rather to haue no beautie and dye a 
chaſt virgin, the no iop + liue a curſed wife. Surius as one 
daunted hauing lyttle to anſwere, yet delighted to heare 
hir ſpeake, with a ſhozt ſpeach vttered theſe words. 


Perceiue Camilla, that be pour cloath neuer fo bad, 

it wil take ſome colour, x your cauſe neuer fo falſe, 
it will bearc ſome ſhcw cf pꝛobabilitie, wherin peu ma⸗ 
nifeſt the right nature of a woman, who hauing no way 
to winne, thinketh to oucr-come with woꝛdes. This % 
gather by your aunſwere, that beautie mape haue fay2:e 
leaues, and foule fruit, that all that are amiable are not 
honeſt, t“ at loue pꝛotcedeth of the womans perfection,and 
the maus follics, that the triall loked foꝛ, is to perfoꝛme 
whatſocuer they pꝛomiſe, that in minde he be vertuous, in 
body cgmely, ſuthe a hulbande in my opinion is to b 
wiſhed koꝛ, but not loked foꝛ. Take hee Camilla, that 


* ſekingall the Tod foꝛ a freight ſticke, you chuſe not at 


the la ſt a croked ſtaffe, oꝛ deſcribing a god counſaile to 
others, thou thy ſelfe followe the wozſte: much lyke fo 
Chius, who ſelling the beſt wine to others, dꝛanke hun- 

ſelfe of the las, 
Truly quoth Camilla, my Wiwl was blacke, and ther- 
koze 
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foꝛe it could take no other colour, and my cauſe gon, and 
therekoꝛe admitteth no cauil:as fo2 the rules J ſet down 
of loue, they wer not coyned of me, but learned, z being 
ſo true, belæued. Af my foꝛtune be ſo il that ſearching i 
a wande, J gather a camocke, oz ſelling wine to other, J 
dꝛinke viniger my ſelf, J muſt be content 5; of the wozſt 
poze helpe patience, which by ſo much the moze is to be 
boꝛne, bp how much the mo2e it is perfoꝛce. 

As Surius was ſpeaking, the Lady Flauia pzenented 
him, ſaping, it is time Þ pou bꝛeake off pour ſpeach, leaſt 
We haue nothing to ſpeake, foꝛ ſhould you wade any far- 
ther, vou would both waſte the night, and lcauc vs no 
time,and take our reaſons,and leaue vs no matter, that 
cucry one therkoꝛe may ſay ſomwhat, we commaund you 
to ceaſe, that you haue both ſayde ſo well, we giue you 
thankes. Thus letting Surius and Camilla to whiſper by 
themſclucs(whoſe talke we wil not heare)the Lady be- 
gan in this manner to greete Martius. 

Te ſ& Martius that wher young folkes are, they treat 
ot lone, when ſouldiers meete they conferre of war, pain⸗ 
ters of their colours, Muſitians of their crochets, 4 eue⸗ 
ry one talketh of that moſt, he lykety beſt. Which ſeeing 
it is ſo, it behoueth vs, that haue moze peres, to haue moze 
wiſedome, not to meaſure our talke by the affections we 
haue had, but by thoſe we ſhould haue. 

In this therefoze J would know thy minde, whether 
it be conuenient foꝛ women to haunt ſuch places where 
Gentlemen are, oꝛ foꝛ men to haue acceſſe td Gentlꝭwo⸗ 
men, which me thinketh in reaſon can- not be toͤllerable, 
knowing that ther is nothing moꝛe pernitious to either, 
then loue, and that loue bꝛœdeth by nothing loner than 
lokes They that feare water will come nere no wells, 
they that ſtande in dꝛead of burning, flpe from the fire: 4 
ought not they that wold not be entangled with deſire, to 
refraine company? It loue haue the pangs which 5 paſſi- 
onate (ct downe, why do they not abſtain from the cauſr 
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ik it be pleaſant why do they diſpꝛaiſe it. 

Ne ſhunne the place of peſtilence foꝛ feare of infec- 
tion, tho eyes of Catheriſmes,bicauſe of diſeaſes, p ſight 
of p Baſilisk, foꝛ dꝛead of death, and ſhall we not eſchewe 
the company of them that may entrap vs in loue, which 
is mo2e bitter then any diſtraction? 

If we flpe thencs that ſfale our gods, ſhall wee 
follow murtherers that cut our th:oates 2 If we be he- 
dic to come where Waſpes be, leaſt we be ſteng , ſhall 
we hazarde torunne where Cupid is, where we ſhaibee 
ſtifeled 2 Truelpe Nlartius in my opinion there is no- 
thing either moꝛe repugnant to reaſon, 02 abhozring 
from nature, then to ſeeke that wee ſhoulde ſhunne, 
leauing the clcarc ſtreame to d2inke of the muddpditch, 
oz in the ertreamitie of heate to lpe in the parching 
Sunne, when he may fleepe in the colde ſhaddowe , 02 
being free fro fancy,to ſceke after lone, which is as much 
as to cole a hotte Liuer with ſtrong wine, 02 to cure a 
weake ſtomake with raw ſleſh In this J wold hcare thy 
ſentence, induced the rather to this diſcourſe , fo2 that 
Surius and Camilla haue begunne it, then that J ipke 
if: Louc in me hath neither power to command? , no2 
perſwaſton to entreat. UWihich how idle a thing it is, and 


bow peſtient to youth, J partly knowe, and you J am 
ure can geſſe. 


Mirtus not very poung to diſcourſe of theſe matters, 
pet deſirous fo vtter bis minde, whether it were to flatter 
Surius h, his will, oz to make triall of the Lavics wit: 
Began thus to frame his aunlwere. 


M Adam, there is in Chio the Image of Diana whiche 

to thoſe that enter ſemeth ſharpe and ſower , but 
returning after their ſuites made, lakcth with a 
merrie and pleaſaunt counfenaunce . And it may bee 


tdat at the enfrannce of my diſcourſe pe will bende 
your. bgo wes as one diſpleaſed, but hearing my p2ofe be 
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delighted and ſafiſfied, 

The queſtion vou moue is, whether it be requiſile, 
that Gentlemen and Gentlewomen ſhould mxte, 
Truly among louers it is conuenient to augement dey 
ſire, amongſt thoſe that are ficme , neceſlarp to main⸗ 
taine ſocietie. Foz to take away ail mating ſoꝛ feare of 
lone, were to kindle amonaſt all, the fire of hate. There 
is greater daunger Madame, op abſence, whiche bꝛe⸗ 
deth melancholy , then by pzelence , which engendzeth 
affecion. 

If the ſight be ſo perillous, that the companye ſhoulde 
be barred, why then admitte you thoſe to ſ& banquets, 
that may thereby ſurfct , o2 ſuffer them to cate their 
meate by a candle that haue ſoꝛe eyes: To be ſepera⸗ 
ted from one J loue, woulde malic me moze conſtant, 
and to kepe company with hir J louc not, woulde not 
kindle deſire. Loue commeth as well in at the eares, by 
the repoꝛt of god conditions, as in at the eyes by the 
amiable countenaunce, whiche is the cauſc that diuers 
haue loued thoſe they neuer ſawe, and ſ&nc thoſe they 
neuer loued. 

Pou alledge that thoſe that feare dzowning , come 
nere no wells, no2 they that d2ead burning, nere no 
fire. Why then let them ſtande in doubt alſo to waſhe 


their handes in a ſhallowe b:wke : fo2 that Scrapus fal- 


ling into a channell was d2owned : and let him that is 
colde neuer warme his hands, foꝛ that a ſpatrue fell into 
the eyes of Actina, whereoff ſhe dyed. Let nefifcome 
into the company of women, fo2 that diuers haue bene 
allured to loue, and being refuſed, haue vſed violence to 
themſelnes. 

Let this be ſef downe fo2 a law, that none walke a- 
bꝛoad in the day but men; leaſt meeting a beautifull wo⸗ 
man, he fall in lone, and loſe his libertie, 

7 thinks Madam you will not be ſo pꝛetiſe, to cutte 
of all conference, bicauſe loue commeth by often com⸗ 
munica⸗ 
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munication, which if you do, let vs all now pzeſcntly de⸗ a 
part, leaſt in ſeeing the beautie which daleleth our eyes, g 
and hearing the wiſedome which tickleth our cares, wee 
be enklamed with loue. 

But you ſhall neuer beate the Flye from the Cans 
dell though he burne , noꝛ the Quaile from the Hemlock 
though it be poyſon, noꝛ the lover from the compar y of 
his Ladie though it be perillous. 

It falleth out ſund2ye times, that companye is the 
tauſe to ſhake off loue, wozking the cffectes of the rote 
Rubarbe, which being tull of choler, purgeth choler, 02 of 
the Sco:pions ſting, which being full of poplon, is a re⸗ 
medy fo2 poyſon. 

But this J conclude, that to barre one that is in 
lone of the company of his Ladie, maketh him rather 
mad then moꝛtified, foꝛ him to refraine that neuer knew 
loue, is either to luſped him of folly without cauſe , o2 
the next way fo2 him to fall into folly when he knowet 
the cauſe.

(GEntlewoman you miſtake me very much, foꝛ J haue 

beene better taught then fedde, and therefoꝛe J know 
howe to followe my game, ik it be fo2 my&aine : Foz 
were theres two Yares to runne at, J would cydeacour 
not to catch the firſt that J followed, but the laſt that J 
ſtarted: pet ſo as the firſt ſhoulde not ſcape, noꝛ the laſt 
be caught. 

Pou ſpeake contraries,quoth Frauncis, and you will

J muſt either call backe my pꝛomiſe, oꝛ call in pour diſ⸗ 
tourſes, and better it were in my opinion, not to haue 
your reaſons concluded, then to haue them confuted. But 
ſure J am that neither a god excuſe wil ſerue, wher au⸗ 
thoꝛitie is rigoꝛous, noꝛ a bad one be heard, wher necel⸗ 
ſitie cõpelleth.

diſcaſe, not vnlpke vnto the Goate, who is neuer with- 
out an Arne, then beeing once in, they followe the note 
of the Nightingale, which is ſapd, with continnall ſtrai⸗ 
ning 
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ning to ſing, to periſh in hir ſwete layes, as they doc in 

their ſugred lyues: where is it poſſible either to cate , 02

The arguments of faith in a man, are conſtancic,not > fo 
be remoued, ſecrecie not to vtter , ſecuritie not to mi⸗ 
ſtruſt credulßtie to belteue: in a woman patience to en 
dure, iealouſie to lulpect, tyberaly tie to be —— 
faithlulneſſe one of the which bꝛaunches ik either man 
want o2 the woman, it may be a Li hing betwane them 
fo2 the time, but no loue ts continue lo; euer.

Surius gaue Euphues thankes, allowing his iudge- 
ment in the deſcription of loue, eſperially in this, that he 
would haue a woman if ſhe wer faithkul, to be alſo iea⸗ 
lous, which is as neceſſary to be required in them as cõ⸗ 
lkancie, 

Camilla ſmilyng ſayde , that Euphnes was deceitgh, 
foꝛ he would haue ſaid, that men (hold haue ben icalous, 
and yet that had ben but ſuper fluous, ſoʒ they are neuer 
other-wiſe. 


Philautus thinking Camilla to vſe that ſpeach to gird

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vpon Camilla, dꝛiuing out the rememb2aunce of his olde 

loue, with the recoꝛding of the ne we. Tho nowe but his 

Violet, who but Miltreſſe Frauncis, whom if once cuery 

dap he had not ſeene, he would baue ben ſo ſolen, that no 
man ſhould haue ſcenc him. 

Euphues who watched his friend, demaunded how his 
lone pꝛoceded with Camilla, vnto whom Philautus gaue 
no anſwere but a ſmile, by which Euphues thought his 
affection but ſmal. At the laſt thinking it both contrary to 
his othe and his honeſcie to conceale any thing from Eu- 
phues, he confeſſed, that his minde was chaunged from 
Camilla ta Fraucis. Loue quoth Euphues wil neuer make 
the mad, foꝛ it commeth by fits, not like a quotidian, but 
a tertian.

tourned to inuite a great nfiber to dinner, ſome of great 


calling,many of god credite, among the which Surius ag * 
chiefc, the Lady Flavia, Camilla and Piſtreſſe Frauncis © 


were not fo2aotten, 

The time being come of meeting, he ſaluted them all 
in this manner. 

J was neuer moꝛe deſirous to come into England, the

Philauta: not wyſer 
then J in this, though bolder , is determined fo furry be- 
hinde: fo2 he ſaith, that he had as liefe be buried in Eng- 
land, as married in Italy:ſo holy doth he thinke þ ground 
here, oꝛ ſo homelp the women there, whom although J 
would gladly haue with me, pet ſceing J cannot, J am 
moſt earneſtly to requeſt you all, not foꝛ my ſake, who

To repeat the 

auncient manner of this Illand, oꝛ what ſundzy Nations 

haue inhabited there, to ſet downe the Giaunte, which in 

highneſſe of bone haue paſſed the common ſiſe, and almoſt 

como credit, to rehearſe what diuerſities of languages 

haue bene vſed, into how many kingdomes it hath bene 

deuided, what religions haue ben followed befoze p com⸗ 

ming of Chꝛiſt, although it would bꝛerde great delight to 

pour eares, pet miaht it happily ſceme tedious: foz that 

Yonny taken exceſſiuelp clopeth the ſtomacke, though it 

be Yonny, 

But my minde is bꝛiefely to touch ſuch things as at 
my being there J gathered by mine owne ſtudy and en⸗ 
quirie, not meaning to wꝛite a Chꝛonicle, but to ſet down 
in a woꝛd what A heard by conference. 

It hath in it twentie & ſirc Cities, of the which the 
chicfeſt is named London, a place both foꝛ the beautie ot 
buildingzinfinite riches, varietie of al! things, that excel⸗ 
leth all the Cities in the woꝛld:inſomuch that it may be 
called the ſtoꝛe- houſe and Part of all Europe. Cloſe by 
this Citie runneth the famous Riuer called the Thames, 
which from the head where it riſeth named Iſis, vnto the 
fall midway,lit is thought to be an hundꝛed x fourcſcoze . 
myles. Mhat can ther be in any place vnoer the heaues, 
that is not in this noble Citie,either to be _ 02 boz- 
rowed, 2 

It hath diuers Hoſpitals foz the relieuing of p poꝛe, 
ſix-ſco2e faire Churches, ſoꝛ diuine ſeruice „ a glozions 
Burſe which they call the Royall Exchange, fo2 the mers 
ting of Perthants of all conntries, where any traffique 
is to be had. And among all the ſtraunge and beautifull 
ſhewes mer thinketh ther is none ſo notable, as y Bꝛidge 
which croſeth yp Theames,which is in manner of a con- 
finuall 


tinuall ſtreete, well repliniſhed with large + fately houſes 

on both ſides, + ſituate vpon twentie Arches, wher-of each 
one is made of excellent free ſtone ſquared, euery one of 
them being thꝛte · ſcoꝛe fote in height, and full twentie in 
_ one from an other. 

To this place the whole RKealme hath his recourſe, 
where-by it ſæmeth ſo populous, that one woulde ſcarce 
thinke ſo many people to be in the whole Jllande , as her 
ſhall ſ@ſometymes in London, 

This maketh Gentlemen bꝛaue, and Perchaunts rich, 
Citizens to purchaſe,and ſaiourns to moꝛgage, ſo that it is 
to be thought,that the areateſt wealth and ſubſtance of the 
whole Kealmeis conched with in the walles of London, 
where they that be rich keepe it from thole that be riotous, 
not deteyning it from the luſtie youthes'of England by ri⸗ 
goꝛ, but encreaſing it vntil young men ſhall Cauour of rea- 
ſon, wherein they ſhew tfem-ſelues Treaſurers fo2 others, 
not hoꝛders foꝛ themſelues, vet although it be ſure enough, 
woulde they had it, in my opinion, it were better to 
be in the Gentle mens purſe, then in the Perchauntes 
handes. 

There are in this Ille two and twentie Biſhops, which 
are as it were ſuperentendauntes ouer the Church, men 
of great ʒeale, and deæpe knowledge, diligent Pꝛeachers of 
the wo2de , earneſt followers of their doctrine , carefull 
watchmen that the Moulfe deuoure not the Sherpe, in ct- 
mll gouernment politique, in ruling the ſpiritua!l ſwoꝛde 
(as farre ag to them vnder their Pꝛince apperteineth)iulk, 
cutting ol. thoſe members from the Church by rigoꝛ, that 
are obſtinate in their heriſtes, andinſtruging thoſe that are 
ignoꝛant, appointing godly and learned Vinitters in cue⸗ 
ry of their Seas, that in their abſence may be lightes ta 
ſuche as are in darkeneſſe,ſalt to thoſe that are vnſauozie, 
leauen to ſuch as are not ſeaſoned,

diſo2ders,either in the laitie fo2 negligence,o2 in the cler⸗ 
gie fo2 ſuperſitio,oz in al,fo2 wicked lining ther are pu⸗ 
niſhments, vy due execution wherof, the diuine ſernice of 
God is honoured with moze puritie, and followed with 
greater ſenceritie. 

There are alſo in this Illand two famous Uninerſt- 
ties, the one Oxforde, the other Cambredge, both foz the 
pꝛofeſſion of all ſciences,fo2 Diuinitie, Phiüche, Lawe, 
and all kinde of learning, excelling al the Uniuerfitics in 
Chꝛiſtendome. 

J was my ſelfe in either of them, and like them both 
ſo well, that J meane not in the wap of controuerſie to 
p:efer any fo2 þ better in England, but both foz the beſt 
in the woꝛld, ſauing this, Colledges in Oxenforde are 
much moze ſtately fo2 the building, & Cambridge much 
mo2e ſumptuous foꝛ the houſcs in h towne, but the lear- 
ning neither lyeth in the fre ſtones of the one, noꝛ p fine 
ſtreates of the other, foꝛ out of them both doe daply pꝛo⸗ 
cede men of great wiſedome, to rule in þ common welth, 
of learning to inftruct þ common people, of all ſinguler 
kinde of pꝛofeſſions to do god to all, And let this ſuffice, 
not to enquire which of them is the ſuperidur, but that 
neither of them haue their equall, neither toaſke which 
of them is the moſt auncient,but whether any other be ſo 
famous, 

But to pzocedein England, their buildinges are not 
very ſtately, vnleſſe it be the houſes of noble men & here 
and ther, the place of a Gentleman, but much amended, 
as they repoꝛt þ haue tolde me. Fo2 their mu tion they 
haue not onely great ſtoze, but alſo great cunning to vſe 
them, and courage to p2actiſe thẽ, their armour is not vn- 
like vnto that which in other countryes they vſe, as Coꝛl⸗ 
lets, Almaine Riuetts,ſhirts of male, iacks quilted , and 
couered ouer with Leather, Fuſlid oz Canuas, ouer thick 
plates of pꝛon, that are ſowed in the ſame. 


The oꝛdinance they haue is great, and therof great ſtoze. 
Their 
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Their Nauie is deuided as it were into th:& ſoꝛts, ot 
the which, the one ſerueth fo2 wars, the other fo2 burde, 
the third fo; fiſhermen. And ſome veſſels ther be ( J know 
not by experience, t pet J beleeue by circumſtance, that 
wil ſaile nine hundzed miles in a werke, when J ſhould 
ſcarce thinke that a birde could flye foure hundzed. 

Touching other commodities, they haue foure bathes, 
the firff called Saint Vincents, the ſecond, Hallie well, 
the third, Buxton, the fonrth (as in olde time they read) 
Cair Bledud,but now taking his name of a towne nere 
adiopning, it is called the Fath, 

Beſides this, many wonders ther are to be found in 
this Jland, which J wil not repeat, bicauſe J my lelf ne⸗ 
ner ſaw them, and you haue heard of greater. 

Concerning their dyet,in number of diſhes g chaunge 
of meat,the Nobilitie of England do erceed moſt, haning 
all things that either may be bought foꝛ monp, oꝛ gotten 
fo2 the ſeaſon : Gentlemen and Merchaunts feede verye 
finely, 4 a pw2zce man it is, that dineth with one diſh,and 
pet lo content with a little, that haning half dined, they 
ſay as it wer in a P2ouerb,that they are as wel ſatiſfied 
as the Loꝛd Maig2 of London, whom they thinke to fare 
beſt, though he eate not moſl, 

In their meales ther is great ſilence and grauitie, vſing 
wine rather to caſe the ſtomacke, then to load it, not like 
vnto other nations, who neuer thinke p they haue dined 
till they be dꝛunken. 

The at ire they vſe, is rather led by the imitation of 
others, then their owne inuention, ſo that ther is nothing 
in England mo2e conſtant, than p inconſtancie of attire, 
now vſing the French faſhion, now the Spaniſh, then the 
Moriſco gobones, then one thing, then another, inſomuch 
that in dꝛa wing of an Engliſhman p painter ſetteth him 
downe naked, hauing in the one hand a pay2e of ſheeres, 
in the other a pece of cloth, who hauing cut his cholar af- 
ter y French guyſe, is ready to make his leene after the 
Ff, iij. Bar ba- 
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Barbarian manner, And although this were the greateſt 
eno21aitic that J could ſæ in England, yet is it to be excu⸗ 
ſed, foꝛ they that cannot maintein this pꝛide, muſt leaue Y 
of necellitie, and they that be able, will leaue when they 
ſe the vanitie. 

The lawes they bſe are differtt from ours, foꝛ although 
the common and ciuill law be not aboliſhed, pet are they 
not had in ſo great reputation as their own cõmon lawes 
which they tearme the lawes of the Crowne, 

The regement that they haue, dependeth vppon ſtatute 
law,t that is by Parliament, which is the higheſt court, 
tonſiſting of th2e& ſeuerall ſoꝛts of people, the Nobilytie, 
Clergie, and Commons of the Kcalme, ſo as whatſoeuer 
be among them enaced,the Ducne ſtriketh the ſtroke, 
allowing ſuch things, as to hir Paieſtie ſermeth belt. 
Then vpon common law, which ſtandeth vpon Paximes 
and pꝛinciples, yeares and tearmes, the caſes in this law 
are called ples o2 actions, and they are either criminall 
oz ciuill, the meane to determine are wzits, ſome oꝛigi⸗ 
nall, ſome iudiciall: Their trialls à recoueries are either 
by verdit o2 demur, confeſſion o2 defalt,wherin if any falt 
haue ben committed, either in p2ocefſe o2 fozme, matter oz 
iudgement, the partie grieued may haue a w2it of erroz. 

Then vpon cuſtomable law, which conſiſteth vpon lau⸗ 
dable cuſtomes, vſed in ſome pziuate countrep. 

Laft of all, vpon pꝛeſcription, which is a certeine cuQ- 
ſtome continued time out of minde, but it is moze parti⸗ 
culer then their cuſtomary law.

There is in that Idle Salt made, x Saffron, ther are 
great quarries of ſtoncs foꝛ building, ſundꝛy minerals of 
Quickſilucr, Antimony, Sulphur,black Lead, and Oꝛpi⸗ 
ment redde and peolow. Allo ther aroweth the fineſt Al⸗

J foz mine owne part thinke, 
that in all Europe ther are not Lawyers moze learned, 
Dinines moze pꝛofounde, Phiſitions moze expert, than 
are in England, 

But that which moſt allureth a ſtranger, is their cur⸗ 
teſie, their ciuilitie, x god enterteinment, J ſpeak this by 
experience, that J found moze cur teſie in England among 
thoſe J neuer knew, in one pere, then 3 haue done in A- 
thens 02 Italy among thoſe J euer loued, in twentie. 

But hauing entreated ſufficiently of the country, and 
their conditions, let me come to the glaſſe J pꝛomiſed, be⸗ 
ing the Court, wher although J ſhold as oꝛder requireth 
beginne with the chieſeſt, vet J am enſoꝛced with the 
Painter, to reſerue my beſt colours to end Venus, and to 
lape the ground with the baleſt.

woꝛld, t he the pꝛopereſt man, Since that tyme euery Lo · 
uer hath put to a linke, and made of a Ring, a Chaine, and 
an odde Coꝛner, and framed ofa playne Alley, a croked 
knot, and of Venus Temple, Dedalus Labozinth , Dne 
turleth his hapze, thinking loue to be moned with. fayze 
lockes, an other lapeth all his lyuing vpon his backe, iud- 
ging that women are wedded to bꝛauerp, ſome vſe diſcour- 
ſes of Loue, to kindle affection, ſome ditties to allure the 
minde, ſome letters to ſtirre the appetite, diners fightyng 
to pꝛoue their manhode, ſundꝛy ſighing to ſhe we their mas 
ladyes, many attempt with ſhewes to pleaſe their Ladies 
eyes, not f:we with Puſicke to entice the eare: Inſomuch 
that there is moꝛe ſtrife now, who ſhall be the fineſt Lo- 
ner,then who is the faithfulleſt,

where - by J geſſe, there commeth greater delight in the 
hunting, then in the eating. It may be ſayde Philautus, 
but J were then very vnfit fo2 ſuch paſtimes, foꝛ what 
ſpoꝛt ſoeuer J haue all the day, Jloue to haue the game 
in my diſh at night. 

And truely aunſwered Euphues, you are woꝛſe made 
foz a hound then a hunter, fo you marre your ſent with 
tarren an you ſtart pour game, which maketh you hunt 

Aa j. often- 
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offentimes counter, where-as if you had kept it pure; you 
might ere this tyme haue tourned the Hare vou winded, 
and caught the game vou courſed. Why then J percciue 
quoth Pnilautus, that to talke with Gentle women, touch⸗ 
ing the diſcourfes of loue, to eate with them, to conferre 
with them, to laugh with them, is as great plcaſure as to 
enioy them, to the which thou mayſt by ſome fallacie dꝛiue 


me, but neuer perſwad? mee: Fo? then were it as plea⸗ 


ſant to behold fruit, as to eate them, oꝛ to ſi⁊ fapꝛe bꝛcad 
as to taſt it. Thou erreſt Plulautus, ſayd Euphues, if thou 
be not of that minde, ſoꝛ he that commeth into fine gardts 
is as much recreated to ſmell the flower, as to gather it. 
And many we ſee moꝛe delighted with pictures, then deſi 
rous to be Painters: the eſfed of loue is faith, not luſt, 
delightfull conference, not deteſtable concupiſcence, which 
beginneth with folly, and endeth with repentaunce , Foz 
mine owne part,J would with nothing, if againe J ſhould 
fail into that vaine , then to haue the company of hir in 
common conference that J beſt loued, to heare hir ſober 
talke, hir wyſe aunſ weres, to behold hir ſharpe capacitie, 
and to be perſwaded of hir tonſtancie: and in theſe things 
do we onelp differ from bꝛute beaſtes, who haue no plea- 
ſure but in ſenſuall appetite. Pon peach hercſie , quoth 


Philautue, and beſides ſo repugnant to the text you haue 


taken, that J am moꝛe ready to pull the out of thy Pul- 
pit, then to beleeue thy gloſes. 

J lone the company of women well, yet to haue them in 
lawful Matrimonp, J like much better, if thy reaſons ſhold 
go as currazit,then were loue no toꝛment, ſoꝛ hardly doth it 


fall out with him, that is denyed the ſight x talke of his la⸗ 


dy, Bungry ſtomackes are not to be fed with ſayinges a- 
gainff ſarfettings, noꝛ thirſt to be quenched with ſenten⸗ 
ces againſt dꝛunkennelle. To loue women & neuer enioy 
them, is as much as to loue wine, ꝛ neuer talk it, oꝛ to be de⸗ 
lighted with faire apparel, a neuer wear it And idle loue is 
that, ꝛ fit foz him that uy nothing but eares, p is _— 
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to heare hir ſpeake, not deſirous to haue himſelf ſped Why 
then Euphaes, to haue the picture of his Lady, is as much, 
as to eniop hir pꝛeſence, and to reade hir letters, of as great 
foꝛte, as to heare hir anſweres : which if it be, my ſuite in 
loue ſhoulde be as muche to the painter to dꝛawe hir with 
an amiable face, as to my Lady to wzite an amoꝛous let⸗ 
ter, both which, with little ſuite being obteined, J map 
line with love, and neuer wet my fte, no2 bꝛeake my 
llepes, noꝛ waltz my monep, noꝛ toꝛment my minde. 

But this woꝛketh as much delight in the minde of a lo⸗

By Philautus, what harme were it in loue, if the heart 
ſhoulde peelde his right to the eye , oꝛ the fancie his 
foꝛte to the eare. J haue read of many, and ſome J know, 
betweene whom there was as feruent affection as myght 
be, that neuer deſired any thing, but ſweet talke, and con- 
tinuall company at bankets, at plapes, and other aſſem⸗ 
blyes, as Phrigius and Pieria, whoſe conſtant fayth was 
ſuche, that there was neuer woꝛde no2 thought of any vn⸗ 
cleanneſſe.Pigmalion loued his Juoꝛy image, being enamo⸗ 
red only by þ 1 fi oht,+ why ſhuld not the chalt loue cf others, 
oy du rather in agræing in heauenly meditatiõs, then

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tempoꝛall actions. Be lecue me Philautus, if thou kne wel 
what it were to loue, thou wouldeſt be as farre from the 
opinion thou holdeſt,as J am. E h1[autus thinking nogrea- 
ter abſurditie to be held in the woꝛld then 5 replycd be- 
foze the other tould ende, as followeth, 


N dede Euphues, if the Bing would reſigne his right 

to his Legate,then were it not amiſſe foz the heart to 
per de to the eyes, Thou knoweft Euphues that the eye is 
the meſſenger of loue, not the aſter, that the care is the 
carer of newes, the heart the diſgeſter. Beſides this ſup 
poſe one haue neither eares to heare his Ladie ſpeake,noz , 
eyes to ſee hir beautie, ſhall he not therefoze be ſaubiec to 
the impꝛeſſion of lone, If thou anſwere no, J can alledge 
diuers, both deafe and blinde, that haue biene wounded, if 
. thou graunt it, then tonfeſle the heart muſt haue his hope,
